INAUGURAL  ADDRESS. 


INAUGURAL  ADDRESS 


OF 

Hon.  Orrin  J.  Gurney, 

DELIVERED  JANUARY  i,  1894 


Gentlemen  of  the  City  Council: 

It  is  with  a deep  and  sincere  feeling  of  gratitude 
to  my  fellow-citizens  that  I stand  here  today  to  de- 
liver my  third  inaugural  address;  gratitude  not  only 
on  account  of  the  exceptional  honor  they  have  con- 
ferred upon  me  in  again  unanimously  re-electing  me 
to  the  responsible  position  of  chief  magistrate  of  the 
city,  but  gratitude  also  for  the  confidence  they  have 
retained  in  me  through  the  nine  years  of  my  public 
service  in  the  various  offices  which  I have  held  in 
the  city  government.  Such  confidence  on  their  part 
demands  constant  devotion  and  untiring  labor  on 
mine.  It  demands  that  I should,  to  the  best  of  my 
ability,  faithfully  serve  the  interests  and  uphold  the 
honor  of  the  city;  and  fully  realizing  the  justice  of 
their  claims  upon  me,  I promise  them  today  that  I 
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will  honestly  and  fearlessly,  in  the  future  as  I have 
in  the  past,  endeavor  at  all  times  and  under  all  cir- 
cumstances to  so  perform  the  duties  of  the  office  that 
they  will  have  no  reason  to  feel  their  confidence  has 
been  misplaced. 

The  mayor’s  position  is  not  only  one  of  great  re- 
sponsibility, but  in  the  performance  of  his  duty  he 
often  finds  it  far  from  being  a bed  of  roses.  I do  not 
expect  and  never  have  tried  to  please  everyone,  for 
the  man  who  tries  to  do  that  will  not  succeed  in 
pleasing  anyone,  not  even  himself.  I shall  simply 
try  to  perform  my  duty  without  fear  or  favor.  In  so 
doing  I am  fully  aware  that  I shall  make  enemies, 
for  the  man  has  yet  to  be  born,  no  matter  how  hum- 
ble his  sphere  in  life  may  be,  who  has  not  in  the  per- 
formance of  his  duty  offended  someone. 

During  the  two  years  that  I have  filled  the  mayor’s 
position  I have  at  all  times  tried  to  do  what  I believed 
to  be  right.  To  acknowlege  that  I have  made  mis- 
takes is  but  to  demonstrate  what  we  all  know,  that 
man  is  far  from  being  perfect.  Fair,  honest,  just 
criticism  I invite.  For  that  which  is  unfair  and  un- 
just I have  no  fear;  it  will  injure  only  those  who  use 
it.  I have  unbounded  faith  in  the  intelligence  of  the 
people,  and  have  no  doubt  but  what  they  will  readily 
sift  the  chaff  from  the  wheat;  and  while  I absolutely 
refuse  to  do  the  bidding  of  any  party,  clique  or  ring, 
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I gladly  acknowledge  myself  the  servant  of  the  peo- 
ple, and  to  them  alone  shall  I render  my  account. 

I have  the  satisfaction  of  knowing  that  I have  tried 
to  serve  the  city  faithfully,  always  doing  that  which  I 
believed  would  be  for  its  best  interests,*  and  also  the 
satisfaction  of  knowing  that  the  people  believed  it; 
for,  inasmuch  as  I had  been  advertised  by  my  enemies 
as  a lost  leader,  upwards  of  eighteen  hundred  of  the 
best  citizens  of  Newburyport,  comprising  clergymen, 
lawyers,  physicians,  merchants,  mechanics  and  honest 
laborers,  all  classes  and  conditions  of  men,  united  in 
one  grand  searching  party,  and  they  all  gladly  bear 
testimony  today  that  when  found  there  was  no  stain 
upon  the  official  robes  which  they  had  entrusted  to 
my  care.  The  stern  word  of  justice  had  parried 
every  shaft  of  envy,  malice,  and  of  slander.  Error 
and  falsehood,  low  cunning  and  hypocrisy,  had  been 
hurled  back  by  the  almighty  force  and  power  of 
truth.  For  truth  is  mighty  and  will  prevail;  though 
crushed  to  earth  it  will  rise  again  from  the  dust, 
nobler  and  grander  than  ever,  for  it  stands  upon  a 
foundation  which  cannot  be  shaken,  that  of  the 
eternal  word  of  God. 

And  now,  gentlemen,  let  us  carefully  consider 
some  of  the  questions  which  will  confront  us  the 
present  year. 
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First,  I ask  your  attention  to  the  financial  condi- 
tion of  the  city.  It  has  been  said  that  figures  will 
not  lie,  but  this  is  not  absolutely  true,  for  they  can 
be  made  to  lie;  it  depends  altogether  upon  who 
makes  the  figures  and  the  honesty  of  the  motives. 
In  view  of  the  false  statements  that  have  been  cir- 
culated regarding  last  year’s  financial  record,  I would 
earnestly  request  every  citizen  to  carefully  study  the 
statements  and  figures  I shall  make  use  of  in  discuss- 
ing this  subject.  They  are  not  false  figures,  calcu- 
lated to  mislead  the  people  or  to  hide  anything  from 
them,  but  they  are  official  facts,  sworn  to  by  the  city 
treasurer  and  the  city  auditor,  and  they  are  absolutely 
true  in  every  respect  and  can  be  verified  at  the  treas- 
urer’s office. 


FINANCE. 

As  seen  by  the  statement  of  the  city  treasurer,  the 
net  debt  of  the  city  on  December  16,  1893,  was 
$388,790.24,  being  an  increase  for  the  year  of  $10,- 
035.68,  the  increase  being  caused  by  an  expenditure 
of  $20,324.46  for  the  construction  of  sewers  in  ward 
one,  for  which  there  was  no  appropriation.  If  there 
had  been  no  sewers  put  in  last  year  the  debt,  instead 
of  being  increased  $10,035.68,  would  have  been  de- 
creased $10,988.78,  which  would  have  been  an  ex- 
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cellent  showing.  The  appropriation  for  the  year  was 
$i 77,445.62 ; the  income,  $45,819.18;  making  a total 
of  $223,264.80.  The  expenditure  for  the  year,  ex- 
clusive of  the  $20,324.46  for  sewer  construction,  was 
$230,373.80,  showing  an  overdraft  for  the  year  of 
$7109.  About  $3000,  or  nearly  one-half  of  the  whole 
amount,  was  paid  in  settlement  of  two  claims  against 
the  city,  which  were  left  as  a legacy  by  my  prede- 
cessor, and  which  neither  myself  nor  the  city  govern- 
ments of  1892  and  1893  were  in  any  way  responsible 
for;  $2100  was  paid  on  account  of  the  legislative 
hearing  whereby  we  obtained  a charter  to  put  in  a 
water  plant  of  our  own,  and  that  was  certainly  well 
expended.  Nearly  $1000  has  been  paid  toward  the 
expense  now  going  on  in  ascertaining  the  source  of 
supply  and  developing  a plan  for  a system  of  water 
works;  $500  was  for  part  of  the  expense  for  the  un- 
veiling of  the  Garrison  statue  on  July  4,  the  rest  being 
contributed  by  the  citizens;  so  it  will  be  seen  that 
about  $6500  of  the  overdraft,  or  within  about  $600 
of  the  whole  amount,  was  caused  by  unusual  ex- 
penditure. 

The  financial  policy  and  ability  of  myself  and  the 
members  of  the  city  government  who  supported  me 
last  year  has  been  questioned,  and  by  whom?  Surely 
not  by  any  honest  men.  And  here  they  will  perhaps 
accuse  me  of  believing  every  man  dishonest  who 
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differs  from  me,  which  is  not  true.  For  while  I do 
believe  the  large  majority  of  men  to  be  honest,  I am 
not  quite  so  innocent  as  to  believe  that  all  men  are 
honest,  as  I know  from  a sad  experience  that  they  are 
not;  nor  will  any  man  with  sufficient  business 
capacity  to  understand  such  matters  question  our 
financial  ability;  for  if  such  men  will  look  into  the 
matter  carefully,  they  will  be  obliged  to  admit  that 
for  the  last  two  years  the  city’s  business  has  been 
conducted  upon  business  principles  and  by  competent 
business  men. 

Those  who  are  finding  fault  and  making  these  false 
statements  belong  to  that  class  of  men  who  are 
always  standing  ready  to  dip  their  hands  into  the  city 
treasury.  They  have  not  been  very  successful  for  the 
last  two  years,  and  they  don’t  like  it  a bit.  I met  one 
of  them  upon  the  street,  just  before  the  election,  who 
claims,  whether  rightfully  or  not  I do  not  know,  to 
have  been  the  originator  of  the  so-called  business 
men’s  movement.  He  was  very  urgent  in  his  de- 
mand that  the  whole  board  of  aldermen,  as  well  as 
the  common  council,  should  be  turned  out  and  an 
entirely  new  set  of  men  elected;  and  before  he  got 
through  talking  I found  out  why  he  wished  such  a 
radical  change  made,  for  he  informed  me  that  he  did 
not  think  he  had  been  given  his  share  of  the  city 
work  lately.  And  he  was  a fair  sample  of  the  mana- 
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gers  of  that  movement,  for  they  all  had  some  selfish 
motive;  and  if  the  truth  could  be  known,  it  would 
be  seen  that  there  was  not  only  some  water  in  it  but 
also  a little  rum,  as  some  of  the  managers  were  in- 
terested in  obtaining  liquor  licenses  for  their  clients. 

I am  not  referring  in  the  least  to  any  of  the  candi- 
dates who  were  nominated  on  that  ticket,  for  they 
were  all  good  men;  nor  do  I refer  to  the  number  of 
honest  citizens  who  afterward  became  identified  with 
the  movement.  But  I refer  solely  to  the  originators 
and  managers,  who  all  had  some  scheme  to  carry 
out;  but  so  many  honest  men  were  taken  into  the 
movement  that  it  upset  all  their  calculations,  and 
consequently  their  plans  miscarried.  Now  I have  a 
proposition  to  make  to  these  men  who  have  been  cry- 
ing so  loudly  about  the  mismanagement  of  the  city 
affairs,  and  the  pressing  need  of  electing  business 
men  to  office,  which  is  this:  That  they  call  a mass 
meeting  of  the  citizens,  in  this  hall;  that  they  make 
their  charges  before  the  citizens  to  whom  we  are  re- 
sponsible; and  I agree  to  meet  alone  upon  this  plat- 
form, without  any  assistance,  the  whole  fifty-one,  I 
believe  that  is  the  number.  I will  meet  them  in- 
dividually or  collectively;  and  I will  guarantee  to 
prove  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  citizens,  not  only  that 
the  city’s  business  has  been  managed  for  the  past  two 
37ears  in  a manner  that  has  not  been  excelled,  but 
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will  also  prove  that  the  persons  who  have  been  mak- 
ing these  false  charges  knew  them  to  be  false  when 
they  made  them. 

Your  careful  attention  is  now  called  to  a compari- 
son of  the  financial  condition  of  the  city,  beginning 
with  the  year  1889  and  extending  to  the  present 
time : 

The  net  debt  of  the  city  Dec.  21,  18S9,  was  . . $403,985  84 

The  net  debt  of  the  city  Dec.  20,  1890,  was  . . 414,063  55 

The  net  debt  of  the  city  Dec.  19,  1891,  was  . . 391,312  32

The  net  debt  of  the  city  Dec.  16,  1893,  was  . . 388,790  24 

You  will  see  by  this  table  that  the  city  debt  was 
lowest  by  considerable  at  the  close  of  my  first  ad- 
ministration. You  will  also  notice  that  although  the 
debt  was  increased  last  year,  which  was  wholly  on  ac- 
count of  putting  in  new  sewers,  and  notwithstanding 
the  sewer  expense  and  the  other  unusual  expendi- 
tures, the  city  debt  is  at  the  present  time  $2522.08 
less  than  it  was  when  we  came  into  office,  and  there 
never  has  been  a time  when  there  were  so  few  un- 
paid bills  out  as  now.  The  $2104.45  for  the  legisla- 
tive hearing  has  all  been  paid,  and  also  about  one- 
half  of  the  expense  of  the  engineer’s  work  now  going 
on.  Now  there  is  not  much  lack  of  business  ability 
or  mismanagement  of  city  affairs  exhibited  in  this 
statement,  which  is  all  true,  and  has  all  been  sworn 
to  by  the  city  treasurer  and  city’  auditor.

You  will  see  by  this  table  that  the  overdraft  was 
the  lowest  during  my  first  year’s  administration;  and 
when  I speak  of  my  administration,  I want  it  dis- 
tinctly understood  that  it  includes  all  the  members 
of  both  branches  of  the  city  council,  who  nobly  sup- 
ported me  during  those  two  years.  And  here  I am 
going  to  quote  a little  from  the  second  inaugural  ad- 
dress of  the  Hon.  E.  P.  Dodge,  in  which  he  refers  to 
his  first  year’s  account.  The  overdraft  that  year  was 
$13,768.97  as  against  $7109  last  year.  The  increase 
of  the  debt  that  year  was  $10,077.71  as  against 
$10,035.68  last  year;  his  overdraft  that  year  being 
$6659.97  more  than  ours  last  year,  and  his  increase 
of  the  debt  that  year  being  $42.03  more  than  ours 
last  year.  Mayor  Dodge,  referring  to  that  year,  re- 
marks as  follows : “The  increase  of  the  net  debt  is 
accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  there  has  been  paid 
during  the  last  year  on  account  of  the  construction  of 
sewers  $17,155.  Had  it  not  been  for  this  item  there 
would  have  been  an  actual  decrease  of  the  debt  of 
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about  $7000.  This  is  a satisfactory  showing  in  view 
of  the  extraordinary  expenditures  in  the  highway 
and  incidental  departments.”  I have  here  quoted  his 
exact  words.  You  will  see  he  accounts  for  the  in- 
crease of  the  debt  that  year  by  the  fact  that  there  had 
been  paid  during  the  year  for  construction  of  sewers 
$17,155.  We  account  for  the  increase  of  the  debt 
last  year  by  the  fact  that  we  paid  during  the  year  for 
construction  of  sewers  $20,324.46,  or  $3169.56  more 
than  he  paid  out.  He  then  says  that  if  it  had  not 
been  for  the  item  of  sewer  construction  that  year 
there  would  have  been  an  actual  decrease  of  the  debt 
of  about  $7000,  and  we  say  that  if  it  had  not  been  for 
the  item  of  sewer  construction  last  year  there  would 
have  been  an  actual  decrease  of  the  debt  of$  10,988.78, 
or  $3988.78  more  than  the  decrease  which  might 
have  been  made  his  year,  Then  Mayor  Dodge 
claims  that  the  financial  record  of  that  year  was 
a satisfactory  showing,  in  view  of  the  extraordinary 
expenditures  in  the  highway  and  incidental  depart- 
ments. We  will  now  see  what  those  expenditures 
were  and  compare  them  with  ours.  The  highway 
department  expenditure  that  year  was  $14  83 1.53, 
incidentals  were  $8193.29,  which  taken  together 
make  a total  of  $23,024.82.  Last  year  the  highway  de- 
partment expenditure  was  $46,623.45,  or  $31,791.92 
more  than  it  was  the  year  to  which  he  referred;  or, 
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in  other  words,  more  than  three  times  as  much  as 
was  expended  during  his  year.  The  incidental  ex- 
penditure last  year  was  $11,609.55,  or  $3416.26 
more  than  his  year.  The  expenditures  for  high- 
ways and  incidentals  last  year,  added  together,  make 
a total  of  $58,233,  as  against  $23,024.82  expended  in 
Mayor  Dodge’s  year,  or  more  than  two  and  one-half 
times  the  amount  that  Mayor  Dodge  considered  as 
extraordinary;  and  yet  the  debt  was  not  increased  as 
much  by  $42.03  as  it  was  the  year  he  speaks  about, 
and  the  overdraft  that  year  was  $6659.97  more  than 
ours  last  year.  I have  not  made  these  comparisons 
for  the  purpose  of  finding  fault  with  Mayor  Dodge’s 
financial  record  of  that  year,  for  I agree  with  him 
that  considering  the  expenditures  it  was  a satisfac- 
tory showing,  but  I have  compared  the  two  years  be- 
cause some  of  those  who  called  the  record  of  his 
}Tear  a good  one  have  been  falsely  claiming  that  last 
year’s  record  was  not  good.  Now  if  Mayor  Dodge’s 
financial  record  that  year  was  a satisfactory  one,  and 
it  certainly  was,  then  the  financial  record  of  last  year 
was  so  much  better  than  his  as  to  be  beyond  all 
comparison.  Taking  either  year  under  my  admin- 
istration separately,  the  financial  record,  considering 
expenditures,  has  not  been  equalled  for  twenty  years; 
and  taking  my  two  years  together,  it  has  not  been 
equalled  since  Newburyport  became  a.  city,  and  the 
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members  of  those  city  governments  have  every  rea- 
son to  feel  proud  of  their  record.  The  persons  who 
have  been  making  these  false  statements  regarding 
the  financial  record  of  last  year  were  not  only  ex- 
pecting, but  also  hoping,  there  would  be  an  over- 
draft last  year  of  either  twenty-five  or  thirty  thousand 
dollars,  and  when  they  found  out  how  small  the  over- 
draft actually  was  they  were  very  much  disappointed. 
It  is  very  mortifying  for  me  to  feel  obliged  to  place  my 
word  against  the  word  of  those  who  are  too  coward- 
ly  to  show  their  face,  and  too  dishonorable  when 
making  statements  to  sign  their  name  to  them;  but  I 
feel  it  to  be  my  duty  to  do  so,  as  these  false  state- 
ments reflecting  upon  the  financial  condition  of  our 
city  have  been  published  abroad  to  the  great  injury 
of  the  city.  And  I would  say  to  the  citizens:  First, 
that  it  is  never  safe  to  believe  any  printed  statement 
relating  to  the  finances  of  the  city,  where  the  writer 
is  ashamed  to  write  his  name  at  the  bottom  of  the 
article;  second,  that  while  it  is  not  generally  known, 
it  is  nevertheless  true  that  a great  many  of  the  so- 
called  communications  published  in  papers  over  fic- 
titious names,  such  as  “Tax-payer”  and  the  like,  are 
written  in  the  newspaper  office  by  the  newspaper 
men  themselves  and  then  published  as  communica- 
tions, they  think  an  article  would  have  more  effect 
if  it  was  thought  to  have  been  written  by  some  citi- 
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zen  than  it  would  if  it  was  put  in  as  an  editorial,  and 
there  is  no  disputing  that  fact;  thirdly,  you  can  al- 
ways learn  the  truth  regarding  the  finances  of  the 
city  by  calling  upon  the.  city  treasurer.  These  men 
called  upon  the  city  treasurer  and  learned  the  truth, 
just  as  I am  stating  it  here,  but  have  not  published  it 
as  it  was  given  them  by  the  treasurer. 

Now  a few  words  in  regard  to  the  Boston  & Maine 
stock  held  by  the  city,  as  my  management  of  it  has 
not  only  been  unjustly  critised  but  falsely  stated. 
Twenty-two  years  ago  the  city  of  Newburyport  in- 
vested $74,000  in  the  City  railroad,  issuing  bonds  to 
that  amount,  payable  in  twenty  years,  and  bearing 
interest  at  seven  per  cent.,  for  just  what  purpose  I 
have  never  been  able  to  learn,  for  it  certainly  has  not 
been  any  benefit  to  the  city.  Up  to  the  time  of 
my  first  election  as  mayor  it  had  cost  the  city  nearly 
$60,000  in  cash,  which  had  been  paid  out  for  inter- 
est on  the  first  investment,  in  excess  of  all  money  re- 
ceived from  its  lease  to  the  Boston  & Maine,  or  in 
any  other  way.  It  has  benefitted  only  a few  individ- 
uals, not  more  than  a dozen  outside  of  the  Philadel- 
phia & Reading  Coal  Company;  and  the  coal  pocket, 
instead  of  being  any  benefit,  has  been  one  of  the 
greatest  curses  ever  inflicted  upon  this  city.  It  is 
one  of  /the  most  grinding  monopolies  that  ever 
existed.  It  has  under  its  control  all  the  local  deal- 
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ers  wherever  it  has  obtained  a hold,  not  allowing 
them  to  lower  the  price  of  coal,  no  matter  how  much 
they  may  desire  to  do  so;  and  it  has  obliged  our  cit- 
izens to  pay  at  least  a dollar  a ton  more  for  coal  than 
they  would  have  paid  if  that  company  had  never  en- 
tered the  city.  But  to  return  to  the  City  railroad 
matter.  The  stock  of  the  City  railroad  was  never 
carried  upon  the  city  books  as  an  asset,  each  city 
government  considering  its  value  too  uncertain  to 
be  reckoned;  and  at  the  time  I came  to  have  any- 
thing to  do  with  it,  no  business  man  in  the  city  who 
had  looked  into  the  matter  carefully  would  have 
given  over  $50  a share  for  the  stock;  but  soon  after, 
when  we  contemplated  offering  to  sell  the  road  to 
the  Boston  & Maine,  a few  shares  were  offered  for 
sale  in  this  city,  and  bought  by  a man  who  was  in- 
terested in  having  the  road  kept  running,  he  paying 
$65  a share,  which  was  the  highest  bid  offered,  so 
that  might  be  claimed  as  its  market  value  at  that 
time.  At  $65  a share,  the  742  shares  held  by  the 
city  would  amount  to  $48,230;  the  424  shares  of 
Boston  & Maine  now  held  by  the  city  at  its  present 
market  value,  $134,  would  amount  to  $56,816,  leav- 
ing a balance  in  favor  of  the  city  of  $8586.  So  if 
the  city  should  sell  its  Boston  & Maine  stock  today 
it  would  be  that  much  better  off  than  it  was  when 
holding  its  City  railroad  stock;  and  that  is  the  proper 
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way  to  consider  it  as  a business  transaction,  and  the 
only  way  it  would  be  considered  by  a business  man. 
But  more  in  regard  to  the  Boston  & Maine  stock. 
When  it  was  decided  by  the  directors  of  the  City 
railroad  to  offer  the  road  to  the  Boston  & Maine  the 
H on.  Albert  Currier,  Henry  B.  Little,  Esq.,  and  my- 
self were  chosen  a committee  to  see  if  the  road  could 
be  sold,  and  some  of  these  persons  who  are  now 
finding  fault  with  my  management  of  the  matter  ad- 
vised me  at  that  time  not  to  sell  the  City  railroad; 
and  I want  to  say  right  here,  that  if  the  present  man- 
agement of  the  Boston  & Maine  had  been  in  power 
at  that  time  the  City  railroad  would  never  have  been 
sold,  but  would  have  been  left  on  the.  city’s  hands, 
and  would  not  at  the  present  time  have  brought  $25  a 
share,  for  the  road  has  never  paid  any  one,  and  it  can 
never  be  made  to  pay.  The  majority  of  the  directors 
of  the  Boston  & Maine  were  opposed  to  purchasing 
the  road,  and  if  it  had  not  been  for  the  Hon.  Frank 
Jones,  who  was  president  of  the  Boston  & Maine  at 
that  time,  we  could  not  have  sold  the  road  at  any 
price;  but  as  it  was,  we  traded  the  stock  of  the  City 
railroad  for  so  many  shares  of  the  Boston  & Maine 
stock,  calling  the  City  railroad  stock  at  $100  a share, 
and  the  Boston  & Maine  stock  at  $180,  which  was 
its  market  value  at  that  time.  Now  it  has  been  stated 
that  we  could  have  sold  the  Boston  & Maine  stock 
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for  $75,000.  That  statement  is  absolutely  false,  for 
there  has  never  been  a time  since  we  came  into  pos- 
session of  the  stock  when  we  could  have  sold  it  for 
anywhere  near  that  amount.  In  the  first  place,  we 
did  not  receive  the  stock  for  nearly  four  months  after 
the  trade  was  made,  for  the  stock  of  the  City  railroad 
had  to  be  gathered  in,  the  attorney  for  the  Boston  & 
Maine  had  to  look  up  the  titles,  after  which  it  had  to 
be  ratified  by  their  directors,  then  had  to  be  left  over 
until  the  stockholders  voted  upon  it,  so  that  when 
we  received  the  stock  the  price  had  fallen  way  off. 
Now  at  this  time  I did  not  go — as  he  seems  to  think  I 
should  have  done — to  this  young  man  who  has  lately 
been  trying  to  pose  before  the  public  as  such  a great 
financier,  and  ask  his  opinion,  for  two  reasons.  First, 
from  the  fact  that  being  established  in  business  for 
myself  about  the  time  that  this  young  man  was  born, 
I did  not  consider  him  a proper  person  to  apply  to 
for  instructions  in  regard  to  financial  problems;  and 
the  way  he  has  been  talking  has  certainly  confirmed 
my  opinion  of  his  ignorance  regarding  such  matters. 
Secondly,  I did  not  ask  his  opinion  for  the  reason 
that,  like  most  men  of  middle  age  when  needing 
counsel,  I sought  the  advice  of  those  men  who  I had 
every  reason  to  believe  understood  such  matters — 
men  who  were  older  and  wiser  than  myself,  and  in 
nearly  every  instance  was  advised  by  them  to  hold 
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the  stock,  they  taking  the  ground  that  all  stocks  were 
way  down  on  account  of  the  business  depression,  and 
that  the  stock  would  surely  come  up  again  as  the  times 
grew  better.  There  is  no  need  of  any  one  worrying 
about  the  Boston  & Maine  stock.  Once  before  since 
the  city  held  the  stock  it  has  dropped  to  $130,  and 
afterwards  advanced  to  $160;  and  if  it  should  drop 
to  $120  it  would  not  signify  any  loss  to  the  city.  The 
city  has  never  lost  a dollar  by  holding  the  Boston  & 
Maine  stock  only  in  one  instance,  where  the  Institu- 
tion for  Savings  took  an  unfair,  and,  I claim,  dishon- 
orable, advantage  of  the  city.  When  we  took  up  the 
City  railroad  bonds  we  placed  a demand  note  for  the 
amount  with  the  old  savings  bank  at  four  per  cent., 
both  the  city  treasurer  and  myself  understanding  that 
the  note  could  remain  at  the  same  rate  as  long  as  we 
needed  it.  Sometime  in  June  we  were  very  much 
surprised  at  receiving  word  that  on  account  of  the 
stringency  of  the  money  market  we  must  pay  five 
and  one-half  per  cent.  It  was  a time  when  we  could 
not  obtain  the  money,  and  we  were  obliged  to  sub- 
mit. In  August  we  again  received  word  that  we 
must  pay  six  per  cent., — the  times  had  not  changed; 
and  we  had  again  to  submit  to  the  extortion,  for  it 
was  nothing  else.  After  the  money  market  became 
easier,  I saw  one  of  the  bank  officials  and  reminded 
him  that  we  were  paying  too  much  interest  on  that 
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note.  lie  said  he  would  bring  the  matter  up,  but 
after  waiting  about  a month  and  not  hearing  anything 
from  them  I sent  the  treasurer,  and  he  received  the 
same  answer.  After  waiting  two  weeks  longer  I 
again  called  upon  the  bank  official,  and  he  informed 
me  that  it  was  no  use  talking  about  four  per  cent,  as 
they  could  do  better,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that 
they  had  over  $150,000  at  that  time  on  deposit  at  the 
First  National  Bank,  in  addition  to  a large  sum  de- 
posited in  the  Revere  Bank  at  Boston,  that  they  were 
then  waiting  to  invest.  I then  determined  that  I 
would  not  submit  any  longer  to  such  unbusiness-like 
dealings,  and  sent  the  treasurer  to  Boston,  with  ‘in- 
structions to  place  the  note  there  at  four  per  cent., 
which  he  did.  Now  I claim  that  every  dollar  of  the 
money  in  excess  of  the  four  per  cent.,  taken  by  the 
savings  bank  from  the  city,  was  taken  wrongfully, 
and  the  directors,  as  honorable  men,  should  return  it 
to  the  city  treasurer.  It  is  not  costing  the  city  any- 
thing at  the  present  time  to  hold  the  Boston  & 
Maine  stock,  as  we  are  now  getting  the  money  at 
four  per  cent.,  and  the  stock  is  paying  four  and  one- 
half  per  cent.;  and  I have  been  advised  by  banking 
men,  who  ought  to  understand  such  matters,  not  to 
sell  the  stock  at  the  price  it  is  now  bringing.  And  I 
have  been  surprised  at  the  many  false  statements  that 
have  been  made  regarding  the  matter;  and  while  the 
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newspaper  which  has  been  publishing  such  mislead- 
ing articles  and  false  statements  relating  to  city  affairs 
could  have  had  but  one  purpose,  that  of  personal 
spite  toward  myself  and  the  vindictive  desire  to  do 
me  all  the  possible  harm  it  could,  it  has  signally 
failed  in  its  purpose;  for,  fortunately,  here,  where  the 
truth  can  be  easily  ascertained,  I am  abundantly  able 
to  disprove  their  false  charges  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  people.  But,  very  unfortunately,  they  have  suc- 
ceeded in  disgracing  the  city  by  sending  abroad, 
wherever  the  paper  has  been  sent,  the  false  impres- 
sion that  the  citizens  of  Newburyport  are  so  low 
down  in  the  scale  of  intelligence  as  to  elect  without 
any  opposition,  a man  to  be  the  chief  executive  of 
their  city,  who,  according  to  this  paper,  is  in  every 
way  unfitted  for  the  position,  having  neither  the 
financial  ability  or  other  necessary  qualifications  for 
the  office.  They  have  also  created  the  impression 
abroad  that  the  finances  of  the  city  were  not  only 
badly  managed,  but  were  in  a bad  condition,  which 
is  absolutely  false.  Now  any  newspaper  man  who 
has  arrived  at  the  age  of  discretion  would  have  seen 
that  the  publishing  of  such  statements  could  not 
possibly  do  me  any  harm,  while  they  could  not  help 
creating  abroad,  where  the  facts  were  not  known,  a 
very  unfavorable  impression  of  our  city  and  of  the 
intelligence  of  its  people;  and  I have  been  surprised 
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that  any  paper  in  this  city  could  be  so  indiscreet  and 
unfair;  and  how  any  paper  could  be  so  devoid  of 
honor  and  principle  as  to  publish  such  misrepresenta- 
tions is  beyond  my  comprehension. 


PUBLIC  LIBRARY,  SCHOOL  AND  FIRE  DEPARTMENTS. 

In  regard  to  these  departments  there  seems  to  be 
nothing  new  to  be  said,  so  I will  pass  them  by  with 
simply  alluding  to  them. 

The  public  library,  under  the  management  of  Mr. 
Parsons,  the  librarian,  still  continues  to  be  very 
much  appreciated  by  those  of  our  citizens  who  avail 
themselves  of  its  privileges. 

The  school  department  was  discussed  pretty 
thoroughly  one  year  ago.  It  is  now,  as  it  was  then, 
equal  to  that  of  any  other  city. 

The  fire  department  is  in  excellent  condition,  and 
everything  there  is  working  in  a most  satisfactory 
manner. 


HIGHWAYS. 

The  work  that  has  been  done  in  this  department 
for  the  last  two  years  speaks  for  itself,  and  meets 
with  the  approval  of  nearly  all  our  citizens,  no  fault 
being  found  only  by  a few  chronic  grumblers,  such 
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as  are  to  be  found  everywhere,  and  who  are  con- 
tinually finding  fault  with  everything.  They  always 
find  fault  with  every  city  government,  no  matter 
what  they  do.  They  will  find  fault  with  the  weather, 
and  with  the  times,  and  even  find  fault  with  the  Lord 
because  this  world  is  not  run  according  to  their  own 
narrow  ideas.  It  is  of  no  use  for  anyone  to  try  to 
please  such  people,  for  it  would  be  impossible. 
There  has  been  during  the  past  year  15,800  feet  of 
new  edgestones  set  and  3500  feet  re-set,  4570  square 
yards  of  new  gutters  laid,  4407  yards  of  brick  side- 
walk laid  and  10,875  yards  of  concrete,  $3000  more 
was  expended  for  crushed  stone  than  the  year  before, 
about  $1000  was  expended  in  widening  Merrimac 
street  near  the  car  stables,  three  new  horses  have 
been  purchased  on  account  of  the  old  ones  being 
worn  out,  14,910  yards  of  macadamized  road  was 
constructed,  and  11,135  square  yards  of  road  were 
covered  with  broken  stone  in  addition  to  the  mac- 
adamized, and  it  cost  the  city  over  $1700  more  last 
winter  than  it  did  the  winter  before  to  remove  the 
snow  on  account  of  the  severe  weather;  so  it  will 
readily  be  seen  that  a much  larger  sum  was  ex- 
pended in  this  department  than  ever  before  in  any 
one  year. 

Highways,  including  sidewalks  and  edgestones, 
show  an  overdraft  of  $13,032.37 ; but  it  was  under- 
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stood  by  every  member  of  the  city  council  last  year 
that  $6000  of  the  amount  appropriated  for  inciden- 
tals would  be  expended  on  the  highways,  so  that 
really  the  overdraft  is  only  $7000.  While  I do  not 
believe  it  is  well  for  any  department  to  overdraw 
their  appropriation, — and  I would  again  urge,  as  I 
have  before,  upon  every  committee  the  duty  as  well 
as  the  importance  of  their  not  expending  more  than 
the  sum  appropriated  for  them — still  in  this  case  I do 
not  think  the  citizens  will  complain  very  much,  as 
they  can  readily  see  where  the  money  has  been  ex- 
pended, and  also  realize  that  they  are  receiving  the 
benefit  of  it  in  being  able  to  walk  from  one  end  of 
the  city  to  the  other  on  good  sidewalks.  Now  it  must 
not  be  forgotten  that  our  streets  and  sidewalks  had 
been  neglected  so  long  that  they  were  completely  worn 
out;  and  while  it  may  seem  to  some  that  we  are  ex- 
pending a large  sum  upon  them,  the  work  is  being 
done  in  a thorough  manner,  and  it  will  be  seen  in  the 
end  to  have  been  true  economy.  Persons  who  have 
not  visited  our  city  for  years  are  surprised  at  the 
marked  improvement  in  the  appearance  of  our 
streets,  and  especially  remark  as  to  how  much  better 
and  wider  the  streets  look  on  account  of  the  removal 
of  the  old  bridges.  On  one  short  street,  Titcomb  street, 
there  were  thirteen  of  these  bridges,  presenting  about 
as  unsightly  an  appearance  as  could  be  imagined;  and 
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I think  no  one  looking  at  the  street  as  it  is  today  would 
ever  consent  to  have  them  put  back.  I am  aware 
that  there  are  some  who  find  fault  with  their  removal, 
for  it  is  sometimes  hard  to  get  out  of  the  old  ruts, 
and  to  become  accustomed  to  any  change;  but  if  the 
crossings  are  only  properly  fixed,  being  well  rounded 
and  the  crown  carried  up  to  within  about  sixteen 
inches  of  the  sidewalk,  then  depressed  pretty  sharply 
to  the  curbstone,  thereby  narrowing  the  gutter,  and 
causing  the  water  to  flow  against  the  stone  instead  of 
allowingit  to  spread  out, there  will  not  be  any  difficulty 
experienced  in  crossing  the  streets.  In  regard  to  the 
crossing  at  the  junction  of  State  and  Pleasant  streets, 
I did  not  approve  of  the  scheme  to  tunnel  State 
street,  being  aware  that  the  culverts  at  the  foot  of  the 
street  were  in  such  a condition  that  it  would  be 
necessary  to  go  to  the  river  front,  and  that  it  could 
not  be  done  properly  for  both  sides  of  the  street  less 
than  $3000;  and  even  then  there  would  be  grave 
doubts  as  to  its  being  satisfactory.  The  crossing  was 
fixed  at  an  expense  to  the  city  of  about  $275,  and 
though  the  work  was  not  done  quite  as  well  as  I 
would  liked  to  have  seen,  it  answers  the  purpose. 
State  street,  from  Charter  to  the  foot,  is  so  flat  that 
in  heavy  rains  the  water  spreads  so  far  out  into  the 
street  as  to  make  it  very  difficult  to  cross.  The  cen- 
ter of  the  street  should  be  raised  at  least  eight  inches, 
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giving  much  more  crown  than  it  now  has.  The  work 
could  be  done,  I think,  at  a cost  of  about  five  or  six 
hundred  dollars,  and  would  be  a great  benefit  to  the 
public;  and  all  the  streets  leading  to  the  river  which 
are  obliged  to  carry  a large  quantity  of  water  should 
be  constructed  in  the  same  manner.  I did  not  ap- 
prove of  the  extension  of  Pleasant  street,  and  the 
majority  of  the  members  of  the  city  council  agreed 
with  me  in  the  matter,  as  we  could  not  see  any 
necessity  for  it,  or  how  the  public  at  large  were  to  be 
benefited  by  it.  I found  very  few  of  the  citizens 
who  favored  the  move;  and  many  of  those,  after 
learning  that  the  street  would  come  out  as  far  be- 
low the  depot  as  Birch  street  was  above  it,  were  op- 
posed to  its  being  carried  out.  As  it  is  possible  that 
the  city  may  decide  to  construct  new  water  works, 
which  will  necessitate  the  digging  up  of  the  streets,  I 
would  strongly  recommend  that  no  macadamizing  or 
concreting  be  done  until  the  question  is  settled;  and 
would  recommend  that  as  large  a sum  as  possible  be 
appropriated  for  the  setting  of  new  edgestones 
around  the  city,  that  a proper  grade  be  established 
by  a civil  engineer,  and  that  edgestones  be  set  on 
both  sides  of  the  streets.  If  that  could  be  done  for 
two  or  three  years  we  should  be  astonished  at  the 
improvement  it  would  make;  and  it  would  surely 
prove  to  be  economy.  It  would  have  paid  the  city 
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to  have  done  it  years  ago,  even  if  they  had  not  re- 
ceived a dollar  from  the  abutter. 


LIGHTING  STREETS  AND  CHEAP  GAS. 

In  accordance  with  an  act  of  the  city  council  which 
was  passed  last  November,  requesting  me  to  ascer- 
tain if  the  gas  and  electric  light  company  would  not 
furnish  better  and  cheaper  gas  to  our  citizens,  and 
also  make  better  terms  with  the  city  for  lighting 
streets,  I wrote  the  company  about  three  weeks  ago 
to  that  effect.  I have  not  as  yet  received  any  answer, 
as  they  are  probably  waiting  to  place  the  matter  be- 
fore the  directors.  I believe  the  company  can  afford 
to  keep  the  street  lights  burning  all  night  at  the  price 
they  are  now  receiving,  and  that  they  should  be 
willing  to  do  so.  I also  believe  they  should  furnish 
gas  to  our  citizens  at  least  some  cheaper  than  they 
are  now  furnishing  it, 


PRINTING. 

There  has  been  so  much  said  the  past  year  about 
the  city  printing  that  perhaps  it  would  be  well  to 
consider  the  matter  for  a few  moments.  Some 
newspapers  seem  to  have  the  idea  that  the  city 
printing  belongs  to  them,  and  should  be  carried  out 
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according  to  their  views,  on  account  of  the  in- 
fluence they  imagine  their  papers  exert  in  politics; 
but  that  idea  is  decidedly  wrong.  I had  a little  ex- 
perience in  that  line  in  1883,  the  first  year  I was 
elected  to  the  common  council,  having  been  placed 
upon  the  printing  committee.  I found  that  when  the 
city  ordered  a notice  published  in  one  paper,  the  other 
papers  of  the  city  copied  and  printed  the  notice,  with- 
out any  authority,  and  sent  in  their  bill,  which  was 
never  very  small.  As  I did  not  think  that  was  transact- 
ing city  business  on  business  principles,  I took  meas- 
ures to  prevent  it,  whereupon  the  threat  was  made  by 
them  that  if  I did  not  stop  interfering  with  their  bus- 
ines  they  would  see  that  I was  not  elected  again  to 
any  office  in  the  city  government.  Well,  I did  in- 
terfere to  the  extent  of  stopping  all  such  copying  of 
notices,  so  that  it  has  not  been  done  since  that  time, 
and  they  have  not  as  yet  succeeded  in  keeping  me 
out  of  the  city  government,  although  it  is  no  fault  of 
theirs.  The  city  is  under  no  obligations  to  support 
any  newspaper,  as  some  of  them  seem  to  think,  and 
the  methods  adopted  by  some  are  such  that  it  would 
be  greatly  to  the  advantage  of  the  city  if  they  were 
not  supported  by  anyone.  Now  I am  not  by  any 
means  making  an  attack  upon  the  newspaper  pro- 
fession, for  it  is  an  honorable  profession,  and  as  a 
rule  is  conducted  by  honorable  men;  but  there  are 
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exceptions  to  this  rule,  as  well  as  to  all  other  rules. 
There  are  persons  in  this  city  who  could  tell  of  po- 
litical schemes  concocted  in  newspaper  offices  here 
that  would  lead  the  citizens  to  think  some  of  them 
were  much  more  interested  in  an  attempt  to  get 
something  out  of  the  city  treasury  than  they  are  in 
having  the  city  business  conducted  properly,  as  they 
would  have  us  believe;  and  it  is  often  very  amusing, 
to  those  who  understood  their  motives,  to  listen  to 
the  advice  they  give  so  freely  to  the  citizens.  With 
some  of  them  it  is  never  a question  of  principle  in 
supporting  any  measures  or  candidate  for  office,  it  is 
only  a question  of  dollars;  and  the  measures  that  will 
put  into  their  pockets  the  most  money,  or  the  candi- 
date for  office  who  will  pay  the  highest  price,  will  be 
the  measures  or  the  candidate  they  will  support.  If 
anyone  doubts  this,  let  him  ask  any  candidate  who 
has  ever  run  for  any  high  office.  Now  a newspaper 
office  is  no  more  entitled  to  the  city  printing  than 
any  other  printing  office,  and  I am  not  sure  but  what 
it  would  be  in  the  interest  of  the  city  for  the  commit- 
tee to  receive  bids  for  all  the  city  printing  and  adver- 
tising and  award  it  to  the  office  who  would  do  the 
best  work  for  the  lowest  prices,  and  to  receive  no 
work  that  was  not  properly  done;  and  if  the  annual 
reports  cannot  be  printed  without  containing  over  two 
hundred  errors,  as  has  been  charged,  they  should  be 
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rejected  and  left  on  the  hands  of  those  who  do  such 
poor  work.  Now  in  regard  to  the  city  advertising, 
which  costs  a great  deal  more  than  it  ought.  In  some 
cases  the  law  requires  that  a notice  shall  be  published 
once  in  one  paper;  sometimes  it  specifies  a daily 
paper,  but  not  always.  In  such  cases  the  notice 
should  be  published  but  once,  and  in  but  one  paper. 
There  is  no  more  reason  in  publishing  such  notices 
in  two  papers  than  there  would  be  reason  in  the  city 
buying  a horse  of  every  horse  dealer  in  the  city  be- 
cause it  was  necessary  to  purchase  one  horse.  Now 
those  persons  who  have  been  talking  so  much  about 
the  members  of  the  city  government  expending 
money  for  other  purposes  have  never  been  known  to 
refuse  taking  all  the  money  they  could  get  out  of  the 
city  treasury.  They  have  never  refused  to  publish  a 
notice,  and  they  even  ask  for  it,  knowing  at  the  time 
that  it  is  wasting  the  city’s  money.  And  when  they 
publish  such  a notice  they  take  great  pains  to  spread 
it  over  as  much  paper  as  possible,  for  they  charge  by 
the  inch, — the  more  inches  the  more  dollars;  and 
they  have  never  as  yet  been  known  to  forget  to  send 
in  their  bill,  or  to  neglect  to  take  the  money.  The 
city  printing  and  advertising  will  bear  looking  into 
pretty  carefully,  and  I have  no  doubt  it  will  be;  and 
when  you  decide  to  transact  the  city  printing  busi- 
ness on  business  principles,  as  I believe  you  will,  you 
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must  expect  thdm  to  find  fault  with  about  everything 
you  do,  for  they  never  support  any  city  government 
that  will  not  consent  to  be  run  by  them.  They  have 
not  been  very  successful  in  that  respect  the  last  two 
years,  and  so  they  have  improved  every  possible  op- 
portunity for  finding  fault,  and  when  no  such  oppor- 
tunity could  be  found  they  have  not  hesitated  to  make 
one  up  out  of  whole  cloth.  They  will  meet  with  no 
better  success  in  running  the  city  government  the 
present  year  than  they  have  the  last  two,  for  during 
the  year  to  come  there  will  be  but  one  mayor,  just 
six  aldermen,  and  only  eighteen  members  of  the 
common  council,  for  that  is  all  we  are  allowed  by  law 
to  have;  and  these  men,  and  no  others,  are  the  men 
who  have  been  chosen  by  the  people  to  look  after  the 
affairs  of  the  city.  These  are  the  men  who  are  going 
to  run  the  city  government  the  present  year,  and  they 
are  going  to  run  it  on  business  principles,  as  they 
have  the  last  two  years,  and  in  the  city’s  interests; 
and  at  the  close  of  the  year  they  are  going  to  give  a 

good  account  of  their  stewardship,  not  to  a news- 

♦ 

paper,  but  to  the  people.  And  we  shall  be  perfectly 
satisfied  to  have  the  people  judge  of  our  work. 

a POOR  DEPARTMENT. 

This  department  is  most  creditably  managed  by 
those  having  it  in  charge. # We  have,  very  pleasantly 
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situated,  an  excellent  building,  which  is  not  excelled, 
if  it  is  equalled,  by  any  city  or  town  in  the  state. 
There  those  who  have  been  unfortunate  are  furnished 
with  comfortable  quarters  and  are  provided  with  an 
abundance  of  good  wholesome  food,  and  everything 
is  done  to  make  their  lot  in  life  as  pleasant  as  possible. 
We  also  have  the  usual  number  of  what  we  call  the 
outside  poor,  who  are  aided  to  some  extent  by  the 
city;  and,  notwithstanding  the  hard  times  which  we 
have  felt  in  common  with  other  places,  on  account 
of  the  business  depression  extending  all  over  the 
country,  we  have  not  as  yet  had  any  unusual  calls 
made  upon  this  department,  there  having  been  about 
four  dollars  more  expended  in  the  three  months  end- 
ing December  i,  than  in  the  same  months  last  year, 
which  is  certainly  very  gratifying.  I have  no  doubt 
but  there  are  many  who  have  not  been  in  the  habit  of 
receiving  assistance,  but  on  account  of  being  unable 
to  obtain  employment  have  hard  work  to  get  along; 
but  there  is  no  need  of  any  person  in  this  city  suffer- 
ing from  hunger  or  cold,  and  if  they  are  in  need  and 
will  only  let  it  be  known,  they  will  find  plenty  of 
warm  hearts  and  willing  hands  ready  to  help  them. 

POLICE  DEPARTMENT.  , 

The  unusual  harmony  which  has  existed  in  this 
department  for  the  last  two  years  has  certainly  in- 
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creased  the  efficiency  of  the  police  force,  and  I be- 
lieve that  as  a whole,  the  force  will  now  compare 
favorably  with  that  of  any  other  city  in  the  State. 
Owing  to  the  hard  times  there  has  been  an  unusually 
large  number  of  lodgers  at  the  police  station  within 
the  last  few  months,  many  of  them  honest  laboring 
men  out  of  employment,  travelling  from  one  place  to 
another  in  search  of  work.  We  have  also  had  the 
usual  number  of  tramps, — men  who,  apparently, 
would  much  rather  die  than  work;  and  I sometimes 
think  it  would  not  be  any  loss  if  they  should,  for  the 
professional  tramp  is  a nuisance.  Of  no  earthly  use 
to  himself  or  any  one  else,  he  is  simply  an  incum- 
brance upon  the  earth,  and  I heartily  wish  some 
means  might  be  devised  whereby  they  could  be  kept 
outside  our  borders.  As  a city  we  have  been  re- 
markably free  from  what  might  be  called  real  crime, 
most  of  the  work  of  the  police  being  the  arrest  of  in- 
toxicated persons;  and  even  in  this  respect  there  has 
been  a very  marked  decrease  in  the  number  arrested. 
In  connection  with  the  morals  of  the  city.  I will 
briefly  allude  to  the  closing  of  the  houses  of  ill  fame. 
In  my  address  of  last  year  I promised  to  close  all 
such  places,  and  I have  kept  my  word.  They  were 
not  closed  with  a flourish  of  trumpets,  and  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  draw  a crowd,  but  in  a very  quiet  way. 
In  place  of  sending  a barge  around  and  arresting  all 
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the  inmates  and  locking  them  up  in  the  police 
station,  as  was  done  in  one  city.  I adopted  what  to 
my  mind  was  a much  better  course.  I notified  the 
keepers  of  such  houses,  one  at  a time,  to  call  at  the 
city  marshal’s  office.  I met  them  at  that  place,  and 
after  saying  to  each  one  that  I did  not  wish  to  im- 
prison them  or  to  injure  them  in  any  way,  I reminded 
them  that  they  were  violating  the  law;  that  there  was 
a demand  on  the  part  of  the  citizens  that  their  places 
should  be  closed;  that  it  was  my  duty  to  enforce  the 
law,  and  that  I should  certainly  perform  my  duty  in 
that  respect.  I then  informed  them  that  they  might 
have  until  a certain  time  to  close  up.  Most  of  them, 
after  thanking  me  for  the  manner  in  which  they  had 
been  treated,  said  they  would  close  their  places,  and 
they  did  so.  In  two  instances  only  were  any  ob- 
jections made,  they  claiming  that  I had  no  right  to 
drive  them  out  of  town,  and  that  they  would  not  go; 
but  they  afterwards  changed  their  minds  and  left  the 
city.  There  has  been  a remark  made  lately,  in  a 
sneering  manner,  that  the  houses  which  were 
squelched  a year  ago  were  resuming  business,  and 
with  the  understanding  that  they  would  not  be 
molested  again.  That  story  is  absolutely  false,  and 
known  to  be  so  by  the  one  who  concocted  it.  At 
one  of  the  places,  although  the  house  has  been  shut 
up  the  furniture  has  remained,  the  former  keeper 
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having  given  out  word  that  she  will  return  when 
there  is  a new  mayor  here.  There  have  been  but 
two  actual  attempts  to  return.  One  of  them  had  been 
living  in  her  old  quarters  two  days  before  it  came  to 
my  knowledge.  I immediately  sent  for  the  owner 
of  the  house  and  informed  him  that  if, he  allowed 
them  to  remain  he  would  be  prosecuted  for  renting 
his  building  for  immoral  purposes.  I then  sent  for 
the  keeper,  and  informed  her  that  it  was  no  use  for 
her  to  think  of  remaining  there,  and  that  she  must 
close  her  place,  which  she  did,  going  out  of  the  city. 
The  other  case  was  that  of  the  keeper  of  the  Eagle 
house,  who  returned  from  the  Beach  and  resumed 
business.  She  was  notified  to  appear  at  the  mar- 
shal’s office,  and  both  the  nlarshal  and  myself  tried 
to  reason  with  her,  but  it  did  no  good.  She  was 
again  notified  to  appear,  and  I then  told  her  that  it 
would  be  the  last  time  she  would  be  sent  for,  and 
that  if  her  place  was  not  cleared  out  we  should  clear 
it  out  for  her,  and  she  would  be  summoned  in  court 
to  answer  to  the  charge  of  keeping  a disorderly 
house.  The  inmates  were  then  sent  away,  and  the 
place  was  once  more  quiet.  Soon  after  she  was  sent 
to  jail  on  a charge  of  keeping  a liquor  nuisance  at  the 
Beach,  and  the  house  is  now  closed.  I am  informed 
by  the  police  and  by  others  who  claim  to  know — and 
I have  every  reason  to  believe  it  to  be  true — that 
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there  are  at  the  present  time  no  such  houses  existing 
in  the  city;  and  it  is  the  first  time,  certainly,  within 
the  memory  of  any  person  of  middle  age  that  such 
has  been  the  case,  and  while  I hold  my  present  posi- 
tion I shall  try  to  keep  it  so. 

LICENSE  AND  THE  LIQUOR  QUESTION. 

That  intemperance,  with  the  misery  which  invari- 
ably accompanies  it,  is  a great  evil  no  one  can  deny; 
that  a large  amount  of  the  crime  as  well  as  the  pov- 
erty in  our  land  can  be  traced  directly  to  the  abuse 
of  intoxicating  liquor  we  must  also  admit.  But  when 
we  come  to  the  question  as  to  how  we  can  best  rem- 
edy the  evil  there  is  a wide  diversity  of  opinion,  and 
when  we  consider  that  for  six  thousand  years  intem- 
perance has  prevailed,  to  a greater  or  less  extent, 
among  all  peoples  and  in  every  tribe  of  men,  it  is  no 
wonder  that  we  are  uncertain  as  to  the  best  means  to 
be  used  for  checking  its  ravages.  While  some  argue 
that  we  should  prohibit  the  sale  of  liquor,  others  be- 
lieve prohibition  to  be  impracticable,  and  advocate 
high  license  under  certain  restrictions;  and  there  are 
honest  men  on  both  sides  of  the  question. 

If  I thought  voting  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  liquor 
would  prevent  even  any  drunkenness  in  this  city  I 
should  certainly  vote  that  way;  and  so,  I believe, 
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would  nearly  all  of  our  citizens,  including  the  liquor 
sellers  themselves.  While  prohibition  may  be  suc- 
cessful to  a certain  extent  in  most  towns,  and  in  some 
cities  where  public  opinion  is  in  its  favor,  I do  not 
think  it  would  be  a success  in  this  city,  where  public 
opinion  is  certainly  against  it,  for  no  law  can  be  en- 
forced where  public  opinion  is  not  in  favor  of  its  en- 
forcement. Out  of  the  one  thousand  votes  that  were 
cast  against  license  at  the  last  election,  I think  it  may 
safely  be  said  that  one-half  of  them  were  cast  by 
those  who  believe  in  license,  many  of  them  voting 
no  on  account  of  the  injustice  of  that  clause  in  the 
law  which  limits  the  number  of  licenses  to  be  granted, 
thereby  creating  a monopoly  in  the  business.  That 
clause,  in  my  opinion,  is  the  only  bad  feature  in  our 
present  license  law, — bad  both  on  account  of  its  in- 
justice and  of  its  evil  effect  in  our  elections.  Strike 
out  the  limit  clause  in  the  license  law  and  you  re- 
move the  liquor  question  from  politics,  which  is 
something  greatly  to  be  desired;  and  when  every  one 
who  is  able  to  pay  for  a license  and  is  fit  to  be  trusted 
with  it  can  obtain  one  the  liquor  sellers  will  have  no 
particular  interest  as  to  who  may  be  elected  to  the 
board  of  aldermen;  but  as  long  as  the  limit  clause  re- 
mains in  the  license  law,  those  who  desire  to  sell 
liquor  will  do  all  they  can  to  elect  those  aldermen 
whom  they  believe  will  be  in  favor  of  granting  them 
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a license.  Now  the  prohibitionist  argues  that  if  you 
stop  the  sale  of  liquor  you  stop  the  demand.  I can- 
not agree  with  him,  for  it  seems  to  me  it  is  beginning 
at  the  wrong  end.  If  it  were  possible  to  stop  the  sale 
— and  no  one  believes  that  it  is — even  then  the  de- 
mand would  still  exist;  and  just  as  long  as  there  is 
a demand  for  liquor  someone  will  be  found  to  sell  it. 
But  once  stop  the  demand  and  you  will  surely  stop 
the  sale.  And  I honestly  believe  that  if  the  same 
amount  of  labor  which,  in  my  opinion,  is  wasted 
every  year  in  trying  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  liquor, 
should  be  put  into  the  work  of  reforming  those  who 
are  under  its  influence,  more  real  good  would  be  ac- 
complished in  one  year  than  has  been  done  during 
the  last  twenty  years.  Take,  for  instance,  the  work 
being  done  in  the  Houston,  Keeley  and  other  institu- 
tions of  a like  nature.  They  are  beginning  at  the 
right  end,  trying  to  stop  the  demand.  But  do  not 
think  for  a moment  that  these  are  benevolent  institu- 
tions, for  they  are  not.  They  are  money-making  en- 
terprises, and  it  is  not  every  one  who  can  aftord  to 
take  the  treatment.  I was  informed,  when  invited  to 
invest  in  the  one  established  in  our  city,  and  have 
also  been  informed  by  a friend  who  is  connected 
with  one  in  Haverhill,  that  there  is  $60  clear  profit 
on  every  patient;  but  for  all  that  I am  glad  we  have 
one  in  the  city,  and  as  far  as  I have  been  able  to 
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judge  it  has  done  a grand  work.  Now  there  are  a 
large  number  of  men  who  would  be  only  too  glad  to 
take  the  treatment  but  are  unable  to  obtain  the  $100 
required  to  pay  for  it,  and  I believe  we  should  appeal 
to  the  legislature  to  enact  a law  providing  for  the 
treatment  in  our  county  institutions,  where,  I am  in- 
formed, it  could  be  carried  out  at  an  expense  not  ex- 
ceeding $25,  which  would  make  it  much  cheaper 
in  most  cases  to  reform  than  to  punish,  and  certainly 
more  desirable, 

In  my  opinion,  if  the  temperance  workers  would 
let  the  liquor  seller  alone,  and  give  the  same  amount 
of  time  and  labor  to  the  work  of  reclaiming  the 
liquor  drinkers,  they  would  accomplish  much  more 
than  they  do  for  the  cause  of  temperance.  Give  up 
the  legislative  method  and  adopt  the  educational 
method.  Educate  the  people  on  the  liquor  question 
and  you  will  create  a public  sentiment  against  it. 
Instead  of  legal  suasion  use  moral  suasion,  and  every 
time  you  induce  a person  to  give  up  the  use  of  in- 
toxicating liquor  you  stop  the  sale  of  just  so  much. 
Now  in  regard  to  the  enforcement,  or,  as  many  will 
claim,  the  non-enforcement,  of  the  license  law.  You 
have  been  told  lately^  that  while  only  thirteen  persons 
in  the  city  can  legally  sell  liquor,  sixty-five  United 
States  licenses  have  been  taken  out.  All  such  talk 
is  clear  nonsense.  No  one  but  the  United  States 
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revenue  officials  know  anything  about  how  many 
United  States  licenses  there  are  in  the  city,  and  they 
are  not  in  the  habit  of  giving,  nor  are  they  allowed 
to  give,  the  information  to  anyone.  There  is  no 
question  but  what  there  are  some — perhaps  fifteen, 
possibly  twenty — more  United  States  licenses  taken 
out  in  this  city  than  there  are  regular  licensed  liquor 
dealers,  and  I have  no  doubt  but  what  liquor  is  sold 
in  some  places  that  have  no  license  of  any  kind.  All 
persons  selling  without  a license  should  be  prosecuted 
to  the  full  extent  of  the  law.  Now  you  will  ask, 
and  very  properly,  why,  then,  have  you  not  prose- 
cuted them?  and  I am  going  to  tell  you  why  we  have 
not.  When  first  elected  to  the  mayor’s  office  I de- 
termined to  enforce  the  law  in  regard  to  illegal  liquor 
selling.  First,  because  I believed  it  to  be  my  duty 
as  mayor  of  the  city;  and  second,  because  I believed 
it  was  a duty  the  city  owed  to  those  who  had  com- 
plied with  the  law  and  paid  their  money  for  a license. 
Accordingly,  I instructed  the  marshal  to  take  out 
warrants,  and  to  raid  all  places  where  he  had  reason 
to  think  liquor  was  being  sold  unlawfully,  and  I be- 
lieve he  made  an  honest  attempt  to  enforce  the  law. 
But  I soon  found  that  something  was  wrong, — that 
someone  was  placing  obstacles  in  the  way  of  the  en- 
forcement of  the  law,  and  I determined  to  look  into 
the  matter  carefully,  and  if  possible  to  find  out  who 
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was  to  blame  for  it,  and  at  last  I think  I have  been 
able  to  place  the  blame  where  it  properly  belongs. 
If  the  fault  had  been  mine,  I would  acknowledge  it; 
if  it  rested  upon  the  board  of  aldermen,  I should 
offer  no  excuse  for  them;  if  the  city  marshal  or  the 
police  force  had  been  to  blame,  I would  not  attempt 
to  shield  them.  But  neither  the  mayor,  the  board  of 
aldermen,  the  city  marshal  or  the  police  force  have 
been  to  blame;  and  if  the  statements  the  marshal  has 
made  to  me  are  true,  and  1 believe  them  to  be  so, 
then  the  reason  why  the  license  law  has  not  been  en- 
forced in  this  city  is  on  account  of  the  unreasonable 
and,  in  my  opinion,  illegal  requirements  of  the  clerk 
of  the  police  court  before  he  will  issue  a warrant. 
The  marshal,  when  he  has  been  able  to  obtain  a war- 
rant, has  been  obliged  to  take  it  out  some  hours  be- 
fore he  was  ready  to  use  it,  and  consequently,  in  a 
number  of  cases,  the  parties  have  seemed  to  be  pre- 
pared for  the  coming  of  the  officers.  To  illustrate: 
on  one  Sunday  three  raids  were  made,  the  warrants 
having  been  taken  out  the  day  before.  But  three 
persons  in  the  city  were  supposed  to  know  anything 
about  the  matter — the  clerk  of  the  court,  the  city 
marshal  and  myself,  and  yet  I am  satisfied  in  my  own 
mind  that  some  of  the  parties,  at  least,  knew  that  the 
officers  were  coming.  In  one  case,  where  the  place 
had  been  watched  for  some  time,  on  the  Sunday  be- 
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fore  the  one  on  which  the  raid  was  made,  about  a 
hundred  of  the  regular  drinkers  had  been  seen  going 
in  and  coming  out  of  the  place.  On  the  next  Sunday, 
the  one  on  which  the  raid  was  made,  which  was  in 
the  evening,  it  was  as  quiet  all  day  around  the  place 
as  it  would  be  around  any  private  house,  which  was 
suspicious,  to  say  the  least.  It  is  unnecessary  for  me 
to  say  that  at  all  three  places  the  officers  were  un- 
successful, no  liquor  being  found.  The  marshal  also 
informs  me  that  he  experiences  great  difficulty  in  ob- 
taining warrants,  the  clerk  demanding  that  he  shall 
submit  the  evidence,  which  properly  belongs  to  the 
court,  to  him  before  he  will  issue  the  warrant.  Now 
if  some  person  unknown  to  the  clerk — for  any  two 
persons  have  the  right  to  swear  out  a warrant — 
should  ask  the  clerk  for  a warrant,  he  would  be  justi- 
fied in  requiring  some  evidence,  but  even  then  not 
enough  to  convict  in  court.  But  it  is  altogether 
different  in  the  case  of  a police  officer,  who  has  cer- 
tain responsibilities,  and  is  sworn  to  the  performance 
of  certain  duties,  and  when  the  city  marshal  applies 
for  a warrant,  the  clerk  knows  he  has  evidence 
enough  to  justify  him  in  asking  for  a warrant,  and  he 
must  know  that  it  is  his  duty  to  issue  the  warrant 
without  asking  any  questions.  The  responsibility 
then  rests  wholly  with  the  marshal,  and  it  is  none  of 
the  clerk’s  business  whether  the  officers  find  any 
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liquor  or  not;  and  the  clerk  knows  full  well  that  the 
marshal  would  not  apply  for  a warrant  unless  he  had 
evidence  that  liquor  was  being  sold  unlawfully, 
neither  has  the  clerk  any  idea  that  a half-dozen  offi- 
cers are  going  to  search  a place  three  or  four  hours 
for  mere  pleasure.  In  one  instance,  on  complaint  of 
several  persons,  we  planned  to  raid  two  places,  both 
of  them  being  stores.  The  clerk  of  the  court  had 
said  to  me  not  more  than  a week  before  that  he  be- 
lieved they  were  selling  liquor  at  one  of  the  places, 
and  the  marshal  says  that  when  he  asked  for  a war- 
rant the  clerk  admitted  to  him  that  he  had  no  doubt 
in  his  own  mind  but  what  they  were  selling  liquor 
there,  and  yet  he  refused  to  give  the  marshal  a war- 
rant, claiming  that  there  was  not  evidence  enough  to 
justify  searching  the  place.  Now  I believe  that  it  was 
his  duty  to  have  given  the  marshal  the  warrant,  and 
that  he  had  no  right  to  refuse  it,  for  the  law  says 
plainly  that  if  two  persons  of  full  age  and  competent 
to  testify  make  complaint  under  oath  that  they  have 
reason  to  believe,  and  do  believe,  that  intoxicating 
liquor  is  kept  upon  the  premises,  and  is  intended  for 
sale,  contrary  to  law,  and  upon  its  appearing  that 
there  is  probable  cause  to  believe  said  complaint  to 
be  true,  he  shall  issue  a warrant  of  search.  Now  the 
clerk  might  possibly  have  thought  that  the  marshal 
and  the  other  officer,  who  were  ready  to  make  the 
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complaint  under  oath,  were  not  of  full  age.  He 
might  possibly  have  thought  that  after  watching  the 
place  and  getting  considerable  evidence  they  were 
not  competent  to  testify.  But  he  did  not  think  so, 
for  he  knew  better.  He  might  possibly  have  thought 
that  there  was  not  probable  cause  to  believe  said 
complaint  to  be  true;  but  he  did  not  think  any  such 
thing,  for  he  admitted  he  believed  it  was  true,  and  he 
ought  to  know  there  is  always  cause  to  believe  the 
complaint  to  be  true  when  the  marshal  stands  ready 
to  make  oath  to  that  effect,  and  yet  he  refused  to 
issue  the  warrant. 

I have  also  had  the  same  complaint  from  the  dog 
officer.  At  a certain  time  every  year  the  mayor  of 
the  city  is  required,  in  the  name  of  the  common- 
wealth, to  issue  an  order  to  the  dog  officer,  instruct- 
ing him  to  obtain  warrants,  and  to  prosecute  in  the 
courts  all  owners  or  keepers  of  unlicensed  dogs. 
About  two  months  ago  I reminded  that  official  that 
there  must  be  a number  of  unlicensed  dogs  in  the 
city.  His  answer  was  that  he  was  aware  of  it;  and 
upon  my  asking  him  why  he  did  not  obtain  warrants 
and  prosecute  those  who  were  keeping  them,  he  in- 
formed me  that  the  clerk  of  the  court  would  not 
give  him  the  warrants.  Certainly  a very  peculiar 
stand  for  the  clerk  of  the  police  court  to  take,  one  of 
direct  opposition  to  the  enforcement  of  an  order  of

the  State.  Now  one  more  illustration  as  to  his 
methods  of  conducting  this  business.  The  marshal, 
much  to  his  surprise,  having  once  before  been  refused 
a warrant  for  the  same  place,  succeeded  in  obtaining 
one  to  search  the  premises  of  a certain  firm.  The 
search  was  successful,  the  officers  finding  a large 
quantity  of  liquor.  It  was  the  second  or  third  of- 
fence of  the  parties,  and  fearing  they  might  be 
obliged  to  serve  a term  of  imprisonment,  they  sent 
one  of  their  clerks  to  answer  to  the  charge.  The 
marshal  and  captain  informed  this  man  that  they  did 
not  know  anything  about  him,  that  his  name  was 
not  in  the  warrant,  that  they  had  seized  no  liquor 
from  him  and  had  no  charge  against  him,  and  he 
was  sent  away.  The  marshal  informed  me,  and  I 
believe  his  statement  to  be  true,  that  the  clerk  of  the 
court  insisted  that  this  man’s  name  should  be  sub- 
stituted in  the  complaint,  in  place  of  the  names  that 
were  in  the  warrant  and  after  the  liquor  had  been 
seized  from  them.  He  then  lost  his  temper  and 
abused  the  marshal  and  the  captain,  charging  them 
with  persecuting  these  men,  because  they  refused  to 
consent  to  such  gross  violation  of  law.  On  this  ac- 
count the  case  was  kept  out  of  court  several  days, 
until  finally  the  complaint  was  made  out  with  only 
one  name  of  the  firm,  whereas  both  names  were  in  the 
warrant;  the  clerk  of  the  court  absolutely  refusing 
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to  insert  the  names  of  both  members  of  the  firm, 
claiming  that  it  was  unprecedented  and  unheard  of, 
notwithstanding  the  fact  that  it  was  recorded  upon 
the  books,  and  should  have  been  known  to  the  clerk, 
that  the  members  of  this  same  firm  had  been  prose- 
cuted together  for  the  same  offence,  had  been  fined 
together,  and  together  paid  their  fines.  Now,  I 
maintain  that  when  the  clerk  of  the  court  insisted 
that  another  name  should  be  inserted  in  the  com- 
plaint in  place  of  the  names  that  were  in  the  warrant, 
it  was  a violation  of  the  duties  of  his  office;  and 
when  he  even  hinted  to  the  officers  that  they  should 
give  their  consent,  he  was  asking  them  to  violate 
their  oath  of  office,  which,  had  they  consented,  would 
have  justified  the  mayor  and  aldermen  in  discharging 
them  from  the  police  force. 

Believing  it  impossible  that  such  a state  of  affairs 
existed  in  any  other  place,  where  court  officials  could 
impede  the  enforcement  of  the  law  when  it  was  their 
duty  to  render  all  the  assistance  in  their  power,  I in- 
structed the  marshal  to  write  to  the  chiefs  of  police 
of  several  cities,  eight  of  whom  have  returned  answers, 
namely:  Haverhill,  Lawrence,  Lynn,  Chelsea,  New- 
ton, Waltham,  Fitchburg  and  Gloucester.  The  let- 
ters I have  in  my  possession,  and  in  every  case  the 
answer  has  been  that  they  have  no  trouble  whatever 
in  procuring  warrants,  all  that  is  required  being  a 
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statement  from  the  marshal  that  he  has  reason  to  be- 
lieve liquor  is  being  sold  unlawfully,  and  that  is  all 
the  law  contemplates. 

One  other  point.  The  clerk  of  the  court  is  also 
the  bail  commissioner,  and  is  allowed  to  collect  a 
certain  sum  for  bailing  persons  out  of  the  lockup  af- 
ter they  have  been  arrested.  Those  arrested  for 
drunkenness  are  often  bailed  out  after  they  have 
sobered  off.  In  going  to  the  police  station  one  night 
last  summer,  I was  surprised  to  see  a man  coming 
. out  of  the  station  so  drunk  that  he  could  not  stand, 
and  had  to  be  helped  across  the  Market  by  his  friends. 
Upon  learning  that  he  had  been  bailed  out,  I notified 
the  marshal  not  to  allow  another  man  to  be  bailed 
out  in  any  such  condition. 

I now  wish  to  say  to  the  citizens  of  Newburyport 
that  during  the  present  year  I shall  once  more  at- 
tempt to  enforce  the  law  in  regard  to  illegal  liquor 
sellers.  I shall  instruct  the  marshal  never  to  apply 
for  a search  warrant  until  he  is  ready  to  use  it;  there 
will  be  no  taking  out  of  warrants  this  year  twenty- 
four  hours  before  needed.  I shall  also  instruct  him 
when  applying  for  a warrant  to  simply  say  to  the  clerk 
that  he  has  reason  to  believe  liquor  is  being  sold 
there  unlawfully,  conforming  only  to  the  requirements 
of  the  law,  and  if  asked  to  state  the  evidence  which 
he  may  have,  to  decline  to  give  it;  and  if  the  clerk 
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refuses  to  issue  the  warrant,  I propose  to  know  the 
reason  why,  and,  if  necessary,  to  carry  the  whole 
matter  to  the  highest  authority  in  the  State.  And 
anticipating  any  possible  desire  on  the  part  of  the 
clerk  of  the  court  to  discuss  the  matter  in  the  papers, 
I will  say  in  advance  that  I shall  not  enter  into  any 
newspaper  controversy,  with  him  or  anyone  else,  in 
regard  to  the  matter.  If  he  feels  that  he  has  been 
wronged  in  any  way,  or  has  any  grievance  whatever, 
I am  perfectly  willing  to  carry  the  whole  matter  before 
His  Excellency,  the  governor,  who  has  the  appoint- 
ing, and  also  the  power  of  removing,  all  clerks  of 
courts;  and  if  he  wishes  to  discuss  the  matter  there  I 
will  gladly  accommodate  him,  and  will  gather  all  the 
evidence  I can  and  meet  him  there,  if  he  so  desires. 
In  the  meantime,  while  I have  no  desire  to  interfere 
with  any  of  the  clerk’s  rights  or  privileges,  I shall 
not  expect  him  to  interfere  in  any  way  with  the  du- 
ties of  the  police  force  while  I am  the  chief  of  police. 


WATER  QUESTION. 

Not  as  yet  having  seen  the  engineer’s  report,  and 
having  very  little  idea  as  to  what  its  contents  will  be, 
I shall  not  at  this  time  discuss  the  water  question  to 
any  extent,  but,  if  deemed  necessary,  will  consider  it 
later.  But  I want  to  warn  the  citizens  against  letting 
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all  such  talk  as  they  have  heard  and  read  in  the  pa- 
pers, about  their  going  water  mad  and  the  like,  ac- 
complish its  purpose,  which  is  to  draw  the  attention 
of  the  people  away  from  the  one  great  question:  the 
absolute  necessity  of  the  city’s  controlling  its  own 
water  supply;  which  it  must  do  for  the  protection 
of  its  rights,  its  property,  and  the  lives  of  its  citizens. 
The  water  company  have  proven  beyond  any  ques- 
tion that  they  are  not  to  be  trusted  or  believed,  and 
the  people  should  stand  firm  in  defence  of  their  rights, 
regardless  of  the  insolent  boasts  and  threats  of  this 
company.  If  their  ten-million-dollar  man  they  so 
exultingly  point  to  as  backing  them  has  more  power 
than  the  city  of  Newburyport  and  the  Legislature  of 
Massachusetts,  then  the  sooner  we  ascertain  the  fact 
the  better;  but  it  has  not  yet  been  proven,  and  it  will 
be  time  enough  after  it  has  been  for  any  who  may 
desire  to  bow  down  and  worship  him.  But  the  peo- 
ple of  Newburyport  are  not  made  of  any  such  material. 
They  belong  to  that  class  of  true  Americans  who 
bend  the  knee  only  to  their  God,  for  we  firmly  be- 
lieve that  in  spite  of  money  and  corruption,  right  and 
justice  will  surely  triumph  in  the  end.  Let  us  now 
turn  back  for  a brief  review  of  this  question.  In  my 
address  one  year  ago  I recommended  that  the  city 
should  go  to  the  Legislature  and  ask  for  a charter  to 
construct  a water  system  of  its  own.  The  recom- 
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mendation  was  unanimously  adopted  by  the  city 
council,  and  we  petitioned  for  a charter.  While  it 
was  admitted  by  all  that  such  a course  might  be  of 
some  benefit  to  the  city,  they  also  declared  that  it 
would  be  impossible  for  us  to  obtain  a charter,  as 
such  a thing  had  never  been  heard  of  before. 
Nevertheless,  we  accomplished  what  was  said  to 
be  impossible,  for  although  we  were  twice  defeated, 
first  in  the  committee  and  afterwards  in  the  Senate, 
at  last,  after  a hard  fight,  we  succeeded  in  obtaining 
all  we  asked  for.  But  it  required  a vast  amount  ot 
labor,  not  only  for  myself,  but  on  the  part  of  the 
counsel  for  the  city,  the  senators  and  the  members  of 
the  Legislature,  who  rendered  us  such  valuable  as- 
sistance; and  I would  especially  mention  Representa- 
tive Martin,  of  Medford,  who  is  entitled  to  the 
gratitude  of  the  city  for  his  earnest  work  in  our 
behalf. 

I assure  you  that  nothing  but  a desire  to  benefit 
my  native  city  would  ever  induce  me  to  again  bear 
the  strain  of  both  mind  and  body  that  I went  through 
last  winter,  as  I lay  awake  night  after  night  studying 
the  matter,  anxious  all  the  time  for  fear  I might  do 
something  wrong,  and  make  a mistake  which  would 
be  of  great  injury  to  the  city;  and  if  I had  not  re- 
ceived the  hearty  encouragement  and  support  of  the 
city  government  and  the  citizens  at  large  I could  not 
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have  gone  through  with  it.  I have  all  along  received 
a great  deal  of  advice  from  those  who,  while  pro- 
fessing hostility  to  the  water  company,  are  secretly 
working  in  its  interest,  but  so  far  I have  managed  to 
steer  clear  of  their  traps  and  pitfalls.  Whether  it  is 
really  the  intention  of  the  water  company  to  petition 
the  Legislature,  as  they  have  stated  they  should,  to 
have  our  charter  repealed — for  that  is  what  it  means — 
or  whether  it  is  a bluff  on  their  part  to  cover  some 
other  move,  I do  not  know.  They  certainly  have 
not  complied  with  the  law,  which  requires  so  many 
days’  notice  to  be  given.  Last  year,  in  the  case  of 
the  city  of  Gloucester,  they  having  failed  to  give 
notice,  the  Legislature  refused  to  suspend  the  rules  to 
admit  their  petition.  Even  if  the  water  company 
should  succeed  in  getting  their  petition  before  the 
Legislature,  I do  not  think  there  is  any  chance  of  its 
going  through.  Our  act,  as  it  was  finally  passed, 
went  through  both  the  Senate  and  House  unanimously, 
without  any  opposition,  which  was  accomplished  by 
a mutual  agreement  made  between  the  city  and 
water  company  by  their  counsel  and  agents,  in 
Governor  Long’s  office  in  Boston,  the  water  company 
agreeing  not  to  oppose  it  any  longer  if  the  city  would 
accept  as  an  amendment  the  clause  providing  that 
the  citizens  should  first  vote,  by  a majority  vote,  on 
purchasing  the  plant  of  the  water  company,  and  that 
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it  should  require  a two-thirds  vote  on  the  acceptance 
of  the  act  giving  the  city  authority  to  build  works  of 
its  own,  the  water  company  feeling  sure  that  with 
the  papers  on  their  side  they  could  influence  a 
majority  of  the  voters  to  vote  to  purchase  their 
property,  and  that  if  by  any  means  they  should  fail 
in  that,  they  did  not  consider  it  possible  that  we  could 
get  a two-thirds  vote  on  the  acceptance  of  the  act. 
I consented  to  their  conditions  without  any  hesitation, 
as  I had  the  utmost  confidence  in  the  people.  Both 
the  city  and  the  water  company  took  their  chances  in 
leaving  it  to  the  people.  The  water  company,  very 
much  to  their  surprise,  lost  while  the  city  came  out 
with  flying  colors;  and  with  these  facts  to  meet,  it 
seems  to  me  that  it  will  be  greatly  to  their  disadvan- 
tage in  asking  the  Legislature  to  undo  what  they  con- 
sented to  themselves.  If  they  should  make  any  such 
attempt,  it  will  go  to  prove  that  all  their  talk  about 
our  act  not  being  legal  has  been  simply  bluff  on  their 
part,  as  they  would  not  be  likely  to  go  to  any  such 
trouble  and  expense  to  repeal  an  act  that  they  did 
not  consider  legal.  If  it  was  illegal,  as  they  have 
claimed,  it  would  only  be  necessary  to  let  it  alone, 
but  if  they  should  try  to  have  our  charter  taken  away 
from  us,  we  shall  fight  harder  to  keep  it  than  we  did 
to  get  it.  Now  a few  words  in  regard  to  their  water 
supply  and  the  contrivance  they  have  built,  which 
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they  call  a filter,  costing  them,  I believe,  in  the 
vicinity  of  $20,000.  Less  than  one-half  their  water 
supply  is  pure  spring  water;  the  remainder  must  be 
either  river  or  surface  water,  in  either  case  unfit  to 
be  used  for  drinking  purposes.  The  spring  water, 
what  there  is  of  it,  is  as  good  as  can  be  found,  but 
even  that  is  not  good  spring  water  when  it  reaches 
us,  as  the  spring  water  is  allowed  to  flow  from  the 
wells  into  the  pond  and  mix  with  the  surface  water, 
after  which  it  is  pumped  from  the  pond  through  the 
pipes  and  delivered  to  the  citizens;  and  as  most  of 
the  stockholders  in  the  water  company  are  drinking 
either  cistern  or  well  water,  or  having  spring  water 
brought  to  their  houses,  which  goes  to  prove  that  they 
do  not  consider  the  water  furnished  by  the  water 
company  suitable  to  use  for  drinking  purposes,  I 
think  it  would  be  well  for  the  citizens  to  follow  their 
example,  for  if  they  are  afraid  to  take  their  own 
medicine  we  have  reason  to  feel  a little  shy  of  it. 
The  contrivance  they  have  named  a filter,  one  end  of 
which,  with  the  well  which  is  connected  with  it,  has 
been  built  upon  the  town  landing  is  no  more  fit  to  be 
called  a filter  than  an  old-fashioned  colander  would 
be.  I had  photographs  taken  of  the  whole  arrange- 
ment, inside  and  out,  before  any  sand  was  put  into  it 
or  any  dirt  filled  around  it,  not  giving  them  any  op- 
portunity to  cover  up  any  of  its  defects.  The  whole 
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arrangement  is  built  close  to  the  river  bank,  and 
there  is  nothing  to  prevent  the  river  water  at  times 
from  coming  in  at  the  bottom  faster  than  it  can  be 
pumped  in  at  the  top,  and  I am  confident  that  the 
State  Board  of  Health  will  never  give  their  consent 
to  the  use  of  such  an  apology  for  a filter.  The  en- 
gineer’s report  I expect  along  very  soon,  and  I have 
no  recommendations  to  make  in  regard  to  construct- 
ing new  works  until  I know  its  contents.  I have  not 
seen  the  report  or  any  part  of  it  as  yet,  but  it  will  be 
a thorough  one,  as  he  was  instructed  to  make  a 
thorough  and  scientific  test  of  the  whole  district 
back  of  the  city  for  a water  supply,  to  prepare  a plan 
and  make  an  estimate  of  the  cost,  as  well  as  to  look 
carefully  into  the  condition,  cost,  and  present  value 
of  the  plant  of  the  water  company,  and  I have  no 
doubt  the  report  will  be  of  great  value  to  the  city. 
It  has  been  long  in  coming  on  account  of  the 
thoroughness  of  the  engineer’s  work.  No  one  has 
been  worrying  about  its  delay  but  those  who  are 
working  in  the  interest  of  the  water  company,  and 
they  have  been  fretting  with  impatience  to  see  if 
there  might  not  be  some  points  in  it  which  could  be 
taken  advantage  of  by  the  water  company. 

CONCLUSION. 

And  now,  gentlemen,  in  conclusion,  let  me  remind 
you  that  the  success  of  the  present  city  government 
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depends  largely  upon  the  manner  in  which  each 
member  of  the  city  council  performs  his  duty.  It  is 
only  by  united  and  harmonious  action  that  we  can 
achieve  the  best  results.  The  man,  whether  he  be  a 
member  of  the  common  council  or  of  the  board  of 
aldermen,  or  one  altogether  outside  of  the  city  gov- 
ernment, who  would  in  any  way  try  to  create  a feel- 
ing of  antagonism  between  the  two  branches  of  the 
city  council  is  unworthy  of  your  confidence  or  re- 
spect. You  may  rest  assured  that  back  of  any  such 
attempt  will  be  found  some  scheme  which  is  not  in 
accordance  with  the  city’s  interest.  Let  me,  then, 
urge  upon  each  one  of  you  the  necessity  of  doing  all 
you  can  to  prevent  any  such  feeling,  that  we  may  all 
work  together,  doing  only  those  things  which  will  be 
for  the  best  interest  of  the  city,  so  that  at  the  close  of 
the  year  we  may  be  able  to  give  a good  account  of  our 
stewardship.  To  the  new  members  I extend  a hearty 
welcome,  and  only  ask  of  you  to  be  true  to  your  oath 
of  office,  which  requires  you  to  faithfully  serve  the 
city  to  the  best  of  your  ability.  More  than  four- 
fifths  of  the  present  city  council  were  members  of 
the  city  government  of  last  year  and  the  year  before, 
and  I wish  to  say  to  them  that  never  before  in  the 
history  of  this  city  has  there  been  such  an  unusual 
and  remarkable  endorsement  of  the  policy  of  a city 
government  as  that  which  on  the  twelfth  day  of 
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December  last  returned  to  seats  in  these  council 
chambers  eighteen  members  of  last  year’s  city  gov- 
ernment and  three  of  the  year  before,  which  was 
practically  the  same,  making  twenty-one  out  of  the 
twenty-live  members.  It  was  a complete  vindication 
on  the  part  of  the  people  of  the  ability  and  the  in- 
tegrity of  the  men  who  composed  the  city  govern- 
ment of  1893,  and  an  emphatic  disapproval  by  the 
citizens  of  the  low  methods  employed  by  rings, 
cliques  and  scheming  politicians  to  bring  discredit 
upon  public  servants,  who  were  too  honest  to  con- 
sent to  be  used  by  that  class  of  men. 

Once  more,  gentlemen,  I beseech  you,  be  true  to 
yourselves  and  to  your  trusts.  Do  not  be  what  are 
called  policy  men,  those  who  say  one  thing  to  one 
person  and  something  entirely  different  to  another. 
We  can  never  be  on  both  sides  of  a question;  then 
let  us  not  try  for  we  shall  surely  come  to  grief  if  we 
do.  Neither  should  we  enroll  ourselves  among  the 
class  of  weak-minded  men  who  are  always  saying 
yes  to  everybody.  Rather  let  us  be,  in  ever}^  sense 
of  the  word,  true  men — men  who  have  an  honest 
opinion,  and  who  dare  express  it  in  a plain,  out- 
spoken manner.  Let  us  ever  stand  firm  for  the 
right,  and  so  stand  because  it  is  right;  then,  no 
matter  what  evil-minded  men  say  of  us,  we  shall 
surely  be  victorious  in  the  end. 
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And  now,  as  we  are  just  entering  upon  a new 
year,  a fitting  time  to  form  good  resolutions,  let  us 
determine  that  during  the  year  to  come  we  will  be 
better  city  officials,  better  citizens,  better  men  in 
ever}'  way  than  we  have  ever  been  before;  and  fol- 
lowing the  teachings  of  the  golden  rule,  which  bids 
us  “do  unto  others  as  we  would  they  should  do  unto 
us,”  and  in  imitation  of  Him  who  when  reviled  re- 
viled not  again,  but  who  out  of  the  fullness  of  His 
heart  could  say,  “Father  forgive  them,  for  they  know 
not  what  they  do!”  let  us  today,  imbued  with  some- 
thing of  His  spirit,  ask  God,  the  Father  of  us  all, 
who  in  His  mercy  sends  His  rain  alike  upon  the  just 
and  upon  the  unjust,  to  bestow  His  richest  blessings 
upon  every  citizen  of  Newburyport.

Gentlemen:  In  conformity  with  the  require- 
ments of  the  ordinances  of  the  city,  I herewith  submit 
the  forty-fourth  annual  report  of  the  receipts  and  ex- 
penditures of  the  city  of  Newbutyport  for  the  finan- 
cial year  ending  Dec.  15,  1894,  (including  the  sum 
of  $7,109  expended  in  1893,  and  remaining  unpaid 
Dec.  16,  1893,)  together  with  a schedule  of  the  real 
and  personal  property  belonging  to  the  city,  and  a 
statement  of  the  city  debt  and  debts  due  the  city.

REPORT  OF  OVERSEERS  OF  POOR. 


REPORT. 


To  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  New  b u ryp  o rt : 

Gentlemen: — The  overseers  of  the  poor,  to 
whom  is  committed  a general  oversight  and  care  of 
the  poor  in  all  of  its  departments,  would  respectfully 
submit  their  sixteenth  annual  report: 

GENERAL  STATEMENT. 

The  total  cost  of  the  poor  department  for  the  year  ending 
Nov.  30,  1894,  has  been  $23,203.65.  This  includes  the  sum  of 
$2,645.31  paid  for  coal  and  wood,  and  $350  paid  to  the  city 
physician  for  his  services. 

The  income  received  during  the  past  year  from  various 
sources  was  $4,236.51,  showing  the  actual  amount  expended  by 
the  overseers  of  the  poor  for  the  year  1894  to  have  been 
$18,967.14,  which  is  $21.53  less  than  last  year.

An  average  of  43  persons  have  resided  in  the  almshouse  dur- 
ing the  year,  at  an  average  cost  of  $2.12  per  week. 
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INSANE. 

The  cost  to  the  city  for  the  care  of  its  insane,  and  of  children 
in  the  school  for  feeble  minded,  has  consumed  $6,511.04,  which 
is  $447.11  more  than  last  year,  the  largest  amount  ever  paid  in 
any  year  since  we  became  a city  and  is  continually  on  the  in- 
crease, as  will  be  seen  by  the  following  table  :

PRODUCT  OF  CITY  FARM. 

The  products  of  the  city  farm  during  the  past  year  were  40 
tons  hay,  120  bushels  corn,  20  bushels  onions,  800  cabbages,  300 
bushels  potatoes,  2 bushels  dry  beans,  15  bushels  turnips,  ^ ton 
squashes,  15  bushels  oats,  1 ton  straw,  75  bushels  beets,  15  bush- 
els carrots,  85  barrels  apples,  with  green  corn,  pears,  string 
beans,  and  tomatoes,  enough  to  supply  the  almshouse  with  all 
the  vegetables  they  needed.  1125  pounds  of  butter  have  been 
made,  2674  pounds  of  hogs  have  been  dressed,  and  164  pounds 
of  lard  have  been  rendered. 
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Exhibitions  of  potatoes,  and  vegetables  raised,  upon  the  farm 
have  been  placed  in  the  fairs  at  West  Newbury  and  Belleville, 
during  the  past  season,  which  have  taken  the  first  premiums. 

All  the  labor  upon  the  farm  has  been  performed  by  the  in- 
mates of  the  almshouse  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Lyman  W. 
Lord,  who  has  had  charge  of  the  farm  for  many  years. 

At  the  almshouse  at  the  close  of  the  year  there  were  3 horses, 
5 cows,  and  15  swine. 

1 mowing  machine,  1 horse  rake,  2 hay  tedder  and  a com- 
plete set  of  hoisting  gear  for  storing  of  hay,  2 express  wagons,  2 
dump  carts,  1 hay  wagon,  1 light  wagon,  2 travel's  pungs,  1 sin- 
gle pung,  1 Randall  harrow,  1 square  harrow,  2 plows,  1 culti- 
vator, 2 dump  cart  harnesses,  3 sets  double  harness,  3 single  har- 
nesses and  a good  supply  of  rakes,  forks,  shovels,  and  other 
tools,  and  appurtenances  usually  found  on  a well-managed  farm.

Gentlemen  : — The  board  of  overseers  of  the  poor  to  whom 
is  intrusted  the  distribution  of  the  income  accruing  from  these 
funds,  would  respectfully  report  that  the  income  from  the  Dexter 
fund  for  the  year  ending  Dec.  31,  1894,  amounting  to  $90.00,  has 
been  divided  among  the  three  overseers,  $30  to  each. 

The  income  from  the  Atwood  fund,  $202.50,  has  been  divided 
in  a similar  manner,  giving  $97.50  to  each  overseer,  and  has 
been  distributed  according  to  the  will  of  the  donors  in  the  fol- 
lowing manner :

REPORT. 


Newburyport,  January  i,  1895. 

To  His  Honor  the  Mayo r,  and  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen: — In  accordance  with  the  rules  and 
regulations  governing  the  fire  department,  I have  the 
honor  to  make  and  submit  for  your  consideration,  the 
following  report  of  its  condition,  manual  force,  and 
other  matters  of  interest: 

MANUAL  FORCE. 

The  manual  force  consists  of  a chief,  assistant  chief,  and  five 
district  chiefs,  three  steamer  and  hose  companies  of  fifteen  men 
each,  two  hose  companies  of  ten  men  each,  and  one  hook  and 
ladder  company  of  fifteen  men,  and  one  man  as  steward  of  hose 
4,  and  chief’s  driver,  making  a total  of  eighty-eight  members. 

APPARATUS. 

The  apparatus  of  the  department  is  in  an  excellent  condition, 
one  new  hose  wagon  having  been  built  and  put  in  service  during 
the  year  to  replace  the  worn  out  reel  attached  to  steamer  1. 
The  only  piece  of  apparatus  now  being  needed  by  this  depart- 
ment is  an  extension  ladder  (to  take  the  place  of  the  Bangor  ex- 
tension, which  having  been  in  service  about  fifteen  years  has  out- 
lived its  usefulness.)  The  matter  having  been  laid  over  from  the 
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last  year’s  government,  for  the  present  city  government  to 
decide,  I would  recommend  the  purchase  of  a suitable  ladder 
such  as  would  meet  the  requirements  of  the  department. 


HOSE. 

The  amount  of  hose  in  service  at  the  present  time  is  as 
follows :

making  a total  of  11,800  feet  of  serviceable  hose.  I have  besides 
in  the  supply  room  some  five  hundred  feet,  only  fit  for  highway 
or  sewer  departments.  A small  quantity,  five  hundred  feet,  was 
purchased  during  the  year,  replacing  what  had  been  destroyed 
by  use,  certainly  a wise  action  for  future  committees  to  follow. 


HOUSES. 

The  houses  of  the  department  are  in  the  same  condition  as  last 
year,  all  in  good  repair  and  well  up  in  modern  appliances,  with 
the  exception  of  hose  7,  to  which  I called  attention  in  my  last 
year’s  report,  and  I am  earnestly  in  hopes  that  the  present  city 
government  may  find  their  way  clear  to  provide  better  and  more 
comfortable  quarters  for  the  company,  and  in  a better  location 
than  they  now  occupy,  a location  where  they  can  better  cover 
their  district  and  where  they  can  enjoy  privileges  that  they  can- 
not have  in  their  present  house. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  water  supply  remains  the  same  as  last  year,  and  some 
action  should  be  at  once  taken  to  remedy  the  existing  evil,  that 
is*the  insufficiency  of  the  supply  for  fire  purposes.  We  have 
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had  sufficient  experiment  in  trying  to  get  through  four-inch  hy- 
drant connections  a sufficient  supply  for  the  three  steamers,  and 
twice  during  the  year  we  have  had  to  resort  to  the  Frog  pond 
supply,  which  is  the  “Old  Reliable,”  and  never  fails  to  respond 
when  called  upon.  Six-inch  post  hydrants  with  four  and  one- 
half  suction  outlets  and  six-inch  connections  should  be  pro- 
vided. 

FIRE  ALARM. 

The  fire  alarm  remains  the  same  as  last  year,  in  excellent  con- 
dition, and  under  the  efficient  charge  of  Superintendent  Welch 
we  may  look  for  no  disturbances  in  this  quarter,  other  than 
what  we  may  reasonably  expect,  from  the  high  winds  and 
wintry  storms  prevailing  at  this  season  of  the  year. 

HALE  FUND. 

The  Hale  fund  for  the  benefit  of  injured  firemen  amounts  to 
$5,742.81. 

Three  firemen  injured  at  the  Car  shop  fire  have  been  ma- 
terially aided  by  this  fund,  thus  showing  the  wise  forethought  of 
its  founder  and  the  liberality  of  those  who  have  since  contributed 
to  the  fund. 

SICK  BENEFIT  FUND. 

The  Sick  Benefit  fund  amounts  to  $562.38,  and  has  been  in- 
strumental in  several  ways  in  benefiting  its  members.  This 
fund  received  a donation  during  the  year  of  fifty  dollars  from 
Mrs.  W.  S.  Moseley  together  with  some  two  hundred  dollars 
from  its  annual  ball. 

RUNNING  TIME  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT. 

The  running  time  of  the  department  remains  the  same  as  last 
year.  Running  cards  have  been  printed,  and  can  be  obtained 
from  any  of  the  board.  The  rules  and  regulations  of  the  de- 
partment are  the  same  as  last  year  and  should  be  overhauled,  and 
changed  to  meet  the  present  conditions.

I would  like  to  call  the  attention  of  the  City  Council  to  the  ex- 
istence in  various  parts  of  our  city  of  numerous  dilapidated  barns 
and  houses,  which  by  their  presence  offer  an  excellent  tempta- 
tion to  an  incendiary,  thus  enlarging  the  expenses  of  this  depart- 
ment, (although  we  have  been  fortunate  this  year  in  not  having 
any  incendiary  fires),  the  conviction  a few  years  ago  having  no 
doubt  carried  with  it  its  warning.  Yet  such  buildings  should 
not  be  allowed  to  stand  as  a temptation,  and  I hope  that  legisla- 
tion will  be  attempted  the  present  year,  compelling  the  owners 
to  put  them  in  proper  repair  or  remove  them  from  the  places 
they  occupy. 

The  two  largest  fires  have  been  the  fire  of  Feb.  24th,  the  Pope 
and  Moseley  house,  and  Oct.  31st,  the  Car  shop,  Burley  & 
Usher,  etc.  All  losses  have  been  well  covered  by  insurance. 

The  Board  of  Engineers  have  removed,  or  caused  to  be  re- 
moved combustible  material  from  different  localities,  and  will 
continue  to  do  so,  on  complaint  of  parties  interested.

REPORT. 


To  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  New  bury  port . 

Gentlemen: — The  contest  between  the  city  and 
the  Newburyport  Water  Company  was  renewed  be- 
fore the  legislature  of  1894  upon  the  petition  of  the 
company  for  legislation  compelling  the  city  to  pur- 
chase the  plant  and  franchise  of  the  company  before 
proceeding  to  supply  water  to  itself  or  its  inhabitants. 
After  repeated  hearings  before  the  committee,  Chap- 
ter 474  of  the  Acts  of  1894  was  enacted. 

The  protracted  controversy  between  the  city  and 
Jonathan  W.  Douglass  has  been  finally  settled  by  the 
payment  of  $10000  to  Mr.  Douglass. 

The  claim  of  Carrie  A.  Stevens  for  personal  in- 
juries caused  by  falling  down  an  embankment  on 
Merrimac  street,  above  car  house,  was  adjusted  by 
payment  of  $200. 

Suit  of  Mary  Fenton,  of  Lynn,  Myss.,  for  dam- 
age to  "Tying  horses”  sustained  by  reason  of  alleged 
defect  in  Merrimac  street,  rear  part  of  Kent,  May  17, 
1893,  has  not  been  brought  to  trial  by  plaintiff'. 

Suit  of  John  Slattery  for  injuries  received  by  a 
fall  caused  by  an  alleged  defect  in  Lime  street  was 
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upon  trial  list  at  the  September  sitting  of  the  Supe- 
rior Court  and  when  reached  was  settled  by  payment 
of  $150  without  costs. 

Suit  of  Ellen  Hurley  for  personal  injuries  re- 
ceived by  falling  upon  Market  street,  near  Pleasant, 
was  tried  before  a jury  at  the  September  term  of  Su- 
perior Court  and  verdict  rendered  in  favor  of  the 
city. 

Claim  of  Elizabeth  J.  Waters  for  injuries  sus- 
tained bv  falling  through  coal  hole  upon  sidewalk  of 
High  street  in  front  of  Dr.  Homer’s  drug  store,  settled 
by  payment  of  $20. 

Claim  of  James  Leonard  for  damages  caused  by 
widening  of  Prospect  street  was  settled  in  Supreme 
Court  by  payment  of  $1100  without  costs. 

Suit  of  Jeremiah  Sweeney  for  trespass  for  enter- 
ing his  premises  and  driving  a well  which  continued 
to  flow  to  the  damage  of  his  land,  was  tried  in  the 
police  court  of  Ne wburyport  and  judgment  rendered 
for  plaintiff  for  $25  and  costs. 

Other  claims  against  the  city  have  been  referred 
to  this  department  by  the  committee  on  claims  upon 
which  it  is  deemed  wise  to  take  no  action  at  present.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTORS. 


To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  anl  City  Council  of 
Ne  w b u ryp  o rt . 

The  thirty-ninth  annual  report  of  the  librarian 
furnishes  the  statistics  as  to  the  condition  of  the 
librar}^  and  the  number  of  books  used  during  the 
year,  with  some  reference  to  the  classes  of  books 
most  in  demand.  The  interest  in  the  various  books 
descriptive  of  foreign  countries  continues  to  be  con- 
siderable, and  it  has  been  a recognized  duty  on  our  part 
to  furnish  such  new  ones  as  from  time  to  time  are  pub- 
lished relating  to  those  parts  of  the  world  to  which 
special  interest  attaches  at  this  time.  It  is  believed  that 
no  class  of  hooks  so  fills  the  idea  of  a public  library  as 
reliable  books  of  travel,  and  at  this  time  so  much 
attention  is  drawn  to  the  contest  going  on  in  eastern 
Asia  that  the  book  committee  and  librarian  have  re- 
cently suggested  the  purchase  of  works  upon  Japan, 
China  and  Corea  as  they  appeared,  and  several  such 
publications  have  been  added  to  make  the  collection 
as  to  these  countries  more  complete  than  it  was.  In 
these  respects  the  librarian  has  shown  his  usual  vigi- 
lance. Some  effort  has  been  made  to  secure  better 
editions  of  classical  and  standard  books,  in  order  that 
the  perusal  of  works  that  have  established  reputa- 
tions may  not  be  discouraged  by  the  necessity  of 
reading  them,  if  at  all,  in  poor  print.  There  has  been 
an  effort  to  liberate  many  books  which  formerly  were 
not  allowed  to  go  out  of  the  room,  and  the  librarian 
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has  adopted  the  practice  of  placing  upon  the  reading 
desks  in  the  Simpson  annex  large  illustrated  books 
which  formerly  slumbered  upon  the  shelves,  the  pub- 
lic being  hardly  aware  that  such  books  were  in  the 
library.  In  a public  library  it  is  necessary  not  only 
to  have  books,  but  to  make  them  available  to  the 
people. 

There  are  many  ways  in  which  the  use  of  the 
library  as  a means  of  instruction  and  amusement  can 
be  increased.  The  librarian  and  his  assistants  have 
shown  themselves  faithful  and  alert  in  these  respects. 
There  should  be  as |little  dead  literature  as  possible. 
Many  books  marked  "not  to  go  out  of  the  library” 
have  been  put  into  circulation.  The  list  is  perhaps 
capable  of  being  enlarged,  and  might  now  embrace 
the  older  editions  of  the  encyclopedias.  To  retain 
the  former  editions  of  the  American  and  English  en- 
cyclopedias in  the  room  is  an  unnecessary  precaution 
which  confines  these  to  a use  for  reference  only. 
The  discretion  of  the  librarian  has  been  so  enlarged 
by  votes  of  the  directors  and  acted  upon  that  now 
scarcely  any  book  is  forbidden  general  circulation. 

The  reading  room  still  continues  to  be  a means 
of  information  and  pastime  to  very  many.  The 
munificence  of  Mr.  William  C.  Todd  has  given  us 
this  popular  resort.  It  is  administered  in  an  entirely 
unpartisan  and  unsectarian  spirit,  and  periodicals  and 
magazines  representing  every  phase  of  political  and 
religious  belief  are  admitted.  The  superintendent  of 
the  reading  room  is  solicitous  that  ev  ery  person  shall 
find  what  is  sought. 
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There  is  increasing  need  of  a re-arrangement  of 
the  books  in  the  library,  and  of  their  classification  by 
alcoves.  There  is  also  much  need  of  another  cata- 
logue, or  at  least  a catalogue  supplementary  to  the 
one  already  published  sixteen  years  ago.  The  addi- 
tions since  1879  have  been  very  important,  and  the 
books  have  now  to  be  sought  in  bulletins,  which  have 
become  so  numerous  as  to  be  but  little  aid.  The 
directors,  for  lack  of  funds,  have  not  been  able  to 
authorize  a general  catalogue,  and  have  even  discon- 
tinued for  five  years  the  publication  of  an  annual  list. 
For  these  five  years  at  least  a published  list  should 
be  made.  At  least  12  per  cent,  of  the  funds  available 
for  books  should  be  used  in  furnishing  catalogues. 
Future  boards  will  determine  whether  the  catalogues 
should  be  printed  or  should  be  card  catalogues  only. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  library  will  appear 
from  the  reports  of  the  custodians  of  the  several 
library  funds,  which  reports  are  submitted  herewith.

REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN. 


To  the  Book  Committee : 

Gentlemen  : — In  accordance  with  the  rules  and  regulations 
I herewith  hand  you  my  annual  report  on  the  condition  of  the 
public  library,  with  various  appendices  showing  some  features 
more  in  detail. 

At  the  close  of  the  last  year  the  library  contained  29,547 
volumes.  There' have  been  added  during  the  present  year  717 
volumes.  Fifty- two  have  been  withdrawn  as  worn  out,  of 
which  25  were  replaced  by  new  purchases.  The  number  lost, 
missing,  or  otherwise  unaccounted  for  is  28.  The  total  number 
of  volumes  now  on  the  shelves  is  30,194. 

The  number  of  books  withdrawn  for  home  use  during  the 
year  was  38,565,  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  library  and  an 
increase  of  2352  volumes  over  the  previous  year,  which,  up  to 
that  time  had  never  been  exceeded.  The  most  marked  increase 
was  noticed  during  the  four  winter  months,  the  time  of  business 
and  trade  depression,  when  the  circulation  rose  to  an  increase  of 
18  per  cent,  over  that  of  a corresponding  period  of  the  year 
preceding.  With  April  it  began  to  drop  again  to  the  normal, 
but  still  keeping  somewhat  above  it. 

During  the  past  year  606  new  borrowers  have  registered,  the 
names  of  87  have  been  cancelled,  leaving  the  number  of  regular 
card  holders  4606  against  4087  a year  ago.  In  addition  to  this, 
29  teachers  in  the  public  schools  hold  145  special  teachers’  cards, 
besides  75  cards  issued  to  pupils  of  the  High  school,  making  a 
total  of  4826  accounts.

The  library  has  been  open  282  days  for  the  withdrawal  of 
books,  the  reading  room  every  day,  Sundays  excepted.  The 
average  daily  circulation  has  been  a fraction  less  than  137, 
against  128  and  1 1 5 for  the  two  preceding  years.  The  largest 
number  withdrawn  on  any  one  day  was  364  on  April  14. 

There  have  been  sent  to  the  bindery  for  binding,  re-binding, 
or  repairs,  564  books,  besides  which  several  hundred  have  been 
repaired  at  the  library. 

At  the  annual  examination  those  in  charge  of  the  work  found 
an  unusual  number  of  volumes  missing.  So  marked  was  this  in 
certain  lines  of  books  as  to  give  rise  to  a suspicion  that  volumes 
were  being  abstracted  by  some  one,  as  might  easily  be  done 
under  the  system  in  vogue  by  allowing  individuals  to  look  over 
a number  of  books  for  selection,  especially  during  the  rush  and 
confusion  of  a Saturday  night.  Since  the  report  was  made  in 
September  a large  number  of  these  books  have  turned  up  again 
as  mysteriously  as  they  disappeared,  and  others  after  much  effort 
and  correspondence,  sometimes  with  the  moral  aid  of  the  police 
department,  have  been  recovered.  The  number  now  missing  or 
unaccounted  for  is  28,  and  their  estimated  value  is  $19.  In  this 
connection  it  may  be  well  to  state  that  in  the  librarian’s  opinion 
the  service  rendered  to  the  public  by  giving  it  access  to  numbers 
of  books,  would  many  times  offset  the  occasional  loss  caused  by 
the  abstraction  of  a book,  if  such  really  takes  place. 

The  want  of  a new  catalogue  continues  to  be  severely  felt, 
and  the  difficulty  will  increase  year  by  year.  Yet  in  spite  of 
that  fact  the  librarian  cannot  consistently  recommend  the  pre- 
paration of  a new  one  unless  the  library  is  first  reclassified  by  a 
closer  and  more  scientific  method  than  that  in  use  at  present. 

A system  devised  for  and  accommodated  to  some  10,000  books 
becomes  inadequate  when  the  number  has  increased  to  over 
30,000  and  is  growing  at  the  rate  of  nearly  1000  a year,  espe- 
cially when  that  system  is  one  which  nearly  all  modern  libraries 
have  seen  fit  to  discard  for  newer  and  more  practical  methods. 

During  the  past  summer  the  more  valuable  of  the  library’s 
collection  of  pamphlets,  which  had  long  been  packed  away  and 
were  unserviceable  to  the  public,  has  been  made  of  service  by  ar- 
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ranging,  classifying  and  cataloguing  the  same.  The  work  was 
done  in  a most  creditable  manner  by  Mr.  E.  S.  Spalding.  We 
have  now  hundreds  of  pamphlets  which  can  be  immediately  re- 
ferred to,  many  of  them  of  rare  local  interest  and  which  would 
be  difficult  to  obtain  elsewhere.  This  collection  is  appreciated 
and  is  frequently  consulted  by  students  of  local  history. 

While  on  the  subject  of  cataloguing  I would  recommend  that 
the  librarian,  under  the  direction  of  the  proper  committee,  be 
instructed  to  prepare  for  printing  a supplement  to  the  catalogue 
embracing  the  books  which  have  been  published  in  the  occasional 
bulletins  issued  within  the  past  five  years.

Gentlemen: — The  building  fund,  originally  $5000,  the  sum 
which  was  left  over  after  the  present  library  building  was  bought 
and  equipped  through  private  donations,  by  the  accretions  of  in- 
terest over  and  above  the  amounts  expended  for  necessary  repairs 
now  amounts  to  over  $6000.  From  time  to  time  such  repairs 
and  improvements  on  the  building  as  were  deemed  necessary 
have  been  made,  and  in  this  way  several  thousand  dollars  have 
been  expended.  The  principal  has  never  been  impaired,  but  on 
the  other  hand  has  increased  as  shown  above.  During  the  past 
year  the  sum  of  $136.50  has  been -expended  by  the  trustees.

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APPENDIX  C.— PEABODY  FUND. 

In  compliance  with  the  directions  of  Mr.  Peabody,  in  present- 
ing the  28th  annual  report  of  their  doings  as  trustees  of  the 
Peabody  fund,  the  board  would  report:  That  the  original  sum 
of  $15,000  donated  by  the  late  George  Peabody  under  date  of 
Feb.  23,  1867,  continues  as  originally  invested  on  deposit  in  The 
Institution  for  Savings. 

The  treasurer’s  report  of  receipts  and  expenditures  from  the 
income  thereof  is  herewith  annexed. 

When  this  fund  became  available  for  the  increase  of  the 
library  the  books  on  the  shelves  numbered  12,267  volumes. 
Today  the  number  is  30,194. 

Of  .this  increase  of  17,927  in  the  past  28  years,  7,608  have 
been  added  from  the  earnings  of  the  Peabody  fund. 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  in  keeping  with  Mr. 
Peabody’s  directions  the  aim  has  been  to  purchase  books  which 
give  promise  of  having  a permanent  value,  in  distinction  from 
the  more  popular  or  ephemeral  class  of  literature. 

Such  books  in  the  main  are  more  costly. 

Thus  for  the  7,608  alluded  to  above  nearly  $17,000  have  been 
expended,  while  several  thousand  dollars  during  this  period  have 
been  devoted  to  miscellaneous  uses,  notably  to  a partial  support 
of  the  reading  room  for  a number  of  years.  The  10,335  v°l' 
umes  purchased  from  the  general  funds,  as  well  as  the  purchase 
of  all  the  periodicals  and  magazines  used  in  the  reading  room  for 
24  years  have  hardly  exceeded  this  amount. 

It  would  be  impossible  to  more  than  briefly  allude  to  some  of 
the  more  notable  works  which  have  been  added  by  the  Peabody 
fund  during  the  past  year.  Among  these  may  be  mentioned  a 
sumptuous  work  entitled  “Army  and  Navy  of  the  United 
States,”  containing  not  only  a military  history  of  the  country  but 
beautiful  illustrations  in  colors,  among  other  things  giving  accu- 
rate reproductions  of  the  uniforms  worn  in  various  branches  of 
the  service  from  the  war  of  the  Revolution  down  to  the  present 
time;  Meyer’s  “Handbook  of  Ornament;”  the  volumes  as 
issued  of  “Dictionary  of  National  Biography”  (English)  ; the 
libraries  known  as  the  “International  Educational  Series,”  also 
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“The  Story  of  the  Nations,”  Drake’s  “Indian  Tribes  of  the 
United  States;”  several  of  the  more  notable  works  shedding  new 
light  on  Napoleon  and  his  era;  Dolmetsch’s  “Ornamental 
Treasure  ;”  “National  Portrait  Gallery  of  Distinguished  Amer- 
icans ;”  How’s  “Her  Majesty’s  Navy;”  Howell’s  “Institution 
of  General  History,”  London,  1680;  besides  many  timely  works 
bearing  upon  topics  which  have  taken  up  a greater  or  less  por- 
tion of  the  world’s  attention  during  the  past  twelve  months.

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REPORT. 


To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  Gentlemen  compos- 
ing the  Highway  Com?nittee  for  the  year  that 
has  passed: 

Dear  Sirs: — Please  accept  my  sincere  thanks 
for  the  many  courteous  acts  and  pleasant  connec- 
tions while  we  have  mutually  worked  together  for 
the  city’s  interests.  I herewith  submit  to  you  a re- 
port of  what  has  been  done  in  this  department 
through  the  year.  As  there  is  much  comment,  and 
as  I am  your  representative,  I can  with  justice  say 
that  for  the  expenditure  they  have  only  to  see  all 
that  has  been  done  to  justify  the  expense. 

As  the  last  two  years  have  passed  away  with  their 
business  depressions  we  may  look  to  a more  favora- 
ble winter  that  is  to  come. 

And  as  that  has  caused  a large  outlay  during  the 
winter  months  in  keeping  the  unemployed  at  work, 
helping  them  to  gain  a subsistence  without  applying 
to  the  Poor  department  you  have,  at  least,  been  able 
to  justify  yourself  by  your  acts. 

As  each  year  passes  there  are  more  calls — the 
sanding  of  sidewalks  is  quite  a bill.  Then  the  re- 
moving of  ice  from  the  sidewalks  thereby  to  keep 
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the  city  as  far  as  possible  from  liability  to  accidents. 

The  indifference  of  the  general  public  to  do  what 
they  might  to  save  expense,  thus  the  large  amount  of 
paper  and  like  materials  thrown  upon  the  public 
streets  all  cost  in  their  removal. 

The  opening  of  streets  for  water,  gas,  sewerage, — 
and  the  setting  of  poles  all  through  the  city,  although 
they  are  expected  to  do  what  is  required,  and  in  fact 
are  made  to — all  help  to  keep  the  ball  rolling. 

Then  the  grand  controversy  is  the  removal  of 
snow  from  Electric  railroad.  The  city  has  allowed 
them  to  place  their  tracks  through  the  most  travelled 
streets  of  the  city,  and  as  the  citizens  claim,  they  are 
a great  convenience;  and  to  facilitate  them  in  their 
operating  they  are  forced  to  plough  the  tracks  out. 
They  remove  the  snow  from  the  one  side,  while  the 
city  does  the  opposite  side. 

The  question  puzzles  not  only  people  here,  but  in 
many  places  where  roads  have  been  located  as  to 
what  is  the  city’s  duties  and  what  the  company’s. 

In  the  introduction  of  roads  they  are  given  lib- 
erties and  which  after  a few  years  of  operating  you 
would  like  to  revoke,  find  yourself  utterly  unable  to 
do  what  you  would  like. 

Trusting  that  in  the  years  to  come  you  may  look 
with  some  degree  of  pride  at  your  actions  and  duties 
for  the  year  1894.

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HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT. 

In  the  appropriation  for  highways  the  general  public  are  not 
aware  of  some  expenses  that  in  the  aggregate  amount  to  quite  a 
sum.  The  city  teams  come  in  the  close  vicinity  to  the  sum  of 
$6,000  and  with  the  purchase  of  new  horses  this  year,  adds  to 
the  amount. 

The  building  of  railways  again,  embankments  for  lumber  and 
posts  in  all  sections  of  the  city,  the  minor  repairs  to  all  tools, 
the  purchase  of  new,  the  repairs  to  road  roller,  together  with 
its  running  expenses,  conjointly  come  out  of  this  fund. 

In  the  different  parts  of  the  city  there  are  many  places,  when, 
in  the  building  of  brick  or  concrete  sidewalk,  necessitates  the 
alteration  to  steps  or  fences,  and  the  expense  is  taken  from  the 
general  highway  fund. 


REGULAR  HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT. 

There  is  much  in  this  department  done  upon  the  outlaying 
districts. 

The  road  machine  does  its  work  satisfactorily  and  is  a great 
help  in  forming  the  road  bed  and  in  soils  where  not  too  hard  is  a 
good  factor. 

The  pumping  station  road,  owing  to  the  heavy  rains  last 
summer,  had  to  be  wholly  covered  from  the  main  road  to  the 
station. 

Noble  street  was  trimmed  of  its  woody  growth,  and  with  the 
help  of  the  road  machine,  was  put  in  fair  shape  at  a nominal 
cost. 

Turkey  Hill  road  had  hauled  upon  it  the  past  year  780  loads 
of  material,  not  as  good  gravel  as  we  could  wish,  but  the  best 
that  could  be  found  in  the  vicinity,  together  with  what  cinders 
we  procured  from  Whitefield  Mills,  has  done  much  to  make  it 
better,  still  there  is  much  more  that  ought  to  be  done  on  this 
particular  road. 

Jefferson  street  had  a large  number  of  loads  and  an  outlay  for 
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200  tons  of  stone ; also  Merrimac  street  from  Ashland  to  the  car 
stables  was  covered  just  before  the  winter  set  in. 

Low  street  received  over  500  loads  and  was  continued  from 
John  Nichols’  to  George  McClaren’s  and  should  be  continued 
the  present  year  to  Johnson  street. 

This  year  there  were  laid  over  5,000  yards  cobble  gutters. 
Paid  $250  for  paving  stone  over  and  above  what  the  city  had  in 
reserve. 

Ten  new  crossings  were  laid  and  18  were  raised  and  relaid 
with  the  paving. 

For  sand  and  labor  in  connection  with  its  distribution  about 
the  city  on  icy  sidewalks,  cost  $665.50.

AMOUNT  OF  STONE  USED  THIS  YEAR. 

Mr.  Cashman  had  an  undelivered  balance  from  his  former 
contract  of  306  tons  at  $1.24^  per  net  ton.  Cash  paid,  $377.61. 

Thomas  O’Neil  had  also  a balance  from  his  former  agreement 
He  delivered  2,083  gross  tons  at  $1.32^,  $2,761.79;  weigh  bills 
$46.11  ; a total  of  $2,807.90. 
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There  has  been  used  a large  amount  of  refuse  stone  this  year, 
more  than  any  previous  year,  which  lessens  the  expense 
materially  on  what  has  been  done  this  year. 

There  is  no  longer  any  doubt  to  the  general  public,  but  as  a 
matter  of  economy  the  stone  roads  are  the  cheapest. 

There  is  complaint  at  times  of  the  accumulated  dust  which 
could  be  overcome  by  a general  sprinkling,  but  not  too  liberal  as 
to  my  mind  there  is  a limit. 

Much  comment  occurred  through  the  year,  as  the  road  roller 
was  not  used.  There  were  reasons,  one  of  which,  the  main 
one,  there  was  a scarcity  of  water,  for  which  we  are  largely  de- 
pendent for  in  the  construction  of  Macadam  roads.  The  road 
roller  was  used  on  High  street,  also  on  Summit  place,  also  on 
Market  street,  and  as  the  spring  opens  they  all  are  in  good  con- 
dition. To  the  observer  the  roads  where  the  stone  is  put  upon 
the  surface,  are  soon  made  solid  by  the  action  of  teams. 

And  I would  add  that  wherever  practical,  to  my  mind,  the 
surface  dressing  of  crushed  stone  is  cheaper  than  gravel  and  will 
stand  the  test  when  the  frost  comes  out  in  the  opening  spring. 


SIDEWALK  DEPARTMENT. 

The  last  few  years  have  been  marked  with  a great  improve- 
ment. From  Marlborough  to  Jefferson  street  on  High,  one  con- 
tinued walk  of  brick  and  concrete ; from  Marlborough  on 
Purchase  to  the  depot,  the  same,  and  from  Market  square  to 
Ashland  street,  as  above,  continuous  walk  of  concrete ; a great 
accommodation  to  the  people  at  large  and  the  outlay  in  the  end 
will  no  doubt  be  a matter  of  economy.  The  applying  of  gravel 
as  formerly  used  upon  sidewalks,  is  more  expensive  than  is 
generally  supposed  and  of  a poorer  quality  and  only  a few  years 
will  pass  away  before  the  city  will  have  to  haul  long  distances 
for  all  uses  of  whatever  kind  they  may  require. 
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CONCRETE  WALKS  LAID. 

During  the  year  that  has  passed  there  has  been  laid  in  different 
parts  of  the  city  6,512  yards  at  a cost  to  the  city  of  25  cents  per 
square  yard,  a total  of  $1,628. 

The  contractor  guaranteeing  to  keep  the  same  in  repair  for  the 
succeeding  eight  years,  notwithstanding  the  amount  of  concrete 
laid,  a great  number  prefer  the  brick  walk  with  its  additional  ex- 
penditures and  it  is  a positive  fact  that  the  repairing  of  brick  can 
be  done  quite  satisfactorily  and  its  durability  is  beyond  question- 
ing. 

This  year  there  were  laid  of  new  walks,  4,015  square  yards 
at  a cost  of  45  cents,  a total  of  $1,806.75. 

There  has  been  expended  in  repairs  where  the  city  pays  the 
whole  amount  the  past  year,  $815.95. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  by  the  above  figures  the  amount  done 
in  new  walks  and  also  in  repairing  of  the  old. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  CULVERTS. 

For  this  department  the  surveyor  has  charge  of  all  city  cul- 
verts, the  keeping  in  repair  and  cleaning  of  the  same. 

They  are  all  in  good  repair  except  in  a few  cases  where  minor 
repairs  will  be  needed.  Quite  a number  have  private  drains 
attached  to  them  and  as  the  material  is  of  that  matter  to  obstruct 
running  water  they  are  sources  of  annoyance  in  the  cleaning. 

During  the  year  a much  needed  extension  was  made  at  the 
Kent  street  culvert,  also  a connection  from  the  Merrill  street 
culvert. 

Also  by  the  sale  of  the  city  land  at  foot  of  Olive  street,  they 
were  also  extended  and  a connection  was  made  to  draw  the 
water  from  Merrimac  street  at  that  locality. 

The  culvert  at  foot  of  Bromfield  street  was  also  extended  to 
the  sea  wall  beneath  the  railroad  tracks,  a much  needed  im- 
provement and  one  that  will  not  need  any  more  extension. 

They  all  have  been  built  the  size  which  will  admit  the  passage 
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of  a man  through  them  with  a degree  of  safety  and  an  oppor- 
tunity of  working  in  them  while  there. 

There  are  others  that  will  need,  and  will  no  doubt  have  to  be 
extended  this  year  or  next  until  they  reach  the  banks  of  the 
river. 


EDGESTONE  DEPARTMENT. 

This  department  has  increased  largely,  but  to  the  observing 
mind  is  an  economical  outlay,  as  it  keeps  the  walks  of  whatever 
material  in  shape  and  I do  not  hesitate  to  say  of  what  I have 
learned  from  observation  that  had  the  city  from  the  date  of  its 
inauguration  as  a city  given  the  abuttor  his  edgestone  free  of 
cost,  there  would  have  been  but  few  streets  without  them  and 
the  city  would  have  been  the  better  financially  for  the  act. 

The  present  year  there  have  been  laid  10,760  feet  at  a cost  to 
the  city  of  32  cents  a foot,  a total  of  $3443.20. 

During  the  year  many  old  edgestones  have  been  re-laid  and 
the  amount  is  2300  feet  at  a cost  of  10  cents  per  foot,  a total  of 
$230. 


COLLECTIONS  OF  ASHES  AND  RUBBISH,  1894. 

This  department  has  increased  yearly  for  the  last  five  years,  as 
new  streets  have  been  laid  out  and  the  teams  must  call  and 
make  their  weekly  collections.  The  amount  of  paper,  trim- 
ming of  trees  and  shrubbery,  and  tin  cans,  does  a great  deal  to- 
wards the  amount  that  has  to  be  collected. 

There  has  been  added  to  the  height  of  carts,  until  it  has 
reached  the  limits. 

Outside  teams  from  the  country  come  in  and  take  the  good 
ashes  for  fertilizers  and  hen  pens,  and  the  comb  makers  utilize 
what  will  answer  in  their  business;  the  remainder  we  fill  the 
city  dump  at  Bromfield  street,  also  some  at  foot  of  Kent  street ; 
some  are  sold  to  outside  parties  where  they  wish  to  use  for  fill- 
ing purposes.

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BOARD  OF  HEALTH  RULES. 

Unless  the  Board  of  Health  shall  authorize  variation  by  spe- 
cial permit,  on  request  of  the  owner,  the  drainage  system  of  a 
hotel,  tenement  house,  dwelling  house,  stable  with  sleeping 
apartments,  factory,  shop  or  other  buildings  in  the  city  of  New- 
buryport,  shall  be  constructed  according  to  the  following 

RULES  FOR  PLUMBING. 

Sect.  i.  Inspector.  The  Board  of  Health  shall  annually  appoint 
an  Inspector  of  Plumbing,  to  whom  suitable  compensation  shall  be 
allowed. 

Sect.  2.  Plumbers.  No  person  shall  carry  on  the  business  of  plumb- 
ing unless  he  shall  have  firs't  registered  his  name  and  place  of  business 
in  the  office  of  the  Board  of  Health.  Notice  of  any  change  in  the  place  of 
business  of  a registered  plumber  shall  be  immediately  given  to  the  In- 
spector of  Plumbing. 

Sect.  3.  Filing  Plans  and  Specijicatio7is.  No  person  shall  proceed  to 
construct,  add  to  or  alter  any  portion  of  the  drainage  system  of  said 
buildings  (except  to  repair  leaks)  until  a notice  of  the  work  to  be  per- 
formed has  been  filed  with  the  Inspector  of  Plumbing,  upon  blanks  In 
such  form  as  the  Board  of  Health  shall  order.  No  person  shall  com- 
mence work  upon  such  drainage  or  plumbing  until  the  plans  are  approved 
by  the  Board  of  Health.  Plans  and  specifications  will  be  approved  or  re- 
jected within  five  days  of  the  time  of  filing.  After  a plan  has  once  been 
approved  no  alterations  of  the  same  will  be  allowed,  except  on  a written 
application  of  the  owner. 

Sect.  4.  Pipes  and  other  fixtures  shall  not  be  covered  or  concealed 
from  view  until  approved  by  the  Inspector,  who  shall  examine  the  same 
within  two  working  days  after  notice  that  they  are  ready  for  inspection. 

Sect.  5.  Plumbing  work  shall  not  be  used  unless  the  same  has  been 
tested  in  the  presence  and  under  the  direction  of  the  Inspector,  with  the 
water  test,  or  if  required  by  him,  with  the  peppermint  or  other  reliable 
test,  and  approved  by  the  Board  in  writing. 

Sect.  6.  Main  Drain.  Every  building  herein  referred  to  shall  have 
separate  and  independent  drainage  into  a common  sewer,  or  cesspool 
where  sewers  are  not  accessible.  There  shall  be  uninterrupted  circulation 
of  air  through  the  drain  pipe,  from  the  fresh  air  inlet  near  the  main  trap, 
to  a point  two  feet  above  the  roof,  and  at  least  ten  feet  from  any  window. 
In  the  basement  wall  and  for  five  feet  beyond  it  drain  shall  be  of  extra 
heavy  4 inch  cast  iron  soil  pipe.  Within  the  building  or  basement,  it 
must  be  of  sound  cast  iron  with  strong  iron  supports  from  floor 
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timbers,  or  secure  fastenings  to  cellar  walls; — must  have  slope  of  4 inch 
to  the  foot,  if  possible, — never  less  than  5 inch  to  the  foot,  and  if  beneath 
the  cellar  floor  must  be  in  a walled  trench  with  movable  covers  unless  if  it 
be  of  extra  heavy  pipe  with  perfect  lead  joints  tested  by  20  feet  head  of 
water  or  more,  the  Inspector  may  give  permission  to  cover  it  with  not 
over  one  foot  of  earth. 

Sect.  7.  Traps.  The  main  drain  must  have  a 4-inch  trap  close  to  the 
foundation  wall,  with  a suitable  clean-out  plug.  A suitaBle  grease  trap, 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Health,  shall  be  placed  where  directed  by  the 
Inspector  of  Plumbing,  in  every  hotel,  eating  house,  restaurant,  or  other 
public  cooking  establishment  in  such  a manner  as  to  be  easily  accessible 
for  inspection  and  cleaning.  Outside  grease  traps  where  used  may  be  of 
masonry  or  earthnvare,  safe  from  frost.  Water  closet  traps  shall  be 
actually  close  to  the  closet:  all  other  waste  pipes  shall  be  trapped  within 
thirty  inches  of  the  fixture  it  serves. 

Sect.  8.  Waste  pipes  from  Avater  closets  shall  be  cast  iron,  4 inches  in 
diameter,  rising  of  undiminished  size  two  feet  above  the  roof,  or  six 
inches  above  the  ridge,  open  at  top  and  clear  of  all  windows.  From 
sinks,  basins,  bath  tubs,  Avash  tubs,  etc.,  they  shall  be  of  cast  iron  when  2 
inches  or  more  in  diameter,  and  of  lead  when  less  than  2 inches. 

Sect.  9.  Fresh  Air  Inlets.  There  must  be  a fresh  air  inlet  pipe  enter- 
ing the  drain  on  the  house  side  of  the  main  trap,  of  not  less  than  four  (4) 
inches,  internal  diameter,  extending  therefrom  to  the  external  air,  away 
from  all  Avindows  and  cold  air  box  of  the  furnace  and  protected  from  dirt 
and  obstruction. 

Sect.  10.  Connections.  All  connections  with  horizontal  pipes  shall  be 
made  by  one-eighth  (£)  bends  and  Y branches,  and  all  changes  in 
direction  shall  be  by  curved  pipe.  No  trap  shall  be  placed  at  the  foot  of 
a vertical  soil  pipe. 

Sect.  ii.  Drip  or  Overflow  Pipes.  Drip  or  overflow  pipes  under 
water  closets,  or  other  fixtures,  or  from  tanks  or  cisterns,  shall  in  no  case 
be  connected  directly  with  house  sewers.  Sediment  blow  off,  steam  ex- 
haust pipes  for  boilers,  shall  in  no  case  be  connected  with  sewers  directly 
or  indirectly. 

Sect.  12.  Refrigerator  Wastes.  No  Avaste  pipe  from  a refrigerator,  or 
other  receptacle  in  which  food  or  provisions  are  stored,  shall  be  connected 
with  a drain  soil  or  other  waste  pipe,  but-must  be  separated  therefrom  by 
an  open  sink  or  tray,  furnished  with  a trap. 

Sect.  13.  Ventilation  of  Trap.  All  traps  must  be  furnished  with  a 
vent  pipe,  run  from  the  crown  of  the  trap,  but  the  highest  closet  trap  in 
a system  if  within  twelve  (12)  inches  of  a vertical  stand  pipe  may  be  ex- 
cepted. The  vent  pipe  from  a water  closet  trap  must  be  at  least  tAvo  (2) 
inches  in  diameter;  other  vent  pipes  must  be  as  large  as  the  waste  pipe 
from  the  trap.  All  ventilation  pipes  from  a soil  or  waste  pipe  must  be  run 
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of  undiminished  size,  separately  or  combined  together;  to  the  roof,  and 
carried  up  at  least  four  (4)  inches  internal  diameter,  through  the  roof,  and 
at  least  two  (2)  feet  above  it,  and  left  open,  or  may  be  run  into  a soil 
pipe  above  all  connections.  In  no  case  shall  a soil,  waste  or  ventilation 
pipe,  from  a soil  or  waste  pipe  be  connected  with  a chimney.  No  brick, 
earthernware  or  sheet  metal  pipes  shall  be  used  for  ventilation  pipes  from 
a soil  or  a waste  pipe. 

Sect.  14.  Cast  Iron  Pipes.  All  cast  iron  pipes  must  be  free  from 
holes  and  other  defects,  of  a uniform  thickness  of  not  less  than  one- 
eighth  (^)  inch,  for  a diameter  of  four  (4)  inches  or  less.

And  before  being  connected  shall  be  thoroughly  coated,  inside  and  out, 
with  coal  tar  pitch,  applied,  hot  by  immersion,  or  some  equivalent  sub- 
stance satisfactory  to  the  Board  of  Health. 

Sect.  15.  Joints.  Connections  between  lead  and  iron  pipes  shall  be 
made  with  brass  ferrules,  full  size  of  the  iron  pipe,  calked  into  the  iron 
pipe  with  soft  lead,  and  united  to  the  lead  pipe  with  a wiped  joint.  Lead 
pipes  may  be  connected  with  a water  closet  only  by  a solid  brass  flange 
one-quarter  of  an  inch  thick  strongly  soldered  to  the  lead,  and  clamped  to 
the  closet  with  proper  packing.  All  joints  in  the  cast  iron  pipe  and 
fittings  must  be  so  filled  with  oakum  and  soft  lead  as  to  make  a tight  joint 
and  no  putty  or  red  lead  used.  There  shall  be  at  least  12  ounces  of  soft 
lead  used  to  each  inch  diameter  of  pipe. 

Sect.  16.  Water  Closet  Supplies.  No  water  closet  shall  be  supplied 
directly  from  the  house  supply  pipe,  or  tank,  nor  shall  receive  any  over- 
flow or  waste  from  the  same,  but  shall  be  supplied  from  a special  water 
tank  or  cistern  used  for  no  other  purpose,  and  the  flooding  pipe  shall  not 
be  less  than  one  and  one-quarter  (i£)  inch  in  diameter. 

Sect.  17.  Traps , Vents  and  Back  Air  Pipes.  No  trap,  vent  or  back 
air  pipe  shall  be  used  as  a soil  wash  or  conductor  pipe.  Lead  air  pipes 
may  be  used  only  where  exposed  to  view.  If  air  pipes  to  any  water 
closet  shall  exceed  thirty  feet  in  length,  the  excess  shall  not  be  less  than 
three  inches  in  diameter.  All  air  pipes  shall  be  run  as  directly  as 
possible. 

Sect.  18.  No  tank  or  cistern  excepting  that  supplying  the  water 
closet,  shall  be  placed  in  the  water  closet  room  unless  absolutely  neces- 
sary. 
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Sect.  19.  Whoever  violates  any  provisions  of  these  rules  is  liable  to 
a fine  not  exceeding  $100.  [Public  Statutes,  Chapter  80,  Section  18.]

$188. 12  was  available  for  planting  shade  trees  and  care  of  the 
same,  and  the  sum  of  $356.92  for  the  improvements  on  side- 
walks. 

Fifty  new  rock  maple  trees  were  planted  as  desired  in  dif- 
ferent parts  of  the  city,  and  considerable  attention  has  been  paid 
to  trimming  trees. 

There  seems  to  be  a lack  of  interest  in  protecting  trees  after 
being  set  out.  What  costs  nothing  to  the  abutters  in  many  in- 
stances seems  to  be  not  worth  caring  for. 

Too  many  trees  are  ruined  by  allowing  horses  to  stand  near 
them  by  careless  drivers,  notwithstanding  an  ordinance  of  the 
city  forbidding  such  practices. 
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The  committee  having  charge  of  this  department  are  of  the 
opinion  that  a smaller  number  of  trees  be  planted  and  a portion 
of  the  fund  used  to  protect.  In  the  end  we  shall  have  more  and 
better  trees. 

From  that  portion  of  the  income  that  can  be  appropriated  for 
sidewalk  improvements,  a great  amount  has  been  accomplished 
in  permanent  improvements  : 725 /4  feet  of  edge  stone  set;  476 
square  yards  of  conrete  laid  and  950  bricks.

MAYOR’S  SPECIAL  MESSAGE. 


MAYOR  GURNEY’S 


Special  Message  on  the  Water  Question 

DELIVERED  AT  CITY  HALL,  DECEMBER  28,  1894. 


Fellow  Citizens: — My  remarks  tonight,  al- 
though they  are  in  writing,  will  be  more  in  the  nature 
of  an  ordinary  talk  than  that  of  an  address,  for  after 
having  written  them  all  down,  I found  it  necessary  to 
shorten  them  considerably,  therefore  they  are  left  in 
a number  of  places  a little  disconnected;  but  as  it  is 
the  simple  facts  themselves,  rather  than  the  manner 
in  which  they  may  be  arranged,  that  you  are  looking 
for,  I trust  they  will  accomplish  the  purpose  for 
which  they  are  intended. 

There  is  one  question,  and  a very  important  one, 
that  has  been  agitating  the  people  of  this  city  for 
more  than  15  years,  that  of  our  water  supply.  Four- 
teen years  ago  the  citizens  of  Newburyport,  led.  or 
rather  misled,  by  those  who  were  interested  in  form- 
ing a private  water  companv,  were  induced  to  vote 
against  the  city  constructing  water-works  of  its  own 
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and  afterward  seduced  into  voting  to  place  them- 
selves in  the  power  of  as  selfish  and  grasping  a cor- 
poration as  ever  existed. 

Whenever  anything  has  been  said  upon  the  subject 
to  those  who  were  instrumental  in  placing  the  city  in 
such  an  unfavorable  position,  they  have  answered  by 
saying  that  no  one  but  the  citizens  themselves  were 
to  blame.  That  statement  is  not  true,  and  these  men 
know  it.  The  citizens  were  not  to  blame,  they  were 
deceived;  the  whole  matter  was  misrepresented  to 
them  by  political  and  mercenary  schemers,  and  they 
were  led  to  put  their  trust  in  those  men,  only  to  learn, 
to  their  sorrow,  that  they  were  not  trustworthy. 

Without  doubt,  there  are  persons  who  were  then 
connected  with  this  affair  who  could  reveal  some 
very  interesting  facts  to  the  public  if  they  were  so 
disposed,  but  in  all  probability  we  shall  never  know 
the  inside  workings  of  the  scheme  from  the  fact  that 
those  who  could  throw  light  upon  the  subject  would 
hardly  deem  it  advisable. 

Whenever  I allude  in  these  remarks  to  the  water 
company,  I wish  to  be  understood  as  referring  to  the 
management  of  that  company,  presumably  consisting 
of  Mr.  George  H.  Norman  of  Rhode  Island,  and  a 
few  who  support  him  and  who  seem  to  think  Mr. 
Norman  can  do  about  as  he  pleases. 

The  majority  of  the  stockholders  in  the  company, 
such  as  Hon.  Eben  F.  Stone,  Hon.  Albert  C.  Tit- 
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comb,  and  many  others  have  some  regard  for  the 
welfare  of  the  city  and  the  rights  of  its  citizens  and 
are  disposed  to  be  honorable  and  fair  in  the  matter. 

In  1880  a contract  was  made  between  the  city  and 
the  water  company,  which  was  accepted  by  the  legal 
voters  on  August  30  of  that  year,  the  contract  being 
drawn  up  by  the  water  company’s  attorney  and  drawn 
wholly  in  the  interests  of  said  company.  Under  the 
contract,  the  water  company  was  to  furnish  the  city 
with  water  for  fire  purposes,  said  water  to  be  sup- 
plied through  150  hydrants,  and  to  be  paid  for  by  the 
city  at  the  rate  of  $6000  per  year  for  20  years,  which 
in  that  time  would  amount  to  $120,000. 

Now,  do  you  suppose  for  a moment  that  the  citi- 
zens of  Newburyport  would  have  voted  to  accept 
that  contract  had  they  been  informed,  as  they  should 
have  been,  that  under  the  general  laws  the  water 
company  was  obliged  to  furnish  the  water  free  of 
expense  to  the  city?  The  charter  under  which  this 
company  exists,  to  use  the  exact  words,  "being  sub- 
ject to  all  the  duties,  restrictions  and  liabilities  set 
forth  in  all  general  laws  which  now  or  hereafter  may 
be  in  force,  applicable  to  such  corporations.” 

Now  under  the  general  laws  referred  to,  contained 
in  chapter  40  of  the  Revised  Statutes  issued  in  1836, 
which  were  continued  in  chapter  65  of  the  General 
Satutes  issued  i860  and  again  continued  in  chapter 
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no  of  the  Public  Statutes  issued  1882  and  which  are 
still  in  force,  the  city  had  only  to  request  the  water 
company  to  put  the  hydrants  in  at  the  city’s  expense, 
and  if  the  company  had  refused  or  neglected  to  do  so 
for  two  weeks,  then  the  city  had  the  right  to  put 
them  in,  and  to  tap  the  water  mains  for  that  purpose, 
and  we  could  have  used  all  the  water  that  was  neces- 
sary for  fire  purposes  without  paying  a single  dollar 
for  it,  and  it  was  not  a question  whether  the  water 
company  were  willing  to  furnish  it  free  or  not;  they 
were  obliged  by  law  to  do  so  free  of  expense  to  the 
city.  The  cost  of  putting  in  the  150  hydrants  at  that 
time  would  have  been  $8000,  which  being  deducted 
from  the  $120,000  leaves  the  magnificent  sum  of 
$112,000  which  was  virtually  presented  to  the  water 
company  as  a gift,  certainly  a very  strange  proceed- 
ing. Usually  a contract  of  this  kind  is  not  made 
until  the  company  has  the  facilities  for  performing  its 
part,  but  it  is  a significant  fact  in  this  case  that  the 
contract  was  made  the  year  before  the  water  works 
were  constructed,  everything  at  that  time  being  done 
upon  the  "hurry  up”  principle,  so  fearful  were  these 
schemers  that  the  people  would  get  their  eyes  open 
before  thev  could  get  the  city  bound  by  such  a ras- 
cally contract,  and  today  those  who  are  working  in 
the  interest  of  the  water  company  have  been  urging 
us  all  along  to  act  hastily,  hoping  thereby  we  might 
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make  some  mistake  which  would  be  to  their  advan- 
tage; but  I have  always  believed  in  looking  before 
you  leap,  and  that  nothing  is  ever  lost  by  taking 
plenty  of  time  to  carefully  consider  any  important 
matter.  If  that  principle  had  been  carried  out  14 
years  ago,  the  city  never  would  have  been  bound  to 
such  a one-sided  bargain. 

Now  as  to  who  is  responsible  for  what  was  done 
at  that  time  it  is  impossible  for  me  to  say,  but  in  jus- 
tice to  Hon.  John  James  Currier,  who  was  then  may- 
or, and  who  has  been  blamed  by  many  for  allowing 
the  city  to  be  caught  in  such  a trap,  it  is  only  fair  to 
state  that  in  looking  over  the  records  I found  Mayor 
Currier  was  not  only  opposed  to  the  private  water 
company  but  did  all  he  could  to  prevent  the  contract 
being  made  between  the  city  and  the  company. 

I was  interested  in  looking  over  those  records  to 
find  that  fifteen  of  those  who  were  either  members  of 
the  city  government  at  the  time  or  holding  positions 
under  it  had  always  strongly  opposed  any  action  of 
the  city  as  against  the  water  company,  while  oth- 
ers have  as  strongly  supported  the  city  in  its  efforts 
to  obtain  justice. 

In  1881  the  works  were  put  in,  and  are  supposed 
to  be  constructed  according  to  a plan  which  was  to 
accompany  the  contract.  I have  used  the  word 
"supposed”  in  this  connection  because  the  person 
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who  was  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Water  Commis- 
sioners at  the  time,  informed  me  about  a year  ago 
that  the  original  plan  was  stolen  from  City  Hall,  and 
that  no  one  outside  the  water  company  knew  wheth- 
er the  works  were  put  in  according  to  the  plan  or 
not.  Now  it  seems  to  me  that  it  was  plainly  the 
duty  of  this  man  as  chairman  of  the  board  to  have 
made  certain  that  such  an  important  factor  in  the  case 
as  the  plan  should  have  been  kept  so  secure  that  it 
would  have  been  impossible  for  it  to  disappear,  and 
most  assuredly  was  it  his  duty  on  learning  that  it  had 
been  stolen,  to  have  immediately  announced  it  to  the 
public;  but  for  some  reason  he  did  not  see  tit  to  do 
so,  and  for  twelve  years  kept  the'  matter  a secret,  at 
least  so  far  as  the  people  were  concerned,  and  then 
left  it  for  me,  at  the  State  House  last  winter,  to  be 
the  first  to  make  it  public,  while  he  was  present  at 
the  time  as  a witness  for  the  water  company,  assist- 
ing them  in  their  efforts  to  defeat  the  city. 

Having  thus  briefly  alluded  to  the  past  history  of 
this  question,  and  I think,  thrown  a little  new  light 
upon  it,  we  will  now  come  down  to  a later  period. 
The  intervening  years,  with  the  unjust  and  arbitrary 
policy  maintained  by  the  water  company  toward  the 
city,  you  are  familiar  with;  of  the  exorbitant  rates 
charged  for  water  you  are  reminded  at  least  twice  a 
year,  when  the  bills  are  presented;  the  pumping  of

Merrimac  river  water,  unbeknown  to  our  citizens, 
thereby  endangering  their  lives,  and  if  the  testimony 
of  local  physicians  and  the  State  Board  of  Health  is 
to  be  believed,  even  the  taking  of  life,  is  still  fresh  in 
your  minds.  With  a full  knowledge  of  these  facts, 
and  feeling  that  we  had  borne  quite  enough,  early  in 
the  year  1893,  the  city  went  to  the  legislature  for  re- 
dress, and  there  presented  such  a strong  case,  that 
for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  State,  a city  was 
granted  an  act  to  provide  themselves  with  water 
where  a private  company  already  existed,  without 
first  being  obliged  to  purchase  the  existing  plant,  the 
matter  being  left  optional  with  the  citizens.  We 
then  proceeded  under  the  direction  of  Civil  Engineer 
Blake  to  look  about  for  a supply  of  pure  water,  and 
after  a careful  investigation  a plan  was  developed  by 
him,  and  completed  early  last  winter.  In  the  mean- 
time the  company  had  applied  to  the  Legislature  of 
1894  for  a bill  to  compel  the  city  to  purchase  their 
property  before  constructing  works  of  its  own.  That 
bill  was  declared  by  ex- Attorney  General  Pillsbury, 
counsel  for  the  city,  to  be  unconstitutional,  and  a 
new  one  was  recommended  by  a majority  of  the  com- 
mittee which  was  afterward  reconsidered,  and  a 
third  one  adopted.  This  bill  was  passed  by  the  legis- 
lature and  signed  by  the  Governor  on  the  14th  day  of 
last  June.  Under  the  present  bill,  the  water  com- 
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pany  had  30  days  in  which  to  decide  as  to  whether 
they  would  offer  to  sell  their  plant  to  the  city  or  not, 
and  upon  the  10th  day  of  July,  within  four  days  of 
the  expiration  of  the  alloted  time,  they  sent  me,  as 
Mayor  of  the  city,  a communication  in  writing  stat- 
ing that  they  wished  to  sell  their  property  to  the  city, 
agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  the  acts  of  1894. 

Now  a few  words  in  regard  to  the  expense  in- 
curred by  the  city  for  the  last  two  years  upon  the 
water  question. 

It  has  been  intimated  a number  of  times  by  the 
paper  that  is  credited  with  being  the  organ  of  the 
water  company  that  we  have  been  squandering  a 
large  sum  of  money,  the  amount  I have  heard  quoted 
all  the  way  from  twenty-five  to  one  hundred  thous- 
and dollars.  The  total  cost  to  the  city,  including 
everything  connected  with  the  case,  both  contests  at 
the  Legislature,  the  prospecting  for  water  and  the 
developing  of  a plan  by  Engineer  Blake,  obtaining 
the  legal  opinions  and  all  other  expenses,  is  inside  of 
$10,500,  every  bill  having  been  paid  and  the  city 
never  invested  $10,000  with  better  results,  for  if  we 
should  vote  at  the  present  time  to  purchase  the  water 
works,  every  dollar  of  that  sum  will  yield  twenty  in 
return.  The  editor  of  the  paper  just  referred  to  is 
the  only  person  outside  of  the  water  company  that  I 
have  heard  complain  about  the  expenses,  and  if  he 
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will  figure  up  his  proportionate  part  of  the  cost,  I 
will  gladly  reimburse  him  the  amount  from  my  own 
pocket,  for  it  is  a shame  that  one  who  seems  to  try  so 
hard  to  injure  our  city  should  have  the  privilege  of 
paying  a single  dollar  towards  protecting  its  rights. 

Having  now  reviewed  some  matters  pertaining  to 
the  present  status  of  the  question,  we  will  consider 
the  main  point  at  issue,  that  of  voting  as  to  whether 
or  not  we  will  purchase  the  present  water  works. 

From  the  very  first,  I have  advocated  purchasing 
these  works,  provided  they  could  be  purchased  for 
somewhere  near  their  fair  value.  With  this  end  in 
view,  more  than  a year  ago,  I requested  the  city 
council  for  the  appointment  of  a committee  to  act 
with  me  in  conferring  with  the  directors  and  a com- 
mittee from  the  water  company,  regarding  a price. 
We  had  a conference  in  the  aldermen’s  room  prior  to 
the  special  election  held  that  fall;  at  that  meeting  we 
said  everything  we  possibly  could  to  have  them 
name  a reasonable  price  for  their  property  so  we 
could  conscientiously  advocate  a vote  to  purchase, 
but  without  avail,  one  member  of  their  committee, 
alone,  the  Hon.  Eben  F.  Stone,  taking  the  ground 
that  having  offered  their  property  to  the  city,  it  was 
right  that  they  should  state  the  price,  which  he  was 
willing  to  do,  and  he  even  went  so  far  as  to  intimate 
what  he  thought  would  be  a fair  price.  One  other 
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member  of  the  committee  took  no  part  in  the  dis- 
cussion, while  the  remainder,  consisting  of  George 
W.  Piper,  Hon.  W m.  A.  Johnson,  John  E.  McCusker 
and  Lawrence  W.  Cushing,  declared  they  would 
name  no  price  that  the  city  could  possibly  accept, 
and  if  we  wished  to  buy,  the  price  must  be  fixed  by  a 
commission. 

Soon  after  this  meeting  a special  election  was 
called,  giving  the  citizens  an  opportunity  to  vote 
upon  the  question,  and  at  that  time  I did  all  in  my 
power  to  induce  them  to  vote  against  it,  for  two 
reasons;  first,  because  voting  to  purchase  under  their 
charter,  the  city  had  no  protection;  it  distinctly 
states  that  we  must  pay  for  the  franchise,  which  was 
the  most  valuable  part  of  their  property,  and  I was 
convinced  the  city  would  be  obliged  to  pay  an  exorbi- 
tant price;  secondly,  I believed  that  with  the  strong 
case  we  presented  to  the  Legislature,  they  could  not 
justly  refuse  to  grant  us  a bill  that  would  enable  the 
city  to  purchase  upon  better  and  fairer  conditions, 
and  while  they  did  not  grant  us  all  we  asked  for  or 
even  had  a right  to  hope  for,  they  had  given  us  a 
much  better  bill  than  any  city  or  town  has  ever  been 
able  to  obtain  before,  and  it  is  the  intention  of  the 
city  of  Gloucester  to  petition  the  next  Legislature  for 
a similar  bill,  and  I have  been  told  by  the  officials  of 
the  city  that  they  would  be  satisfied  if  they  could  ob- 
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tain  it.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  city’s  counsel,  which 
includes  two  of  the  best  constitutional  lawyers  in  the 
state,  that  to  purchase  under  the  present  bill  will  be 
far  more  favorable  for  the  city  than  it  would  have 
been  to  purchase  under  the  charter  of  the  water  com- 
pany. 

To  be  sure,  the  editor  of  the  so-called  water  com- 
pany organ  has  informed  you  that  the  city  has  gained 
nothing  at  all.  Possibly  even  two  such  eminent  law- 
yers as  Judge  Lowell  and  William  G.  Russell  will  be 
greatly  surprised  to  learn  that  they  have  had  the 
audacity  to  hold  a different  opinion  upon  a legal  ques- 
tion from  that  held  by  this  precocious  youth,  and  they 
may  be  led  to  wonder  at  our  coming  to  them  for  ad- 
vice when  we  had  in  our  city  such  a modern  Solo- 
mon. 

Now  in  view  of  the  opinion  held  by  Judge  Lowell 
and  Mr.  Russell,  which  opinion  is  concurred  in  by 
Attorney-General  Pillsbury  and  District-Attorney 
Moody,  it  seems  to  me  advisable  that  when  we  vote 
upon  this  question,  which  will  be  early  next  month, 
that  we  should  vote  to  purchase  and  then  if  the  city 
and  the  water  company  cannot  agree  upon  a price,  go 
before  the  commission  and  do  everything  in  our  power 
to  protect  the  city’s  interests.  As  I have  often  stated 
before,  I believe  it  to  be  absolutely  necessary  for  the 
welfare  of  this  city  that  we  should  own  and  control 
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our  water  supply.  We  shall  never  be  assured  of  pure 
water,  fair  rates  or  just  treatment  until  we  do.  With- 
out any  question,  it  is  the  most  favorable  opportunity 
we  ever  will  have. 

I cannot  see  where  we  can  gain  anything  more  by 
another  appeal  to  the  Legislature  than  we  have 
already  gained  and  when  we  consider  that  we  had  not 
only  the  Newburyport  water  company  but  the  whole 
corporation  interests  of  the  state  backed  by  a paid 
lobby  which  is  a disgrace  to  the  commonwealth,  to 
fight  against,  we  ought  to  feel  pretty  well  satisfied 
with  what  the  Legislature  has  already  granted  us. 

The  experience  I have  had  the  last  two  winters  at 
the  State  House  has  not  increased  my  respect  for 
that  body.  When  corporation  interests  are  at  stake, 
money  flows  freely,  and  it  has  its  effect. 

You  have  read  what  the  Boston  papers  had  to  say 
in  regard  to  the  Legislature  of  1894,  all  of  which  I 
heartily  concur  in,  and  will  say  in  addition  that  the 
half  was  not  told.  Neither  do  I deem  it  advisable 
for  the  city  to  engage  in  a lawsuit.  They  are  expen- 
sive, and  at  the  best  unsatisfactory,  and  I have  done 
all  I could  do  to  prevent,  and  have  so  far  succeeded, 
in  keeping  the  city  free  from  such  an  entanglement, 
notwithstanding  the  persistent  efforts  of  certain  par- 
ties to  bring  it  about.  Nothing  would  have  pleased 
the  water  company  better,  for  then  they  could  have 
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carried  it  from  one  court  to  another  and  dragged  it 

oo 

along  year  after  year,  thereby  keeping  their  hold 
upon  the  city.  I may  as  well  say  right  here  that 
there  is  probably  no  hope  of  breaking  the  contract 
with  the  water  company.  The  mistake  was  in  its 
ever  being  made,  and  we  must  patiently  submit  to 
pay  the  penalty  for  the  folly  or  rascality,  whichever  it 
was,  of  those  who  were  guilt)7  of  binding  the  city  to 
such  an  unjust  bargain.  I find  that  many  of  our 
citizens  have  an  idea  that  at  the  expiration  of  20  years 
from  the  time  the  water  company  was  started  we  can 
get  rid  of  them,  but  that  is  a mistake.  It  is  simply 
the  contract  which  expires  at  that  time,  it  having 
seven  years  longer  to  run.  But  the  charter  of  the 
water  company  has  no  time  limit;  it  continues  for  all 
time  unless  sooner  terminated  by  the  city  purchasing 
the  property. 

Now,  fellow  citizens,  let  us  lay  aside  all  prejudice 
for  the  time  being,  that  we  may  look  at  this  question 
in  a reasonable  manner,  not  as  we  would  like  to  have 
it,  or  even  as  we  think  it  ought  to  be,  but  precisely 
as  it  is.  The  water  company  is  here,  and  we  of  to- 
day are  not  responsible  for  that;  it  is  for  us  to  decide 
as  to  the  best  way  the  city  can  be  released  of  its  dis- 
agreeable and  blighting  presence.  In  regard  to 
getting  rid  of  them  by  purchasing  their  property, 
which  seems  to  be  the  only  way,  let  us  first  consider 
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the  question  from  its  most  unfavorable  side.  In  this 
connection,  I have  no  desire  to  take  anything  back 
that  I have  ever  said  regarding  the  cheap  manner  in 
which  the  plant  was  constructed  or  its  insufficiency 
for  our  needs,  that  there  is  not  a sufficient  supplv  of 
pure  water  is  beyond  dispute.  The  water  company 
has  admitted  that,  both  directly  and  indirectly. 
Directly  at  both  hearings  before  the  Legislature, 
where  their  engineers  and  the  officials  of  the  com- 
pany testified  to  that  effect.  Indirectly  by  the  efforts 
thev  have  been  making  the  past  year  to  obtain  water 
from  other  sources;  the  digging  of  a well  near  the 
Artichoke  river  last  summer,  notwithstanding  the 
warning  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  that  it  would 
not  be  approved  by  them,  was  given  out  through  the 
papers  as  being  a great  success,  when,  at  the  time, 
they  knew  it  to  be  a complete  failure,  and  that  they 
had  then  abandoned  it.  They  then  went  to  Dum- 
mer’s  Mill,  hoping  for  a supply,  and  for  that  purpose, 
bonded  the  property,  I think  twice.  Last  fall  some 
of  the  officials  with  their  engineers,  spent  consider- 
able time  at  that  place,  looking  into  the  matter,  and  I 
have  been  informed  upon  good  authority  that  it  is  the 
intention  of  the  company  if  the  city  should  not  vote 
to  purchase  it,  to  petition  the  Legislature  this  winter 
for  an  act  enabling  them  to  go'  outside  their  present 
limits  for  an  additional  supply  of  water.  Now  this 
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company  when  they  first  located  at  the  Bartlett 
springs  Were  aware  that  there  was  not  a sufficient 
supply  of  water  without  using  the  Merrimac  river, 
and  were  so  informed  by  Engineer  Wightman  of 
Boston,  and  when  they  decided  upon  that  location, 
there  is  no  doubt  in  my  mind  but  what  they  intended 
to  use  the  river  water  whenever  they  found  it  neces- 
sary. 

Just  imagine  those  men  standing  by  that  little 
spring,  watching  the  water  as  it  bubbled  up  through 
the  sand,  and  then  turning  around  to  look  upon  the 
river  flowing  at  their  feet.  It  did  not  require  any 
scientific  knowledge  on  their  part  to  reason  that  here 
was  an  inexhaustible  supply  of  water,  which  would 
continue  to  flow  through  all  time,  for  even  if  bv  some 
miraculous  means  the  water  should  cease  to  come 
from  above,  but  a few  miles  below,  almost  within 
sight,  lay  the  great  Atlantic  Ocean,  which  twice  every 
twenty-four  hours  would  send  its  waters  rushing  with 
irresistible  force  for  miles  beyond.  What  mattered  it 
to  these  men  if  the  water  as  it  came  in  should  contain 
an  excessive  amount  of  chlorine,  or  upon  its  return 
should  bear  with  it  the  germs  of  disease.  They  were 
looking  for  dollars,  not  sentiment.  We  have  been 
informed  that  no  river  water  has  been  used  the  past 
year,  but  we  have  not  forgotten  that  once  before  they 
told  the  same  story  and  it  was  afterward  found  to  be 
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false.  Perhaps  we  cannot  prove  that  water  has  been 
pumped  directly  from  the  river  the  past  yfear,  but  if 
it  has  not  in  some  way  come  from  that  source  then 
they  must  have  the  most  peculiar  water  supply  known 
to  exist;  one  that  persistently  refuses  to  yield  a suffi- 
cient supply  in  a wet  season,  and  then  sends  forth  a 
voluminous  quantity  in  a dry  season,  for  during  the 
summer  of  1893,  which  was  a wet  season,  the 
superintendent  of  the  company  came  rushing  around 
in  the  greatest  haste  to  notify  us  that  they  did  not 
have  a supply,  and  that  we  must  refrain  from  using 
any  water  for  certain  purposes,  and  must  be  ex- 
tremely careful  of  what  we  were  allowed  to  use, 
while  last  summer,  the  dryest  season,  without  excep- 
tion, since  the  water  company  first  started,  there  was 
no  scarcity  of  water;  we  were  allowed  to  use  it  for 
all  purposes  without  even  being  threatened  with  hav- 
ing it  shut  off,  providing  we  had  first  paid  our  bill 
promptly  in  advance;  when  we  do  not  we  are  pretty 
sure  to  be  reminded  of  it  in  a rather  peculiar  manner, 
as  a careful  perusal  of  the  notice  published  at  the 
present  time  in  the  papers  will  convince  you.  It 
would  have  answered  the  purpose  just  as  well  to  have 
notified  the  people  in  a respectful  manner,  as  in  the 
way  it  has  been  done. 

The  present  pipes  to  a great  extent  are  not  large 
enough  to  carry  the  amount  of  water  necessary.  A 
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new  standpipe  will  have  to  be  erected  to  take  the 
place  of  the  present  one,  which  is  altogether  too 
small  and  a cheap  affair  at  the  best.  A standpipe 
high  enough  to  furnish  a sufficient  head  of  water  for 
fire  purposes  would  require  the  taking  up  of  all  the 
cement  pipe  which  is  not  of  the  required  strength 
necessary  to  sustain  the  extra  pressure  that  would  be 
brought  to  bear  upon  it. 

An  official  of  the  water  company  testified  at  the 
hearing  that  about  one-third  of  the  pipes  were 
cement.  In  my  opinion,  it  will  come  nearer  one- 
half,  so  you  will  see  that  the  whole  plant  will  practi- 
cally have  to  be  rebuilt.  We  must  also  vote  to 
purchase  this  property  without  knowing  the  price  to 
be  paid  for  it.  While  this  is  to  my  mind  contrary  to 
all  rules  of  business  there  seems  to  be  no  help  for  it. 

Having  now  called  your  attention  to  the  unfavor- 
able side  of  the  question  by  reminding  you  of  the  in- 
sufficiency of  the  present  water  plant  for  the  city’s 
needs,  let  us  now  consider  for  a few  moments  the 
other  side  (for  all  questions  have  two  sides)  and  some 
of  the  reasons  why  it  is  for  the  interests  of  the  city 
to  vote  to  purchase  at  the  present  time.  First,  I 
would  again  remind  you  that  this  water  company  is 
here,  no  matter  how  much  we  may  wish  it  were  not, 
and  just  as  long  as  it  is  here,  just  so  long  will  it  have 
the  city  to  a greater  or  lesser  extent  in  its  power. 
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That  a great  mistake  was  made  in  ever  allowing 
them  to  exist  at  all  we  fully  realize  and  have  been 
paying  dearly  for  it. 

In  my  opinion,  we  shall  for  the  second  time  make 
a great  mistake  if  we  fail  to  improve  this  most  favor- 
able opportunity  for  getting  rid  of  them.  A vote  to 
purchase  at  the  present  time  means  defeat  for  the 
water  company;  a vote  against  purchasing  means  to 
throw  away  all  the  advantages  we  have  gained. 

I am  authorized  by  ex- Attorney-General  Pillsbury 
to  quote  him  as  saying  that  he  considers  the  present 
bill  a victory  for  the  city,  and  that  in  his  opinion  it  is 
for  our  interests  to  vote  to  purchase  under  that  bill. 
I have  a letter  from  District- Attorney  Moody  to  the 
same  effect,  which  I will  read  later  on  in  the  even- 
ing. 

Now  when  you  hear  these  water  company  officials 
talking  so  loudly  about  the  great  price  we  shall  be 
obliged  to  pay  them  for  their  property,  don’t  mind 
them.  Let  it  go  in  one  ear  and  out  of  the  other. 
They  are  a good  deal  like  phonographs  which  repeat 
what  is  talked  into  them.  They  have  heard  their 
counsels  talk  so  much  at  these  hearings  about  vested 
rights  that  it  has  made  an  impression  upon  their 
minds,  and  whenever  anyone  presses  the  button,  they 
cannot  help  repeating  it.  All  this  talk  they  are  mak- 
ing about  having  the  city  just  where  they  want  it  is 
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simply  done  for  the  purpose  of  frightening  us  into 
voting  against  purchasing  their  property.  They  do 
not  want  to  sell  it.  It  is  not  reasonable  to  suppose 
that  they  care  to  part  with  what  has  been  paying 
them  such  big  interest.  To  be  sure  we  have  kept 
them  moving  about  pretty  lively  for  the  past  two 
years,  so  they  have  not  seen  much  in  the  shape  of 
dividends  during  that  time.  And  right  here  let  me 
state  for  the  benefit  of  any  who  may  be  undecided  in 
their  minds  about  the  water  company  wishing  to  sell, 
that  there  are  two  elements  in  that  company.  First, 
those  who  have  controlled  its  management  and  who 
would  undoubtedly  prefer  to  have  things  remain  just 
as  they  were.  Second,  the  majority  of  the  individual 
stockholders,  who,  I have  every  reason  to  believe  are 
heartily  sick  of  the  way  the  company’s  affairs  have 
been  managed,  and  who  would  not  only  be  willing 
but  glad  to  have  the  city  come  into  possession  of  the 
property.  But  these  managers  are  hoping  we  will 
refuse  to  purchase  the  property,  and  then  make  an 
effort,  as  has  been  suggested  by  some,  to  conciliate 
them  by  asking  for  a slight  deduction  from  the  rates. 
I believe  that  would  be  the  very  worst  thing  the  city 
could  do  at  this  stage  of  the  proceedings,  for  it  would 
mean  a longer  lease  of  life  for  the  water  company, 
which  certainly  is  not  desirable.  While  I believe  in 
lower  water  rates,  I do  not  believe  in  having  them 
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come  at  this  time  through  the  water  company,  but 
through  the  city  owning  and  controlling  the  works. 
Even  it  we  were  obliged  to  have  the  same  rates  we 
are  now  paying,  we  should  certainly  prefer  to  pay  the 
money  to  the  city  rather  than  to  the  water  company 
But  the  rates  can  be  reduced  by  the  city  owning  the 
plant. 

Now  someone  will  say:  “If  we  purchase  these 
works  we  shall  be  obliged  to  build  them  all  over, 
which  is  true;  but  if  we  do  not  purchase  them  then 
the  water  company  will  build  them  all  over,  and  in 
either  case  we  shall  be  obliged  to  pay  the  bill,  and 
this  being  so,  will  it  not  be  better  for  the  city  to  make 
the  necessary  improvements?  But  it  will  be  said  all 
this  means  a large  increase  of  the  city’s  debt;  that  is 
true  in  one  sense,  in  another  sense  it  is  not.  The  city 
debt  proper  will  not  be  increased  a single  dollar;  the 
money  is  provided  for  by  a special  debt  called 
a water  loan,  with  provisions  for  its  payment  in  30 
years,  and  an  immediate  income  with  which  to  pay 
the  interest  and  the  cost  of  running. 

Supposing  the  whole  amount  required  to  purchase 
the  works  and  put  them  in  first-class  condition  should 
be  half  a million  dollars,  and  we  should  issue  bonds 
for  that  amount  at  4 per  cent.;  the  city  itself,  for  pub- 
lic purposes  alone,  is  today  paying  4 per  cent,  on 
nearly  half  that  amount,  and  practically  getting 
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nothing  for  it.  The  total  receipts  received  by  the 
water  company,  from  the  city  and  the  individual  citi- 
zens amount  to  over  $50,000  per  year,  which  is  equiva- 
lent to  5 per  cent,  on  more  than  a million  dollars,  and 
we  must  bear  in  mind  that  this  is  really  our  debt,  for 
the  citizens  of  Newburyport  are  obliged  to  pay  the 
interest  on  the  property  and  the  cost  of  running  the 
works,  whether  they  are  owned  by  the  city  or  the 
company;  only  by  the  city  owning  them,  the  money 
we  are  now  paying  as  a profit  to  the  company  will  be 
used  in  paying  the  principal  of  the  debt,  which  will 
be  reduced  a certain  amount  each  year  until  the 
whole  debt  is  finally  cancelled,  and  it  is  for  you  to  de- 
cide when  yo,u  cast  your  votes  as  to  whether  or  not 
you  will  purchase  the  works,  which  you  prefer. 

I have  heard  one  man  advocate  that  being  allowed 
to  vote  upon’  this  question  as  often  as  we  wished,  it 
would  be  better  to  wait  until  the  contract  expires  and 
then  see  what  we  can  do.  Certainly  no  man  of  ordi- 
nary business  capacity  would  advocate  such  a course. 
In  the  first  place,  even  if  we  should  wait  until  then, 
here  would  be  no  more  probability  of  our  obtaining 
a separate  charter  without  first  purchasing  these 
works  than  there  is  at  the  present  time.  Then  again 
if  we  do  not  purchase  now,  the  water  company  will 
apply  to  the  next  Legislature  for  an  act  to  enable 
them  to  acquire  an  additional  supply  of  water,  and  we 
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should  have  no  just  grounds  for  opposing  them.  Ob- 
taining that,  they  would  proceed  to  reconstruct  the 
works  for  they  realize  that  it  must  be  done.  Now  we 
can  go  before  the  commission  and  prove  that  there  is* 
not  a sufficient  supply  of  water.  We  can  also  prove 
that  the  works  will  have  to  be  rebuilt  to  comply  with 
the  city’s  needs,  and  we  have  the  action  of  the  under- 
writers to  that  effect.  If  we  wait,  the  situation  will 
be  altogether  different,  then  they  will  have  plenty  of 
water,  and  comparatively  a first-class  plant,  and  for 
every  dollar  they  expend,  we  shall  probably  be  ob- 
liged to  pay  them  two. 

If  you  should  vote  to  purchase,  I shall  try  my  best 
to  have  the  city  and  the  company  agree  upon  the 
price,  and  any  effort  made  in  that  direction,  I feel 
sure  will  receive  the  assistance  of  many  stockholders 
in  the  water  company  who  do  not  approve  of  the  un- 
just treatment  the  city  has  been  subjected  to. 

If  we  fail  to  make  terms,  then  I shall  do  all  in  my 
power  before  the  commission  to  have  the  city  get  the 
property  at  the  lowest  possible  price.  As  to  what  the 
price  will  be  it  would  be  useless  for  any  one  to  state, 
as  it  would  be  simply  guess-work,  but  I cannot  see 
how,  under  the  present  bill,  the  commission  ap- 
pointed by  the  court  can  oblige  the  city  to  pay  any 
exorbitant  price,  nor  do  I believe  they  will  do  so. 

And  now,  fellow  citizens,  I have  tried  in  this  in- 
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formal  manner  to  place  before  you  the  facts  bearing 
upon  this  important  question,  and  in  closing  I would 
again  urge  upon  you  the  necessity  of  improving  the 
present  opportunity  for  obtaining  control  of  the  water 
works  and  thus  relieving  the  city  of  a disagreeable 
and  burdensome  incumbrance,  which  is  an  injury  to 
the  manufacturing  industries  of  our  city  and  a con- 
tinual menance  to  the  health  of  the  community.

No  striking  events  are  narrated  in  its  pages,  which  are 
necessarily  of  much  the  same  nature  as  those  of  previous  years. 
The  customary  statistics,  the  various  changes  that  have  occurred 
in  the  corps  of  teachers,  with  comments  upon  the  conditions 
and  needs  of  the  schools,  are  presented  for  your  consideration. 

The  year  closes  with  the  schools  generally  in  good  condition, 
and  with  a corps  of  teachers  certainly  not  inferior  to  those  of  any 
previous  year.  That  many  improvement  are  needed  still,  no  one 
can  deny,  yet,  on  the  whole,  there  has  been  a steady  advance  in 
methods  of  instruction,  in  discipline,  and  in  the  character  of  the 
work  done  by  the  pupils. 

I would  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  gratitude  for  the 
confidence  and  cordial  support  of  the  Board  in  the  discharge  of 
the  duties  of  this  office.

THE  HIGH  AND  PUTNAM  SCHOOLS. 


High  School. — E.  C.  Adams,  A.  M.,  Principal;  F.  H.  Tarr,  Sara  A.

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  corps  of  teachers  in  the 
High  school  during  the  year.  The  conditions  have  therefore 
been  favorable  to  good  work,  and  highly  satisfactory  results  have 
been  secured.  Other  things  being  equal,  the  best  work  is  done 
where  teachers  have  become  thoroughly  acquainted  with  their 
positions;  consequently  wre  believe  that  competent,  well  trained 
teachers  should  be  engaged  and  then  retained,  provided  this  can 
be  done  on  reasonable  terms.  It  is  therefore  to  be  regretted  that 
Mr.  Tarr  and  Miss  Pierce  tendered  their  resignations,  to  take 
effect  at  the  close  of  the  school  year.  Mr.  Tarr  is  to  enter  upon 
the  study  of  law,  while  Miss  Pierce  has  accepted  a more  lucrative 
position  in  the  Rogers  Hall  school  at  Lowell.  Both  of  these 
teachers  proved  themselves  industrious,  conscientious,  and  efficient 
workers.  Mr.  Harlan  S.  Stone  and  Miss  Ida  M.  Wallace  have 
been  elected  to  fill  the  vacancies.  Mr.  Stone  was  graduated  from 
Amherst  in  1894,  and  comes  highly  recommended  as  a scholar, 
especially  in  the  branches  which  he  is  to  teach.  Miss  Wallace, 
who  was  graduated  from  Wellesley  in  1891,  has  taught  three 
years  and  established  a good  reputation  as  a teacher. 

The  Toppan  prize  for  excellence  in  Civil  Government  was 
awarded  to  Miss  Blanche  Prime.  The  committee  of  award  con- 
sisted of  Mr.  Henry  B.  Little  and  Rev.  John  W.  Dodge. 

The  penmanship  prizes,  given  by  William  II.  Swasey,  Esq., 
were  awarded  by  Messrs.  Frank  Alley  and  George  P.  Tilton  to 
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Walter  S.  Binley  and  Edward  S.  Underwood,  both  members  of 
the  second  class.  The  first  prize  was  six  dollars  expended  in 
books,  and  the  second,  four  dollars  expended  in  the  same  way. 

Miss  Ethel  M.  Howard  was  awarded  the  prize  for  excellence 
in  Mathematics.  It  will  be  remembered  that  this  prize,  ten 
dollars’  worth  of  books,  was  to  be  given  to  the  member  of  the 
graduating  class  who  had  maintained  during  the  four  years’ 
course,  the  highest  standing  in  Mathematics. 

Careful  observation  during  the  year  has  failed  to  reveal 
to  the  teachers  in  the  High  school  any  bad  results  growing- 
out  of  the  contests  for  these  prizes.  On  the  contrary,  a healthful 
enthusiasm  was  awakened. 

During  the  last  eight  or  nine  years  a very  large  number  of 
the  graduates  of  the  High  and  Putnam  schools  have  continued 
their  work  in  higher  institutions  of  learning.  It  may  be  interest- 
ing to  note  that  at  the  present  time  there  are  three  in  Harvard 
University,  one  in  Radcliffe,  two  in  Amherst,  one  in  Yale,  one  in 
Boston  Law  school,  one  in  Harvard  Medical  school,  five  in 
Wellesley,  one  in  Smith,  while  in  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of 
Technology  alone  there  are,  not  including  the  three  who  were 
graduated  in  May,  more  than  twenty  students  from  the  High  and 
Putnam  schools,  nine  of  whom  entered  last  June. 

In  considering  the  character  of  the  work  done  in  our  schools, 
it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  requirements  for  admission  to 
the  colleges  and  scientific  institutions  have  in  nearly  every 
instance  been  increased  within  the  last  ten  years.  This  has 
called  for  additional  work  in  the  High  school. 

Three  months  before  the  close  of  the  year,  the  rules  relating 
to  the  school  were  so  changed  as  to  allow  one  session  during  the 
rest  of  the  year.  This  was  a period  of  trial,  at  the  end  of  wrhich 
the  parents  and  guardians  of  the  pupils  in  the  schools  were 
requested  to  express  their  opinion  as  to  the  desirability  of  contin- 
uing the  change.  The  consensus  of  their  opinion  was  very 
strongly  in  favor  of  one  session.  Later  the  change  was  made 
permanent  by  a vote  of  the  Committee.  The  session  now7  opens 
at  half-past  eight  and  closes  at  half-past  one. 

On  four  days  in  the  week,  when  deemed  desirable  by  the 
Principal,  there  is  a second  session  in  charge  of  one  teacher,  from

three  until  half-past  four  in  the  afternoon.  This  feature  of  the 
arrangement,  which  has  worked  admirably,  is  worthy  of  notice. 

It  affords  an  excellent  opportunity  for  disciplining  pupils  whose 
conduct  or  work  is  not  satisfactory,  and  for  helping  those  who 
need  personal  assistance  from  the  teacher.  This  we  believe  a far 
preferable  plan  to  that  of  keeping  pupils  after  school  at  the  close 
of  an  afternoon  session,  when  both  pupil  and  teacher  are  worn 
with  the  day's  work. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  a new  course  of  study  was  put 
into  operation.  It  is  too  early  to  conclude  how  successful  it  will 
prove,  as  two  years,  at  least,  must  elapse  before  its  full  influence  / 
will  be  felt.  The  aim  has  been  to  make  a course  that  will  be 
symmetrical  and  give  the  pupil  a well-rounded  training.  This 
course  is  so  arranged  that  subjects  are  taken  up  and  developed 
through  the  four  years  instead  of  being  taken  up  for  a few  months 
and  then  dropped  to  give  place  to  something  else. 

The  boy  or  girl  who  now  enters  the  school  is  at  once  intro- 
duced to  natural  science  in  the  laboratory.  He  has  no  text  book 
with  which  to  narrow  his  vision,  but  he  at  once  becomes  an 
observer  and  notes  his  own  observations  instead  of  reading  those 
of  another.  The  second  year,  when  he  is  prepared  to  comprehend 
the  description  of  an  experiment,  the  book  is  placed  in  his  hand, 
though  he  still  spends  a large  part  of  the  recitation  periods  at  the 
experiment  table.  Could  some  simple  science  work  be  begun  in 
the  lower  schools,  we  believe  that  the  results  would  be  surprising, 
and  that  many  a dull  boy  would  be  dull  no  longer.  This  would 
be  of  special  advantage  to  the  pupil  who  closes  his  school  course 
at  the  Grammar  school. 

The  work  in  English  and  History  is  arranged  on  the  same 
general  plan.  It  begins  with  simple  work  in  the  first  year  and 
expands  through  the  course.  At  every  point  the  object  in  view 
is  not  merely  to  train  the  memory,  but  to  develop  the  reason  and 
judgment  and  to  cultivate  proper  feeling  and  correct  taste.  Such 
work  is  more  than  intellectual,  it  is  moral. 

Time  and  experience  will  doubtless  suggest  many  modifica- 
tions, but  we  believe  the  new  scheme  far  in  advance  of  the  old

GRAMMAR  SCHOOLS. 


The  past  year  has,  as  usual,  brought  changes  in  the  corps  of 
teachers  in  our  grammar  schools. 

Miss  Mabel  Sanborn,  who  had  tmight  the  seventh  grade  of 
the  Kelley  school  for  one  year,  resigned  her  position.  Miss  San- 
born was  a faithful  and  conscientious  teacher.  Previous  to  taking 
charge  of  this  room,  she  had  served  as  principal  of  the  Moulton- 
ville  school.  In  both  positions  she  had  won  the  respect  and 
esteem  of  all  who  were  associated  with  her.  The  Committee  on 
Grammar  schools,  after  careful  consideration  of  the  merits  of 
many  applicants,  selected  Miss  Laura  F.  Wetmore,  of  Essex,  for 
the  position  made  vacant  by  Miss  Sanborn’s  resignation.  Miss 
Wetmore  had  had  a successful  experience  and  was  one  of  a family 
of  teachers.  So  far  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  a wise  choice 
has  been  made. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  school  year,  Miss  Susie  B. 
Lowell,  first  assistant  in  the  Bromfield  Street  school,  decided  to 
relinquish  teaching  Her  resignation  was  accepted  with  regret. 
By  many  years  of  faithful  work  she  had  endeared  herself  to 
children  and  parents,  and  secured  public  confidence  and  respect. 
Miss  Abbie  L.  Frost  was  promoted  from  the  room  below  to  the 
vacant  position. 

Miss  Grace  G.  Rogers,  first  assistant  iii  the  Jackman  school, 
concluded,  at  the  end  of  the  summer  term,  to  sever  her  connection 
with  the  public  schools.  Miss  Rogers’  resignation  was  a loss  to 
the  schools  as  she  had  handled  a difficult  room  with  energy  and 
ability.  Miss  Anna  M.  Lamprey  was  promoted  from  the  room 
below  to  fill  the  vacancy,  but  owing  to  ill  health  was  unable  to 
assume  the  duties  of  the  position  until  October,  during  which 
interval  Miss  Rogers  was  prevailed  upon  to  remain. 
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In  the  other  grammar  schools  no  change  has  occurred  among 
the  teachers,  who  are,  as  a whole,  able  and  efficient.  It  is 
difficult  to  procure  grammar  school  teachers  who  are  desirable 
and  satisfactory  for  the  salaries  paid  here.  We  have  no  training 
school  for  them,  and  are  compelled  to  take  much  care  in  their 
selection,  with  the  chances  strongly  against  us.  Consequently  it 
is  a matter  of  congratulation  that  some  of  the  most  difficult  rooms 
to  manage  in  the  city  have  been  supplied  with  teachers  who  seem 
fully  equal  to  their  positions. 

A brief  glance  at  the  work  of  these  schools  may  be  made 
here.  In  none  of  them  has  that  process  of  enriching  the  course 
now  advocated  so  strongly  been  attempted  as  yet.  None  of  the 
ancient  or  modern  languages  have  as  yet  been  introduced  ; neither 
has  algebra,  physics  or  geometry  been  taught.  As  no  special 
teachers  are  employed  in  any  of  our  schools,  it  has  seemed  that 
the  present  course  contained  as  many  subjects  as  one  teacher 
could  well  handle  satisfactorily. 

The  branches  now  taught  in  the  grammar  schools  are 
arithmetic,  language,  reading,  spelling,  geography,  history,  book- 
keeping, drawing,  civil  government  and  physiology;  very  little 
of  the  latter.  There  are  also  physical  exercises  and  singing  to 
some  extent. 

In  arithmetic  our  schools  have  always  maintained  a high 
rank.  It  has  frequently  been  noticed  that  pupils  coming  here 
from  other  cities  would  be  behind  the  grades  here  in  this  branch- 
For  some  time  past  modern  educational  authorities  have  been 
almost  unanimous  in  their  efforts  to  eliminate  from  the  grammar 
schools  many  of  the  more  difficult  subjects  in  this  study,  such  as 
equation  of  payments,  annual  interest,  problems  in  interest, 
denominate  numbers  to  a great  extent,  and  many  others  formerly 
required.  Our  own  teachers  have  been  encouraged  to  take  more 
pains  to  thoroughly  drill  their  pupils  upon  the  elementary 
principles,  to  work  for  accuracy  and  readiness  in  the  fundamental 
rules,  and  spend  less  time  on  the  long  and  difficult  problems  than 
was  formerly  the  practice. 

In  history,  the  memorizing  of  dates,  unimportant  facts,  and 
details  of  battles  with  their  killed  and  wounded,  has  given  place 
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to  the  study  of  the  growth  and  development  of  the  nation,  and 
those  great  social,  political  and  economic  questions  which  have 
marked  the  different  periods.  While  there  are  necessarily  some 
dates  made  forever  memorable  by  events  connected  with  them, 
which  every  pupil  should  know,  they  are  so  few  that  but  little 
time  is  needed  to  fix  them  in  the  memory.  Mr.  Parton,  whose 
familiarity  with  American  history  made  him  a most  valuable 
authority,  considered  the  following  as  about  all  that  should  be 
committed  to  memory  : —

In  geography  a change  to  more  topical  methods  of  teaching 
is  desirable.  In  order  to  facilitate  this  work  a change  in  the 
course  laid  down  will  soon  be  presented.  Still  topical  methods 
of  teaching  depend  more  upon  the  skill  and  ability  of  the  teacher 
than  upon  any  printed  course  of  study. 
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In  reading  the  grammar  schools  are  not  as  proficient  and  well 
trained  as  in  other  branches.  There  are  a few  exceptions,  how- 
ever, where  the  children  read  with  care,  accuracy  and  good  ex- 
pression. I understand  that  this  complaint  is  not  peculiar  to  this 
city,  but  is  also  common  to  many  other  places.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  the  present  year  may  show  great  improvement  in  this  branch 
of  school  work.  The  committee  have  recently  introduced  into 
every  grammar  school  room  selections  Lorn  the  best  authors, 
hoping  thereby  not  only  to  improve  the  reading,  but  also  to  de- 
velop a taste  for  good  literature.  Among  the  authors  whose 
works  are  thus  placed  before  the  children  in  the  schools  are 
Holmes,  Longfellow,  Hawthorne,  Whittier,  Scott  and  others. 

Spelling  is  generally  well  taught.  In  language  the  improve- 
ment has  been  most  marked,  the  papers  handed  in,  especially  from 
the  rooms  of  the  principals,  are  generally  excellent.  In  fact,  the 
change  from  mainly  technical  grammar  to  practical  language 
work  has  been  productive  of  admirable  results  in  written  work. 
The  improvement  in  oral  language  has  not  been  so  great,  although 
noticeable  in  some  schools.  The  old  definition  of  grammar  that 
it  taught  us  to  speak  and  write  the  English  language  correctly, 
was  quite  ludicrous  when  compared  with  the  actual  results.  It  is 
very  doubtful  if  better  papers,  so  far  as  correct  language  and  good 
penmanship  are  concerned,  would  be  secured  at  high  schools  or 
colleges  than  many  of  those  from  the  upper  rooms  of  our  gram- 
mar schools. 

The  improvements  that  have  been  made  in  the  work  of  these 
schools  make  it  now  advisable  to  consider  what  further  changes 
in  the  course  of  study  can  be  profitably  introduced.  The  present 
course  was  adopted  by  the  board  in  1890.  It  was  the  best  that 
the  schools  were  then  prepared  to  undertake.  In  many  respects 
it  has  proved  beneficial  and  has  now  brought  the  schools  into  a 
condition  that  renders  them  capable  of  making  some  advances  that 
would  not  at  that  time  have  been  practicable.

PRIMARY  SCHOOLS. 


There  have  been  several  changes  of  teachers  in  the  primary 
schools.  At  the  Bromfield  school,  Miss  Frost  having  been 
advanced  to  the  grammar  department,  Miss  Elizabeth  Iloxie  was 
promoted  from  the  lowrest  room  to  the  room  formerly  in  charge  of 
Miss  Frost.  The  vacancy  existing  in  the  third  assistant’s  room, 
was  filled  by  'he  appointment  of  Miss  Alice  A.  Bartlett,  a giadu- 
ate  of  the  Training  school. 

In  the  Jackman  School,  the  vacancy  caused  in  the  second 
assistant’s  room,  by  t lie  transfer  of  Miss  Lamprey  to  the  grammar 
department,  was  filled  by  promoting  Miss  Josie  W.  Kimball  from 
the  room  below.  Miss  Kimball’s  place  was  filled  by  the  election 
of  Miss  Lillian  Hamilton  as  third  assistant. 

Miss  Florence  A.  True,  teacher  of  the  first  grade  in  the 
Ashland  street  Ward  room,  having  resigned  on  account  of  ill 
health,  Miss  Julia  J.  Hubbard  was  chosen  as  her  successor. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  summer  term  the  number  of 
pupils  in  the  lover  room  of  the  Congress  Street  school  having 
increased  beyond  the  capacity  of  the  room,  relief  became 
necessary.  An  appeal  was  made  to  the  Committee  on  Public 
Property,  who  put  the  Ward  room  in  suitable  condition  for 
occupancy  and  supplied  nice  new  desks.  Miss  Charlotte  Dickins, 
a recent  graduate  of  the  Training  school,  was  placed  in  charge, 
so  that  there  is  now  a very  comfortable  school  room  and  an 
excellent  little  school.  Whether  this  is  a permanent  arrangement 
depends  of  course  upon  the  number  of  pupils.  If  it  should  be 
discontinued,  the  desks  can  be  used  for  the  new  school  building 
on  Oakland  street,  if  that  should  be  built. 

There  are  now  seventeen  teachers  having  primary  grades 
only,  with  two  more  having  partly  primary  and  partly  grammar 
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classes.  In  the  Training  school  there  are  four  rooms  under  the 
supervision  of  the  principal,  making  twenty  rooms  wholly  devoted 
to  primary  work.  In  some  of  these  rooms  there  are  two  grades ; 
in  some,  four  ; while  in  a few  there  is  only  one  grade  to  a teacher. 
This  want  of  uniformity  is  caused  by  the  location  of  the  school 
buildings  and  the  shape  of  the  city.  It  would  be  better  if  there 
was  an  opportunity  to  secure  some  uniform  arrangement. 

Teachers  having  the  first  grade  should  have  no  other,  and  in 
no  school  should  there  be  more  than  two  grades  to  a room.  To 
obtain  good  results  not  more  than  thirty  pupils  of  the  first  grade 
should  be  assigned  to  one  teacher,  and  never  more  than  forty  of 
any  grade  should  be  in  the  same  room.  Notwithstanding  these 
differences  there  is  much  good  work  accomplished,  and  some  of 
the  best  where  the  difficulties  are  greatest. 

One  practice  common  with  most  of  our  primary  teachers  has 
greatly  contributed  to  their  success  and  that  is  the  habit  of  pre- 
paring their  work  previous  to  each  session.  Teachers  who  do 
this,  have  clearly  in  their  minds  what  they  wish  to  teach  and  know 
how  they  intend  to  present  the  subject  to  the  pupil.  There  is  a 
life  and  freshness  in  such  methods  that  no  teaching  from  the 
book  can  ever  give. 

There  are  other  influences  which  at  the  present  time  are  help- 
ing to  improve  both  the  teachers  and  the  schools,  among  these 
should  be  mentioned  professional  reading  and  visiting  other 
schools.  As  to  professional  reading,  the  sources  of  information 
are  more  numerous  and  valuable  than  ever  before.  I believe 
most  of  the  teachers  subscribe  to  one  and  some  to  several  educa- 
tional works.  By  visiting  schools  many  valuable  methods  of 
teachers  have  been  observed,  and  if  these  visits  are  made  in  the 
right  spirit  and  with  the  right  purpose  in  view,  as  I think  they 
generally  are,  they  cannot  fail  to  be  productive  of  increased  inter- 
est and  improved  teaching. 

While  many  improvements  are  still  desirable,  both  in  disci- 
pline and  in  scholarship,  as  a whole,  the  work  done  is  systematic 
and  thorough.  The  reading  of  the  primary  scholars  is  generally 
very  much  better  than  in  former  days.  The  hesitating,  stilted 
style  formerly  characteristic  of  primary  reading  has  largely  disap- 
peared and  lively  natural  expression  has  generally  taken  its  place.

TRAINING  SCHOOL. 


This  school  continues  in  charge  of  Miss  Frances  W.  Richards. 
The  past  year  has  been  a successful  and  prosperous  one.  Besides 
the  regular  work  of  the  school  it  has  furnished  many  substitutes, 
in  fact  the  pupil  teachers  are  all  we  can  now  call  upon  in  case  of 
sickness  or  absence  of  the  regular  teachers  in  any  school.  In 
several  instances  they  have  taken  charge  of  grammar  schools 
successfully. 

In  February,  1894,  a class  of  seven  was  graduated,  consisting 
of  Alice  Bartlett,  Alice  Hatch,  Lillian  Buckley,  Charlotte  Dickins, 
Julia  Hubbard,  Emily  Smith  and  Lillian  Hamilton. 

The  exercises  were  held  in  one  of  the- rooms  of  the  Training 
school  in  the  Kelley  building.  Some  teaching  exercises,  to  illus- 
trate methods,  were  given  by  the  graduates,  followed  by  the 
presentation  of  diplomas  by  the  superintendent,  and  remarks  by 
the  committee  present.  The  class  has  been  quite  successful  and 
all  of  its  members  are  now  teaching.  Lillian  Hamilton  was 
retained  in  the  school  until  the  close  of  the  year,  as  an  assistant, 
as  there  was  no  senior  class. 

In  September,  1894,  the  Training  school  opened  with  thirteen 
pupil  teachers ; seven  in  the  senior  class,  two  in  the  middle  and 
four  in  the  junior  class ; two  of  the  middle  class,  notwithstanding 
their  promise  to  complete  the  course,  having  left  to  take  positions 
as  teachers ; one  in  Ipswich  and  one  in  New  Hampshire. 

Three  young  ladies  having  been  prevented  by  sickness  from 
completing  the  course,  the  present  school  consists  of  seven  seniors  : 
Mary  Greenleaf,  Mary  Colby,  Lillian  Goodwin,  Alice  Hopkinson, 
Eleanor  Robinson,  Nora  Whittier  and  Hattie  Baxter;  one  of  the 
middle  class,  Caroline  Hardy;  three  of  the  junior  class,  Ella 
Richardson,  Bessie  Pike  and  Charlotte  Holmes.  All  but  three  of 
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these  are  residents  of  Newburyport.  Merrimac  sends  two  and 
Salisbury  one. 

Since  the  opening  of  the  school  in  September,  1889,  twenty- 
live  pupil  teachers  have  graduated  ; of  these,  twenty-two  are  now 
teaching.

EVENING  SCHOOLS. 

| 


The  evening  schools  have  not  varied  in  general  characteristics 
from  those  of  the  last  six  or  eight  years.  They  consisted  mainly 
of  the  illiterate  class  of  minors,  who,  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Statutes,  are  compelled  to  attend  seventy  per  cent,  of  the  sessions, 
and  a few  others  whose  attendance  was  voluntary. 

The  Committee  on  Evening  schools  were  liberal  in  supplying 
an  ample  corps  of  teachers,  so  that  no  pupils  suffered  from  lack  of 
attention,  and  it  is  a matter  of  regret  that  so  small  a proportion 
of  the  school  Avas  composed  of  those  who  are  voluntary  attendants. 

, The  progress  of  this  class  is  frequently  remarkable  : the  teachers 
take  great  interest  in  them. 

The  studies  pursued  are  chiefly  reading,  writing  and  arith- 
metic ; much  of  the  time  being  devoted  to  reading,  especially  with 
the  beginners.

SCHOOL  BUILDINGS. 


While  the  financial  condition  of  the  city  may  render  it  im- 
possible to  supply  such  schoolhouses  as  are  needed,  it  is  well  for 
the  public  to  be  fully  aware  of  our  condition  in  this  respect. 
One  of  the  first  impressions  produced  in  visiting  the  schools  of 
neighboring  cities  is  the  excellence  of  their  school  buildings. 

Many  of  them  have  been  built  in  recent  years.  They  have 
broad  hallways,  stairs  easy  of  ascent,  spacious  rooms,  light  and 
well  ventilated,  and  are  equipped  with  good  systems  of  heating 
and  ventilation.  They  are  furnished  with  many  useful  things  for 
the  health  and  comfort  of  pupil  and  teachers. 


NEW  SCHOOL  BUILDING. 


At  a meeting  of  the  School  Board  in  September  a committee 
was  appointed  to  confer  with  the  City  Government  and  request 
that  a new  school  building  be  erected  in  the  vicinity  of  Oakland 
and  Jackson  streets.  Every  new  school  year  opens  with  a large 
surplus  of  pupils  in  some  of  the  rooms  of  the  city.  Much  dissat- 
isfaction and  inconvenience  are  caused  in  the  best  intentioned 
efforts  to  remedy  this  difficulty  by  transferring  children  to  other 
schools.  Newburyport  is  long  and  narrow,  so  that  surplus  room 
at  one  end  of  the  city  does  not  relieve  crowded  rooms  at  the

other.  There  seems  to  be  only  one  location  where  a new  build- 
ing could  be  made  to  relieve  a congested  condition  in  any  part 
of  the  city. 

[From  the  Annual  Report  for  1891.] 

One  of  the  most  pressing  needs  is  that  for  a new  school 
house  in  the  vicinity  of  Oakland  or  Jackson  street.  Every  year 
great  difficulty  is  experienced  in  finding  accommodations  for 
pupils  entering  the  grammar  grades,  while  some  of  the  primary 
grades  are  in  temporary  and  unsuitable  quarters. 

A building  that  would  relieve  the  Kelley  school  would  enable 
the  schools  below  State  street,  when  over-crowded,  to  send  their 
surplus  to  the  Kelley.  It  could  also  take  enough  children  from 
the  Ashland  street  schools  to  dispense  with  the  ward  room,  which 
at  best  is  only  fit  for  temporary  accommodation. 

Every  year  in  one  room  of  the  Congress  street  school  we 
find,  in  the  summer,  between  fifty  and  sixty  children,  when  there 
is  suitable  accommodation  for  only  forty.  This  excess  could  also 
be  provided  against  by  a new  school  house  in  the  above  named 
locality. 

The  only  building  now  available  for  relief  of  these  over- 
crowded rooms  is  the  lower  story  of  the  Temple  street  school 
house,  but  to  the  use  of  this  there  are  various  objections.  The 
scholars  would  be  taken  from  the  near  vicinity  of  the  Kelley 
school,  those  who  belong  by  their  residence  to  that  school. 
They  would  go  from  a pleasant,  attractive  building  in  their  own 
district,  to  one  in  another  district,  gloomy,  and  poorly  fitted  in 
every  way.  Moreover,  such  an  arrangement  would  only  relieve 
the  grammar  grades.  The  lack  of  accommodation  for  those  in 
the  ward  room  and  Congress  street  schools  would  still  remain. 


SCHOOL  BUILDINGS. 
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PHYSICAL  EXERCISES. 


Next  in  importance  to  good  character  is  a sound  and  healthy 
body.  For  several  years  physical  exercises  have  been  required 
]n  the  primary  and  grammar  schools.  Properly  conducted  these 
are  of  great  value  to  the  pupil,  and  to  the  school.  They  give  to 
the  child  an  erect  and  easy  carriage  and  that  buoyancy  of  spirit 
that  makes  physical  or  mental  exertion  a pleasure  and  life  a joy. 
The  school  where  such  exercises  are  well  done  is  usually  quiet, 
orderly  and  industrious,  while  the  necessary  movements  of  the 
pupils  are  made  with  grace  and  precision. 

The  prompt  obedience  in  performing  these  exercises  is  un- 
consciously carried  into  the  other  work  of  the  school. 

The  system  of  exercises  used  in  our  schools  is,  as  far  as  our 
teachers  understand  it,  the  Swedish.  In  a few  schools  these  ex- 
ercises are  admirably  performed.  Their  effects  are  plainly  seen 
in  the  better  bearing  of  the  pupils,  their  habit  of  standing  and 
sitting  erect,  and  an  improved  physique. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  all  teachers  are  not  sufficiently 
familiar  with  this  system  to  obtain  the  same  beneficial  results,  or 
that  any  parent  should  wish  his  children  excused  from  what 
should  be  the  most  valuable  part  of  their  school  training. 

The  following  extract  from  the  school  report  of  another  city 
well  expresses  the  value  of  this  system: 

“ The  Swedish  System  of  Educational  Gymnastics  was  intro- 
duced into  our  schools  in  February,  1893.  The  system  requires 
that  special  attention  be  paid  to  the  position  of  pupils  in  their 
eats  and  in  standing  and  walking.  A part  of  every  lesson  is  an 
xercise  in  full,  deep  breathing,  which  tends  to  chest  expansion. 
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The  principal  objects  are  the  symmetrical  development  of  all 
parts  of  the  body,  the  preservation  of  the  general  health  of  the 
children  through  increased  bodily  energy  and  muscular  activity, 
the  cultivation  of  ease  and  grace  in  movement,  and  increased  selb 
control  through  control  of  the  organs  of  the  body  in  physical 
action. 

The  drill  in  physical  exercise  is  regular,  being  a part  of  the 
daily  program.  The  results  of  the  work  during  a period  less 
than  two  years  are  very  noticeable,  the  graceful  poise  of  the 
head,  the  improved  bodily  carriage  and  easy  action  becoming 
general  among  a larger  number  of  our  pupils,  as  well  as  the 
gradual  disappearance  of  the  thin,  flat  chests,  round  shoulders 
and  stooping  figures.  The  discipline  is  of  higher  grade  and  more 
easily  obtained.  The  intellectual  activity  of  the  pupils  is  greater 
and  of  a better  quality.  We  have  good  reason  for  congratula- 
tion upon  the  results  attending  this  important  branch  of  our 
school  work.” 


FREE  TEXT  BOOKS. 


The  law  which  requires  cities  and  towns  to  furnish  text 
books  and  supplies  to  pupils  attending  the  public  schools  is  gener- 
ally considered  a wise  one.  Under  this  law  the  cost  of  books  is 
very  much  lessened,  while  there  is  no  delay  caused  by  children’s 
failing  to  have  them  in  season.  Notwithstanding  the  popularity 
and  success  of  this  law  it  is  far  from  being  wholly  satisfactory. 
There  are,  undoubtedly,  many  minor  diseases,  against  which 
no  precautions  are  taken,  that  may  be  disseminated  by  books. 
If  it  were  possible  to  have  books  used  only  by  one  pupil,  to  belong 
to  him  upon  his  leaving  school,  it  would  be  beneficial  in  more 
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ways  than  one.  In  after  life  many  people  would  be  pleased  to 
own  and  sometimes  refer  to  books  used  in  childhood.  Many 
parents  would  prefer  not  to  have  their  children  handle  and  use 
books  whose  antecedents  were  at  1*  ast  doubtful. 

The  chief  objection  to  such  an  arrangement  now  is  the  in- 
creased expense  that  would  be  incurred.  Still  such  a law  may 
yet  be  passed.  When  some  systematic' course  of  study  shall  be 
evolved  out  of  the  present  chaos  in  education,  it  may  be  possible 
to  determine  about  how  much  can  reasonably  be  required  in  each 
grade.  If  this  could  be  uniform,  or  nearly  so.  through  the  state, 
books  could  be  supplied  containing  about  a year’s  work,  the  cost 
of  which  would  be  so  small,  that  at  the  close  of  the  year  they 
could  belong  to  the  pupils  who  had  used  them,  without  probably 
greatly  increasing  the  present  expense  in  that  line. 

If  this  theory  is  sound,  all  really  needed  to  make  the  present 
law  highly  beneficial,  is  a uniform  course  of  study,  for  this  state, 
at  least,  with  books  published  in  grades,  to  belong  to  the  pupil  on 
his  leaving  school.

SCHOOL  ATTENDANCE. 


Particular  attention  is  called  to  the  law  recently  enacted  in 
regard  to  school  attendance.  It  was  formerly  practically  impos- 
sible to  secure  convictions  for  violations  of  the  old  law  requiring 
every  child  between  eight  and  fourteen  years  of  age  to  attend 
school  not  less  than  thirty  weeks  of  each  school  year.  It  was 
necessary  to  wait  till  near  the  close  of  the  year  before  a prosecu- 
tion could  be  made,  and  as  there  was  only  one  offence  for  each 
school  year  the  law  was  of  little  practical  use 

Under  the  present  law  two  weeks’  absence  is  all  that  is 
allowed.  When  the  school  commences  in  September  every  five 
consecutive  days’  absence  beyond  these  two  weeks  is  a violation 
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or  the  law,  for  which  the  parentis  liable  to  a fine.  All  reasonable 
allowance  is  made  for  sickness,  etc.  But  this  law  enables  school 
authorities  to  hold  parents  responsible  who  through  wilfulness  or 
negligence  deprive  their  children  of  an  education. 

There  are  few  such  parents  in  this  city,  but  there  are  some, 
and  they  should,  after  a reasonable  warning,  be  brought  before 
the  court.  This  should  be  done  in  justice  to  the  children  and  to 
the  community. 

It  would  be  well  if  there  was  also  some  way  to  secure 
punctuality.  The  ill  effects  of  tardiness  upon  the  child  and  upon 
the  school  are  greater  than  are  imagined  by  parents. 

In  some  places  the  following  plan  has  been  tried  which  has 
been  very  successful  in  securing  punctuality: — In  every  room 
where  there  have  been  no  cases  of  tardiness  during  the  month, 
the  teacher  is  allowed  to  dismiss  her  pupils  one  hour  earlier  on 
the  last  half  day  of  the  month. 

This  is  not  only  an  incentive  to  the  pupils  themselves,  but  it 
also  brings  the  power  of  public  opinion  to  bear  upon  delinquents. 


ELEMENTARY  GRADES. 


Some  idea  of  the  importance  of  a good  elementary  education 
may  be  obtained  by  a glance  at  the  comparative  membership  in 


the  different  grades  of  the  public  schools.  Taking  the  numbers 
belonging  to  the  several  grades  in  December,  1893,  we  find  as 
follows : 

First  grade,  lowest  primary 214 

Second  grade 214 

Third  grade 200 

Fourth  grade 193 

Fifth  grade,  lowest  grammar 176 

Sixth  grade 163 
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Seventh  grade 145

To  be  just  it  would  be  better  to  take  the  second  year  of  the 
primary  course  as  a basis  of  comparison,  rather  than  the  first,  as 
quite  a number  of  the  first  came  in  the  latter  part  of  the  previous 
school  year  and  were  left  over. 

Taking  the  number  of  members  of  the  second  grade  as  100 
per  cent,  we  find  the  following  result :

Fourth  year 90  per  cent 

Fifth  year 82  per  cent 

Sixth  year 78  per  cent 

Seventh  year 68  per  cent

Fourth  year 13^  per  cent 

This  shows  that  of  those  who  enter  the  primary  schools 
about  nine  out  of  ten  complete  the  primary  course,  and  about 
eight  out  of  ten  enter  the  grammar  school,  while  of  those  enter- 
ing the  primary  schools  about  one  in  three  completes  the  gram- 
mar course,  and  about  one  in  four  enters  the  high  school.  Of  those 
entering  the  primary  about  one  in  eight  completes  the  whole 
course  in  the  high  school.  Of  those  entering  the  grammar  school 
about  one  in  three  enters  the  high  school  and  one  in  six  com- 
pletes the  whole  course  of  that  school. 

It  is  shown  thus  that  three  out  of  four  of  our  public  school 
children  never  go  beyond  the  grammar  school. 
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This  view  should  not  allow  us  to  under-rate  the  value  or  im- 
portance of  higher  school  work,  but  it  should  lead  to  an  earnest 
consideration  of  our  duties  towards  those  pupils  whose  school  ed- 
ucation is  completed  so  early. 

Do  they  lose  instruction  of  any  kind  that  they  are  capable  of 
receiving,  or  that  they  will  in  future  need  for  their  own  benefit 
or  for  the  benefit  of  the  state  of  which  they  will  soon  be  active 
members  ? Or,  are  there  any  obstacles  to  successful  work  in  the 
lower  schools  ?

TRUANT  OFFICER’S  REPORT. 


Newburyport,  Mass.,  Dec.  29,  1894. 

To  the  School  Committee  : 

Gentlemen: — I herewith  submit  my  annual  report  for  the 
school  year  ending  June  30,  1894  : 

Inspection  of  factories  and  work  shops:  I have  visited  all 
of  the  manufactories  at  least  once  a month,  examined  certificates, 
and  caused  those  children  to  be  discharged  who  were  not  entitled 
to  work.  The  foremen  of  the  various  factories  and  work  shops 
have  co-operated  with  the  truant  officer  in  the  enforcement  of  the 
law  with  good  results,  consequently  this  year  will  compare  favor- 
ably with  previous  years.  As  compared  with  previous  years, 
truancy  during  the  past  year  has  been  considerably  diminished. 
The  attendance  of  children  at  school  has  not  been  quite  up  to  the 
standard  of  former  years,  owing  to  unnecessary  absenteeism,  on 
account  of  negligence  of  parents  and  guardians. 

I most  respectfully  recommend  to  the  school  committee  the 
prosecution  of  those  families  who  do  not  comply  with  the  law  of 
1894  relating  to  school  attendance  of  children.  The  accompany- 
ing table  of  statistics  will  show  the  work  done  for  the  year.

INAUGURAL  ADDRESS 

Hon.  Orrin  J.  Gurney, 

DELIVERED  JANUARY  7,  1895. 


Gentlemen  of  the  City  Council: 

It  becomes  my  privilege  to  be  the  first,  among 
the  long  list  of  honored  mayors  of  this  good  old  city, 
who  has  been  permitted  to  deliver  a fourth  consecu- 
tive inaugural  address,  and  as  I realize  the  full  extent 
of  this  unusual  honor  that  has  been  conferred  upon 
me,  I am  unable  to  find  suitable  language  in  which 
to  express  my  feelings  of  gratitude  to  the  citizens  of 
Newbury  port.  I can  only  say  that  I fully  appreciate 
this  kind  mark  of  their  esteem  and  from  my  heart 
thank  them  for  their  confidence. 

It  has  been  a great  victory,  not  of  one  man  over 
another,  but  a glorious  victory  of  the  people  over  the 
Tammany  of  our  city;  it  was  a grand  triumph  of 
right  over  wrong,  and  I derive  great  satisfaction 
from  the  knowledge  that  while  I have  been  bitterly 
opposed  by  political  rings  and  cliques  I have  had 
the  hearty  support  of  the  citizens. 

During  the  three  years  that  I have  served  as 
the  chief  executive  of  my  native  city,  I have  always 
endeavored  to  be  the  mayor  of  the  people.  I have 
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known  no  party,  no  creed,  no  class.  The  poor  man 
has  been  treated  with  the  same  courtesy  as  the  rich 
man,  all  alike  have  been  to  me  as  citizens,  and  as 
such  entitled  to  respect. 

My  past  record  as  a public  official  is  open  to 
all;  it  will  bear  the  closest  inspection,  and  I feel 
that  you  will  pardon  me  for  saying  that  it  is  a 
record  no  man  need  be  ashamed  of. 

During  the  year  to  come  I shall  try  to  per- 
form my  duty  in  every  respect  by  endeavoring  at 
all  times  to  do  what  I believe  will  be  for  the  best 
interests  of  the  city  and  the  welfare  of  its  citizens; 
and  now,  gentlemen,  I ask  your  respectful  attention 
for  a brief  time  as  we  consider  the  condition  and 
some  of  the  needs  of  our  city.  First  in  order  will 
be  its  financial  condition. 


FINANCE. 

The  appropriations  for  the  year  1894  were  $176,- 
559;  the  income  from  various  sources,  $24,691.29, 
making  the  total  amount  available  for  carrying  on 
the  different  departments,  $201,250.29.  The  ex- 
penditures were  $223,425.21,  showing  an  overdraft 
for  the  year  of  $22,175.92.  There  is  something 
over  $3000  due  the  city  from  the  State  on  last 
year’s  account,  and  which  should  have  been  re- 
ceived, so  that  the  real  overdraft  is  about  $19,000, 
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accounted  for  in  the  following  manner:  Water  ques- 
tion, $5,480.95;  settlement  of  Leonard’s  case,  which 
has  been  pending  for  four  or  five  years,  $1 100.  Four 
other  claims  against  the  city  were  settled  at  a cost  of 
$525.  Five  thousand  dollars  was  paid  for  extra  work 
upon  the  highways  in  employing  needy  persons.  For 
this  purpose  other  cities  either  made  a special  appro- 
priation to  assist  them  or  helped  them  from  the  poor 
department.  We  thought  it  better  to  employ  such 
upon  the  roads,  even  though  the  work  was  not 
needed,  as  in  nearly  every  case  there  were  men  who 
would  never  have  applied  to  the  city  for  help  had  it 
not  been  to  keep  their  families  from  suffering.  The 
overdraft  of  1893  amounting  to  $7109  had  to  be  taken 
care  of.  While  there  was  an  appropriation  for  this 
sum,  if  there  had  been  no  overdraft  that  year  the  over- 
draft last  year  would  have  been  just  that  amount  less, 
as  it  would  have  been  added  to  the  appropriations  for 
other  departments  and  they  would  not  have  over- 
drawn to  the  extent  they  were  obliged  to. 

The  total  amount  of  the  items  above  referred  to 
is  $19,214.96,  so  you  will  readily  see  that  had  it  not 
been  for  these  unusual  expenditures  there  would 
have  been  no  overdraft  in  1894.  The  net  debt 
December  16,  1893,  was  $388,700.24;  December  15, 
1894,  $397,465.81;  increase  of  debt  for  1894, 

$8,675.57.  The  sewer  claim  against  the  city  was 
settled  last  year  at  an  expense  of  $10,854.87,  which 
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accounts  for  the  increase  in  the  debt,  there  being 
no  appropriation  for  that  purpose. 

The  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  the  city  railroad 
stock,  amounting  to  $74,000,  is  still  invested  in 
Boston  & Maine  stock,  which  is  now  on  a paying 
basis,  yielding  a few  hundred  dollars  more  to 
the  city  than  we  are  paying  for  interest  on  the  note, 
which  is  certainly  very  gratifying  when  we  consider 
it  was  costing  the  city  some  $2000  a year  to 
hold  the  city  railroad  stock  before  the  trade  was 
made. 

Those  who  were  so  eager  one  year  ago  to 
criticise  my  management  of  that  business  .are  now 
silent,  having  just  begun  to  realize  that  they  did  not 
know  quite  as  much  as  they  supposed.  They  were 
at  that  time  crying  loudly  about  the  city  losing 
twenty  or  thirty  thousand  dollars.  I then  stated  that 
the  city  would  not  lose  one  dollar,  for  I was  not 
getting  my  advice  from  the  bucket  shops  as  were 
some  of  those  who  criticised  me  I went  to  those 
places  some  years  ago  for  niv  advice  and  paid  dearly 
for  it,  and  knew  better  than  to  take  any  more  from 
that  source.  The  Boston  & Maine  stock  is  all  right, 
and  ever}-  dollar  of  that  $74,000  is  coming  back  into 
the  city  treasury.  I have  no  fear  but  what  my 
management  of  that  affair  will  receive  full  and 
complete  justification. 
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Several  times  during  the  past  two  years  false  and 
misleading  statements  have  been  circulated  by 
unprincipled  parties  regarding  our  financial  condition, 
causing  great  injury  to  the  city’s  reputation  abroad. 
Soon  after  the  publishing  of  such  statements,  prior  to 
the  last  city  election,  I received  letters,  which  I have 
in  my  possession,  from  two  expert  auditors  in  Boston, 
one  dated  December  12,  the  other  December  14, 
calling  my  attention  to  their  facilities  for  straightening 
out  erroneous  accounts  and  looking  up  defalcations, 
and  stating  that  if  I wished  to  consult  them  privately 
they  would  give  me  any  confidential  advice  I might 
need. 

In  my  opinion  too  strong  language  cannot  be 
used  in  condemning  any  person,  who  for  his  own 
personal  ends  would  be  guilty  of  circulating  such 
outrageous  lies,  and  any  newspaper  that  would 
consent  to  be  a party  to  such  work,  deserves  neither 
support  or  respect. 

In  connection  with  the  expending  of  the  city 
money,  I notice  one  paper  complains  of  being 
boycotted  in  regard  to  the  city  printing.  Certainly 
they  have  no  right  to  expect  a city  government  that 
was  being  continually  abused  by  them  would  go  out 
of  its  way  to  render  them  assistance,  but  the  state- 
ment they  make  about  being  boycotted  is  unqualfiedly 
false,  as  the  following  figures  will  convince  you.' 
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This  paper  drew  from  the  city  treasury  for  printing, 
in  1894,  $406.19;  in  1893,  $1217.20;  total  amount  for 
the  two  years,  $1623.39.  They  paid  as  a tax  to  the 
city  in  1893,  the  manager  of  the  paper,  $5.40;  the 
editor,  $2.00;  News  Publishing  Company,  $164.90; 
total,  $172.30.  In  1894,  the  manager,  $2.00;  the 
editor,  $2.00;  News  Publishing  Company,  $152.29; 
total  for  the  two  years,  $328.59,  thereby  receiving 
from  the  city  in  those  two  years  $1274.80  above 
what  they  paid  as  a tax. 

The  appropriation  for  printing  in  1893  was 
$1500;  in  1894,  $750;  total  for  the  two  years,  $2250; 
and  yet  these  men  after  receiving  two  thirds,  and 
over,  of  the  whole  appropriation  for  that  time,  and 
deserving  none,  complain  that  they  have  not  had  their 
share,  which  simply  proves  what  I have  before 
stated,  that  they  are  not  so  much  interested  in  the 
welfare  of  the  people  as  they  are  in  getting  their 
fingers  into  the  city  treasury. 


• RECOMMENDATIONS. 

I would  recommend  a few  things,  which  in  my 
opinion,  would  be  for  the  benefit  of  the  public. 

First — An  amendment  to  the  city  charter, 
whereby  the  city  government  could  be  inaugurated 
at  eight  o’clock  in  the  evening  in  place  of  10  o’clock 
in  the  morning,  as  now  required.  It  would  be  much 
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more  convenient,  not  only  for  the  members  of  the 
city  council,  but  also  for  the  general  public,  many  of 
whom  would  like  to  attend  these  exercises  but  are 
now  prevented  from  doing  so  on  account  of  their 
daily  vocations.  Some  cities  have  already  adopted 
the  evening  hour  for  their  inauguration  exercises. 

The  city  ordinance,  whereby  the  appropriations 
for  the  year  are  now  made  in  April,  should  also  be 
changed,  as  at  that  time  one-quarter  of  the  year  is  gone 
and  a corresponding  part  of  the  money,  for  which 
there  has  been  no  appropriation  made,  is  then 
expended,  and  I would  recommend  that  the  appro- 
priations be  made  at  the  February  meeting,  and  that 
the  several  committees,  the  week  before  that  meeting, 
make  a careful  estimate  as  to  the  amount  required  for 
their  departments,  and  then  strictly  confine  themselves 
as  far  as  practicable  to  the  sum  allowed  them  for  their 
use.  The  appropriating  of  a smaller  sum  than  is 
necessary  for  the  running  of  any  department,  which 
is  so  often  done,  and  then  largely  overdrawing  the 
amount,  is  not  good  business,  and  should  be  dis- 
couraged in  every  possible  way. 

I would  also  recommend  that  the  hydrant 
connecting  with  the  Frog  pond  water,  which  is  now 
located  in  Brown  square,  be  moved  out  on  Green 
street  at  the  side  of  the  square,  as  it  would  then  be 
much  more  convenient  for  the  engines  in  case  of  fire, 
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and  would  also  prevent  the  cutting  up  of  the  turf  on 
the  square,  which  is  now  done  whenever  the  hydrant 
has  to  be  used  in  its  present  location.  The  expense 
of  moving  it  would  be  trifling  as  compared  with  the 
benefit  which  would  be  derived  from  it. 

In  my  opinion  the  street  railroad  company  should 
be  required  to  remove  the  double  track  located  on 
Merrimac  street,  between  the  bridge  and  Market 
square,  and  place  a single  track  in  the  center  of  the 
street.  As  now  located  it  is  a nuisance  to  the 
traveling  public,  on  account  of  the  narrowness  of 
the  street  at  that  place,  and  its  removal  would  not 
discommode  the  company  to  any  extent  as  they  have 
a turnout  at  Market  square  and  one  just  above  the 
bridge. 

In  regard  to  a new  police  station.  Notwith- 
standing the  fact  that  better  quarters  are  very  much 
needed,  it  does  not  seem  to  me  advisable  to  provide 
them  during  the  present  year.  While  I have  at  times 
thought  it  might  be  well  to  have  the  police  station 
and  an  armory  combined,  I have  come  to  the  conclu- 
sion that  it  would  be  better  to  keep  them  separate. 

Regarding  a new  armory  for  the  military  com- 
pany located  here,  I hardly  know  what  to  advise.  I 
suppose  there  is  no  question  but  what  we  shall  be 
obliged  to  provide  suitable  quarters  for  the  company, 
which  without  doubt  they  need,  as  those  they  now 
occupy  are  not  fit  for  the  use  of  the  company. 
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It  was  my  intention  at  this  time  to  recommend 
that  the  city  procure  a good  location  and  erect  a suit- 
able building  for  the  purpose,  but  judging  by  the 
treatment  the  city  has  received  in  the  past  from  those 
in  authority  regarding  such  matters,  I feel  that  we 
should  have  no  assurance,  even  if  the  city  erected  a 
new  armory,  that  some  military  despot  would  not 
come  down  here  and  either  condemn  the  armory  or 
disband  the  company,  and  thus  leave  the  building  on 
our  hands;  for  it  seems  in  such  matters  that  we  are 
living  as  much  under  military  despotism  as  are  the 
Poles  in  Russia,  or  the  Armenians  in  Turkey. 

In  my  opinion  this  city  has  been  treated  in  the 
most  arbitrary  and  unjust  manner,  not  only  in  the 
present  instance,  but  several  times  before.  Back  in 
1884,  when  the  company  was  located  in  Essex  hall 
building  with  good  comfortable  quarters,  the  rent 
from  the  state  was  stopped  without  any  warning  and 
the  place  condemned.  At  that  time  the  city  had  a 
lease  of  the  building  which  did  not  expire  for  about 
a year  and  a half,  and  it  was  left  on  our  hands  while 
we  were  obliged  to  provide  new  quarters  on  Prince 
place,  both  companies  being  quartered  there.  But  a 
very  short  time  elapsed  before  one  of  the  companies 
was  removed  to  Amesbury,  and  we  were  then  left 
with  one  company  and  with  rent  of  two  armories  to 
pay  at  a cost  of  $700  per  year,  the  state  allowing  one- 
half  of  the  amount. 
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That  building,  as  you  remember,  was  burned  last 
May,  and  at  that  time  temporary  quarters  were 
secured  in  Washington  hall,  where  the  company  still 
remains,  and  for  which  the  city  is  paying  a rental  of 
some  four  or  five  hundred  dollars  a year,  the  state  not 
allowing  anything,  as  I received  from  the  adjutant 
general  about  three  weeks  ago  a letter  bearing  no 
date,  which  stated  that  rent  would  be  allowed  until* 
May  15;  whether  it  meant  May,  1894,  or  next  May,  I 
was  left  to  guess,  but  have  since  learned  that  the  rent 
was  stopped  at  the  time  of  the  fire,  last  May. 

You  will  readily  see  by  this  brief  history  that 
the  city  has  had  poor  encouragement  in  trying 
to  provide  quarters  for  the  military.  However, 
I would  recommend  that  the  committee  on  public 
property  take  the  matter  under  advisement  as  early 
as  possible  that  we  may  consider  as  to  what  is  best  to 
be  done  in  the  matter, 

SCHOOLS. 

The  public  schools  of  our  city  have  the  deserved 
reputation  of  being  first-class  in  every  respect.  We 
are  well  provided  with  school  buildings  except  at  the 
upper  end  of  the  city  where  it  is  only  a question  of 
time  when  a new  building-  will  have  to  be  erected  for 
the  accommodation  of  the  scholars,  those  now  in  use 
being  crowded  to  their  utmost  extent.  Whether  it 
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is  best  to  build  the  present  year  or  not,  I am  unable 
to  say  until  I look  into  the  matter  more  carefully  than 
I have  as  yet  done.  It  has  been  intimated  to  me  that 
certain  parties  were  to  advocate  the  abandoning 
of  several  school  buildings  in  that  part  of  the  city, 
and  erecting  an  elaborate  structure  of  eight  rooms  on 
the  principle  of  the  Kelley  school  building. 

While  I believe  in  providing  suitable  buildings 
for  our  schools  there  is  no  necessity  for  any  such 
extravagance  as  that  in  this  city,  as  we  are  not  in 
Boston,  and  if  any  such  “wildcat”  scheme  is  pro- 
posed I shall  do  all  in  my  power  to  prevent  its 
adoption,  and  my  efforts  in  that  direction,  I believe 
will  receive  the  support  of  the  city  council  and  the 

citizens  generally.  The  building  of  an  addition  to 

* 

the  Forrester  street  school-house  would  answer  every 
purpose  for  a number  of  years,  and  it  could  be  done 
at  a reasonable  expense. 

SEWERS. 

The  city  is  now  provided  with  sewers  up  as  far 
as  Broad  street,  there  being  none  above  that  street. 
Contrary  to  the  rules  adopted  in  other  cities,  no 
assessment  has  been  made  here  upon  those  using  the 
sewers,  the  whole  expense  having  gone  into  the 
general  tax.  In  my  opinion  it  would  have  been 
better  for  the  city  to  have  made  it  easier  for  those 
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who  wished  to  connect  with  the  sewers,  and  then 
charged  a nominal  rental  for  their  use;  as  it  now 
stands  those  who  wish  to  connect  their  houses  with 
the  sewers  are  obliged  to  conform  to  so  many  iron- 
clad rules,  thereby  making  the  expense  so  large,  that 
many  of  our  citizens,  no  matter  how  much  they  may 
desire  to  do  so,  cannot  afford  to  enter  them.  It 
should  be  made  as  easy  as  possible.  If  there  was 
less  theorizing  done,  and  more  practical  common 
sense  used  regarding  such  matters,  it  would  be  better 
for  all  concerned. 

I do  not  know  what  the  doctors  are  in  the  habit 
of  drinking  that  they  manage  to  see  so  many  bugs  all 
around  them.  They  have  of  late  years  found  all 
manner  of  insects  in  our  food;  in  books  used  in  the 
schools  and  public  libraries;  in  bank  notes  and  upon 
everything  we  are  obliged  to  handle,  until  by  their 
fairy  tales  they  have  so  frightened  timid  people  that 
they  imagine  a whole  menagerie  is  being  devoured 
every  time  they  eat,  and  hardly  dare  touch  anything 
around  them  from  fear  of  contracting  some  terrible 
disease.  But,  it  is  refreshing  in  this  connection  to 
note  that  the  health  authorities  of  New  York,  after 
making  a thorough  investigation  in  that  city,  state  in 
their  report  that  they  found  in  the  Jewish  quarter,  not 
only  the  most  densely  populated  but  also  the  most 
filthy  in  every  respect  and  with  the  very  poorest 
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sanitary  arrangements  of  all,  yet  the  death  rate  in  that 
quarter  was  far  below  that  of  any  other,  and  came  to 
the  conclusion  that  there  was  more  danger  from  what 
passed  into  the  mouth  in  the  shape  of  food  and  drink, 
than  from  sewer  gas  and  other  outside  influences.  I 
do  not  believe  that  there  is  a single  physician  who 
honestly  thinks  there  would  be  the  slightest  danger 
in  regard  to  contracting  disease  from  the  sewers  if  all 
the  patent  traps  and  other  expensive  arrangements 
should  be  thrown  away. 

In  regard  to  flushing  the  sewers,  there  is  no 
necessity  of  using  water  from  the  hydrants  for  that 
purpose,  as  it  would  only  be  necessary  to  connect  the 
roofs  of  a few  public  buildings  with  them,  when  they 
would  flush  themselves  without  any  trouble  or 
expense. 

PUBLIC  LIBRARY  AND  LIGHTING. 

Both  of  these  departments  are  for  the  purpose  of 
dispensing  light,  therefore  I have  taken  them  together; 
the  one  furnishes  light  in  which  the  mind  can  travel, 
the  other  light  for  our  feet  to  travel  in.  The  public 
library  is  in  excellent  condition  and  is  one  of  the  best 
in  the  state.  All  necessary  information  regarding  it 
will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  directors  and  libra- 
rian. 

In  regard  to  the  lighting  of  our  streets,  the  city  is 
fairly  well  lighted,  the  light  being  furnished  by  138 
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arc  lamps,  givinggood  satisfaction  when  they  are  kept 
lighted,  which  I have  been  informed  is  not  always 
the  case  with  some  of  the  lamps.  The  placing  of 
new  lights  should  never  be  done  by  the  committee 
without  a special  order  from  the  city  council. 

FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 

The  fire  department  of  Newburyport  is  equal  to 
that  of  any  city  of  its  size  in  the  state,  whether  it  be 
a volunteer  or  a paid  department,  and  those  who  have 
been  casting  reflections  upon  the  firemen  of  our  city 
should  be  ashamed  of  themselves  if  there  is  any  such 
thing  as  shame  in  them. 

The  fire  at  the  car  and  shoe  factories  was 
handled  admirably  all  the  way  through,  and  if  there 
had  been  plenty  of  water  at  the  start  it  would  have 
been  confined  to  the  car  factory.  I was  present  at 
the  fire  all  the  time  and  I know  the  firemen  did  their 
duty  and  did  it  nobly,  and  they  are  entitled  to  great 
credit  for  their  work.  I heard  a gentleman  from 
Boston,  who  was  present,  make  the  remark  that  if  the 
fire  had  been  in  that  city  it  would  not  have  been 
stopped  where  it  was. 

This  department  is  in  excellent  condition,  lacking- 
nothing  at  the  present  time  but  water,  and  water  is  a 
very  essential  element  at  a fire.  Give  the  firemen 
plenty  of  water  and  they  will  take  care  of  the  fires. 
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WATER  QUESTION. 

As  this  subject  was  pretty  thoroughly  considered 
in  the  special  address  of  December  28,  I have  very 
little  to  add  at  the  present  time  and  will  simply  call 
your  attention  to  a few  features  of  the  bill  under  which 
we  are  to  vote.  First,  we  shall  be  obliged  to  pay  the 
water  company  only  for  appliances  used  in  supplying 
the'city  with  water.  That  does  not  include  the  ar- 
rangement built  by  them  for  the  purpose  of  filtering 
river  water,  which  they  have  declared  has  never  been 
used  and  which  the  state  board  of  health  would  not 
approve  of  their  using.  The  second  feature  is  this 
language  used  in  the  bill: 

"Who  shall  determine  the  fair  value  of  said 
property  for  the  purposes  of  its  use  by  said  city  ?” 

This  to  my  mind  is  a clause  of  the  bill  which  is 
strongly  in  our  favor,  for  if  the  present  water  supply 
is  not  sufficient  for  the  city’s  use,  if  the  standpipe  is 
not  suitable,  or  any  part  of  the  piping  system,  I be- 
lieve the  commissioners  are  bound  by  that  clause  to 
so  determine  the  value  as  they  are  also  by  the  follow- 
ing clause: 

" Such  value  shall  be  estimated  without  enhance- 
ment on  account  of  future  earning  capacity  or  good 
will,  or  on  account  of  the  franchise  of  said  company.” 

Enhancement,  as  applied  in  this  case,  means  in- 
crease in  price  or  value.  Good  will,  in  this  connec- 
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tion,  is  a term  commonly  used  in  the  sale  of  a busi- 
ness and  means  the  income  of  the  business  and  the 
probability  of  its  continuance,  so  that  the  clause 
referred  to  may  properly  be  read  thus: 

Such  value  shall  be  estimated  without  increase 
in  price  or  value  on  account  of  future  earning  capac- 
ity or  present  earning  capacity,  which  is  the  good 
will. 

Take  again  the  clause  where  the  fair  value  of 
the  property  shall  be  estimated  for  the  purposes  of  its 
use  by  the  city.  If  we  should  purchase  the  property 
the  city  could  not  legally  use  it  for  the  purpose  of 
making  money,  by  the  charging  of  exorbitant  rates 
for  water,  as  the  company  have  been  doing,  for 
the  city  would  be  obliged  by  law  to  furnish  the  water 
as  near  the  actual  cost  as  possible. 

If  we  should  vote  to  purchase,  the  management 
of  the  property  will  not  be  vested  in  the  city  govern- 
ment, as  the  act  provides  for  the  appointment,  by  the 
mayor,  of  five  commissioners,  who  are  to  be  approved 
by  the  city  council,  and  I assure  you  if  it  should 
become  my  duty  to  appoint  the  members  of  the 
co#mmission,  it  will  be  composed  of  five  of  the  very 
best  citizens  of  Newburyport.  Men  of  integrity  and  of 
good  business  qualifications,  in  whom  the  people  will 
have  the  utmost  confidence,  and  these  men  will  have 
the  sole  charge  of  reconstructing  the  works  and 
running  them  afterwards. 
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And  now  I cannot  help  repeating  what  I have 
already  said  in  my  special  message  upon  this 
question,  that  in  my  opinion  it  will  be  a grave 
mistake  if  we  do  not  vote  at  the  coming  election  to 
purchase  the  water  works,  and  thus  free  ourselves 
from  the  grasp  of  this  corporation  which  has  been  of 
great  injury  to  our  city  from  its  first  conception  up 
to  the  present  time,  and  will  continue  to  be  as  long 
as  we  allow  it  to  have  the  power. 

In  this  connection  I will  read  the  letter  of 
District  Attorney  William  H.  Moody.  Although  the 
letter  was  a personal  one  to  myself,  I have  his  per- 
mission to  use  it  for  this  purpose.  Mr.  Moody,  as 
you  all  know,  is  an  able  lawyer  and  he  has  had  a large 
experience  upon  this  water  question,  having  been 
employed  by  the  city  for  the  past  two  years,  and  also 
by  the  city  of  Haverhill  upon  a similar  case,  and  he 
is  at  the  present  time  a member  of  the  Board  of 
Water  Commissioners  of  that  city. 

The  Hon.  Orrin  J.  Gurney , Newbury  port,  Muss. 

Dear  Sir: — I received  Saturday,  the  copies  of  the 
opinions  of  Judge  Lowell  and  Mr.  Russell,  and  have  read  them 
carefully. 

You  will  recall  that  last  spring  I stated  orally  to  you  my 
opinion.  First,  that  the  act  of  1894  imposing  the  further  con- 
dition upon  the  city  was  constitutional ; and  second,  that 
under  the  act  of  1894  the  liability  of  the  city  would  be  to  pay 
no  more  than  the  value  of  the  plant,  as  a plant,  without  any 
addition  on  account  of  franchise,  good  will,  or  earning 
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capacity  of  the  company.  Of  course  there  is  nothing  in  the 
opinions  received  from  Judge  Lowell  and  Mr.  Russell  which 
would  tend  to  change  that  view. 

The  proper  construction  of  the  act  of  1893  is  a matter  of 
not  very  much  importance  now.  You  will  recall  that  a section 
of  the  act  of  1894  was  drawn  by  the  city's  counsel  for  the  ex- 
press purpose  of  meeting  the  possible  construction  of  the  act 
of  1893,  which  Mr.  Russell  thinks  is  the  true  construction. 

I still  think,  as  I told  you  in  our  last  conversation,  that 
the  act  of  1894  is  so  favorable  in  its  provisions  to  the  city  that 
it  would  be  very  unwise  for  the  citizens  of  Newburyport  to 
fail  to  purchase  under  it.  You  know  I have  always  believed 
that  as  a practical  question  it  was  desirable  for  the  city  to  ac- 
quire the  plant  of  the  company,  poor  as  it  is,  rather  than  start 
entirely  from  the  beginning,  provided  that  it  could  be  acquired 
on  such  terms  as  are  given  by  the  act  of  1894.  In  considering 
the  act  of  1894  it  must  not  be  forgotten  that  the  act  as  it 
finally  passed  was  radically  different  from  the  bill  submitted 
by  the  water  company  and  discussed  before  the  committee. 
In  the  act  finally  passed,  the  provisions  of  the  original  bill 
which  made  it  of  doubtful  constitutionality,  were  eliminated. 

I take  it  this  letter  is  simply  a personal  one  to  yourself, 
and  therefore  I have  made  it  somewhat  informal. 

I cannot  close  this  letter  without  again  repeating  how 
much  I think  it  is  for  the  interest  of  the  city  to  buy  under  the 
present  act.

POOR  DEPARTMENT. 

This  department  is  most  excellently  managed  by 
the  present  efficient  board  of  overseers,  who  have 
sole  charge  of  everything  pertaining  to  the  care  of 
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the  city's  poor,  in  which  they  are  ably  assisted  by 
Mr.  Bayley,  the  clerk  of  the  board. 

Our  almshouse  is  one  of  the  very  best  to  be 
found  in  this  part  of  the  country.  It  was  built  in 
1887,  with  all  the  modern  improvements,  being  copied 
largely  from  the  one  in  Haverhill.  Mayor  Harwood 
and  other  officials  of  the  city  of  Lynn,  after  having  in- 
spected several  of  the  best  almshouses  in  the  state, 
concluded  that  ours  was  the  best,  and  that  city  is  to 
build  one  precisely  like  it,  with  the  exception  of  its 
being  a trifle  larger  and  having  a few  slight  improve- 
ments. Our  almshouse  is  in  charge  of  Mr.  Nel- 
son and  his  estimable  wife,  who  cannot  be  ex- 
celled as  keeper  and  matron  of  such  an  institution. 
The  average  number  of  inmates  the  past  year 
was  43,  and  they  have  the  best  of  care,  being 
provided  with  warm  and  comfortable  quarters, 
and  good  wholesome  food  prepared  by  Mr.  Rich- 
ardson, who  has  cooked  for  the  establishment  for 
a number  of  years,  and  no  better  cook  can  be 
found.  When  anyone  visits  his  kitchen  he  always 
takes  pride  in  exhibiting  his  bread  and  pies,  and  when- 
ever the  committee  make  their  annual  visits  always 
insists  upon  each  member  eating  a piece  of  pie,  and 
anyone  who  has  once  eaten  a piece  will  be  ready  to 
try  it  again.  Any  of  our  citizens  who  have  never 
visited  this  place  would  find  it  well  worth  their  time 
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to  do  so,  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Nelson  will  be  only  too 
happy  to  show  them  around. 

The  cost  of  maintaining  our  poor  department  the 
past  year  was  $23,203.65  • $6,511.04  of  which  was 
paid  to  the  state  for  the  care  of  the  insane,  there 
being  40  of  that  class,  most  of  whom  are  confined  in 
the  state  asylum  at  Danvers.  The  income  from  other 
cities  and  towns  and  from  individuals,  where  the 
board  is  paid  for  some  of  the  inmates,  was  $4,236.51, 
leaving  the  net  cost  to  the  city,  $18,967.14.  The  cost 
for  maintaining  each  inmate  at  the  almshouse  was 
$2.12  per  week. 

HIGHWAYS. 

The  streets  and  sidewalks  of  our  city  have  for 
several  years  past,  received  an  unusual  amount  of 
attention,  requiring  the  expenditure  of  a large  sum  of 
money,  and  as  a result  they  are  in  better  condition  at 
the  present  time  than  they  have  ever  been  before. 
( I presume  it  will  be  understood  that  I am  not 
referring  to  the  snow  and  ice  with  which  they  are 
now  covered,  but  to  the  solid  substance  under  it.) 

The  appropriation  for  this  department  in  1894 
was  $17,000;  the  expenditures  $33,367.29,  making  an 
overdraft  of  $16,367.29. 

Our  public  fault-finder  has  informed  you  that  the 
city  has  nothing  to  show  for  this  large  expenditure, 
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which  is  false,  as  the  following  figures  will  convince 
you :

The  balance  being  expended  for  ordinary  labor  and 
the  employment  of  outside  teams  to  work  upon  the 
roads.  The  following  streets  were  macadamized 
during  the  year:  Summit  place,  Orange  street, 
Market  street  from  Washington  to  High,  Fair  street 
from  Middle  to  Prospect,  State  street  from  High  to 
Greenleaf,  and  a portion  of  High  street.  On  Fair, 
Orange  and  High  streets  the  crushed  stone  was  put 
on  without  digging  up  the  surface,  and  in  my  opinion 
wherever  the  street  is  low  enough  for  the  purpose  it 
makes  just  as  good  a road. 

The  steam  roller  was  not  used  while  the  work 
was  being  done  for  the  reason  that  the  water  com- 
pany refused  to  allow  the  superintendent  of  highways 
the  use  of  the  water  from  the  hydrants,  and  there 
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being  no  rain  at  the  time  to  wet  down  the  roads,  there 
was  nothing  for  the  roller  to  do. 

I would  again  urge  upon  the  city  council  the  ne- 
cessity of  keeping  these  roads  sprinkled  during  the 
summer  season,  for  if  they  are  allowed  to  become  dry 
they  will  soon  wear  out.  I would  also  advocate  hav- 
ing as  many  of  the  streets  sprinkled  as  possible  for 
the  comfort  and  convenience  of  the  public.  In  re- 
gard to  work  upon  the  highways  the  coming  season  it 
seems  to  me  advisable  that  we  should  move  a little 
slower  than  in  the  past,  for  as  much  as  these  improve- 
ments are  to  be  desired  we  must  bear  in  mind  that  it 
cannot  all  be  done  in  one  year,  or  even  in  five  or  ten 
years.  We  must  go  according  to  our  means,  and 
there  are  several  other  matters  that  will  have  to  be 
attended  to  this  year. 

LIQUOR  LICENSES. 

Under  the  present  law,  which  was  passed  in 
1894,  the  board  of  aldermen  have  nothing  to  do  with 
the  granting  of  liquor  licenses  or  enforcing  the  law 
in  regard  to  such  licensed  places,  that  power  being 
now  vested  in  the  board  of  license  commissioners, 
thus  relieving  the  aldermen  of  a very  disagreeable 
duty,  for  it  was  not  an  easy  task  to  be  obliged  to 
choose  thirteen  from  about  double  that  number,  who 
should  have  the  privilege  of  selling  liquor. 
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The  present  law  is  in  many  respects  a good  one, 
much  better  than  it  would  have  been  had  it  passed  in 
the  form  first  presented  to  the  legislature,  which  gave 
the  governor  power  to  appoint  the  commissioners,  for 
then  the  law  would  have  been  used  for  the  grossest 
political  corruption.  The  governor  would  have  had 
no  means  of  knowing  the  character  of  the  men  to  be 
appointed  on  the  commission  only  as  given  him  by 
the  political  wire-pullers  of  his  party,  and  they  would 
have  recommended  only  such  men  as  could  be  used 
for  the  purpose  of  controlling  the  liquor  vote  in  the 
interests  of  the  party  in  power,  but  as  the  law  now 
stands  no  mayor  of  a city  would  ever  think  of 
appointing  upon  the  commission  any  but  the  very 
best  men  who  could  be  induced  to  accept  the  position. 
Those  whom  I have  appointed  did  not  ask  for  the 
place.  It  was  offered  to  them,  and  I have  the  fullest 
confidence  in  the  men  to  believe  they  will  do  what  is 
right. 

One  man  came  to  me  and  asked  for  the  position, 
giving  as  a reason  for  wanting  it  that  he  thought  it 
would  help  him  with  the  liquor  sellers  in  his  trade. 
Perhaps  it  is  unnecessary  for  me  to  say  that  he  was 
one  of  the  prime  movers  in  the  attempt  made  the  last 
two-  years  to  get  a new  mayor.  He  doesn’t  think  I 
am  a fit  man  for  the  office,  and  I am  happy  to  state 
that  none  of  the  class  who  want  to  practice  cor- 
ruption do. 
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The  duty  of  enforcing  the  law  in  regard  to 
unlicensed  places  still  remains  with  the  mayor  and 
the  board  of  aldermen,  and  if  the  limit  clause  could 
be  stricken  out  of  the  present  license  law,  which  is 
in  all  other  respects  an  excellent  one,  it  would  be 
much  easier  to  enforce  it. 

I have  a great  deal  of  sympathy  for  a man  who 
violates  such  an  unjust  law,  which  says  one  person 
shall  have  the  privilege  of  selling  an  article,  and  says 
another  person,  who  is  equally  as  good  a citizen,  shall 
not  have  that  privilege.  In  my  opinion  it  is  contrary 
to  the  constitution,  and  I do  not  believe  any  honest, 
fair-minded  man  would  ever  vote  for  such  a one-sided 
law.  Even  the  honest  prohibitionists  condemn  it  in 
the  strongest  terms.  I have  been  before  the  legisla- 
tive committee  the  last  two  years  to  urge  its  repeal, 
and  mean  to  go  again  the  present  year.  With  that 
one  feature  left  out,  the  present  local  option  law 
practised  in  this  state  is,  in  my  opinion,  the  best  way 
to  control  the  sale  of  liquor,  and  no  good  citizen 
would  ever  want  to  see  in  Massachusetts  such  a farce 
as  that  now  carried  on  under  the  name  of  prohibition 
in  the  states  of  Maine  and, New  Hampshire.  The 
correspondent  of  the  Boston  Herald,  who  has  spent 
a month  down  in  Maine  for  the  purpose  of  looking 
into  the  merits  of  prohibition  in  that  state,  has 
described  the  situation  truthfully,  as  I can  testify  from 
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personal  knowledge,  having  been  there  and  seen  it 
myself  just  as  he  has  stated  it.  There  is  not  a city 
or  town  in  either  one  of  those  states,  both  hav- 
ing  a prohibition  law,  but  that  even  a stranger  can 
buy  all  the  liquor  he  wants.  It  was  only  last  summer 
that  the  authorities  of  Manchester,  N.  H.,  declared 
that  the  400  liquor  saloons  in  that  city  should  not  be 
allowed  to  keep  open  later  than  ten  o’clock  at  night. 

All  these  things  go  to  prove  that  no  law  can  be 
enforced  without  public  opinion  back  of  it,  and  I 
maintain  that  the  prohibitory  law  regarding  the  use  of 
liquor  never  has  and  never  can  be  enforced  either 
here  or  anywhere  else.  Men  are  much  like  hogs, 
they  will  not  be  driven.  Wherever  any  city  or  town 
has  abstained  from  the  use  of  liquor  it  has  not  been 
on  account  of  the  prohibitory  law,  but  because  the 
people  themselves  did  not  want  the  liquor.  Such  a 
place  may  possibly  exist  but  I have  never  been  able 
to  find  it,  although  I have  traveled  from  Canada  to 
Florida  and  last  summer  visited  the  Provinces. 
While  I found  many  places  living  under  a pro- 
hibitory law  #it  was  in  every  instance  placing  a 
premium  upon  hypocrisy.  But  it  will  be  said  the 
present  license  law  is  not  enforced.  That  is  true, 
and  there  are  many  difficulties  in  the  way  of  enforcing 
any  law  regulating  the  sale  of  liquor.  There  is  no 
question  but  what  there  are  places  in  this  city  where 
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liquor  is  being  sold  without  a license,  but  it  is  not  an 
easy  matter  to  procure  sufficient  evidence  to  convict 
the  parties.  I know  there  are  persons  who  claim  to 
have  such  evidence,  but  I have  always  found  them 
unwilling  to  come  into  court  and  present  it. 

An  instance  of  this  kind  occurred  during  my 
first  term  as  mayor,  where  a man  who  a short  time 
before  crossed  the  bridge  leading  into  the  city,  and 
like  many  other  new-comers  thought  it  his  duty,  or 
at  least  privilege,  to  find  fault  with  what  was  being 
done  here.  This  man  was  a preacher  at  that  time, 
and  as  I was  standing  in  front  of  the  police  station 
one  day  he  came  up  in  an  overbearing  manner  and 
wanted  to  know  why  I did  not  order  a certain  place 
raided,  saying  it  was  a low  place,  that  liquor  was 
being  sold  there  without  a license,  that  the  police 
were  not  doing  their  duty;  in  fact  everything  in 
general  was  going  to  the  bad.  I waited  patiently 
until  he  got  out  of  breath  and  then  asked  him  if  he 
knew  it  to  be  true  about  this  place.  He  said  he  did 
and  had  the  evidence  to  prove  it.  I then  informed 
him  that  he  was  just  the  man  I had^been  looking 
for,  that  we  had  suspected  the  place  and  had  been 
watching  it,  but  had  not  been  able  to  secure  sufficient 
evidence  to  warrant  making  a raid,  but  if  he  would 
come  in  court  the  next  morning  I would  see  that  the 
officers  did  their  duty  and  we  could  break  up  the 
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place.  This  he  refused  to  do,  saying  that  it  was  no 
place  for  him  in  court.  I then  told  him  that  it  was 
not  his  place  to  come  to  me  finding  fault  about  the 
officers  not  doing  their  duty  when  he  was  not  willing 
to  do  his. 

If  Dr.  Parkhurst  had  been  built  of  any  such 
weak  material  as  this  man  there  never  would  have 
been  a Lexow  committee  to  unearth  the  corruption 
existing  in  New  York  City.  Now  I do  not  wish  to 
be  understood  as  believing  it  the  duty  of  clergymen 
or  other  citizens  to  go  about  procuring  evidence 
against  such  places,  for  I do  not,  but  when  they  do 
possess  it,  and  they  can  often  obtain  it  where  an 
officer  could  not,  I do  consider  it  their  duty,  if  they 
want  the  law  enforced,  to  render  all  necessary 
assistance. 


POEICE  DEPARTMENT. 

Since  my  earliest  recollection  there  has  always 
been  more  or  less  fault-finding  with  the  police  force, 
in  all  other  cities  as  well  as  our  own.  Those  who 
are  so  prone  to  indulge  in  this  pastime  may  properly 
be  divided  into  four  classes. 

First,  the  criminal  class  who  never  relish  any 
interference  with  their  law-breaking  proclivities,  and 
who  naturally  have  no  great  love  for  the  police. 
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The  second  class  is  composed  of  those  who 
always  find  fault  if  the  police  do  not  enforce  some 
law  which  in  no  way  affects  them  personally,  and  are 
just  as  ready  to  find  fault  if  they  do  enforce  some 
other  law  which  does  affect  them.  For  instance, 
there  is  a certain  man  in  this  city  whom  I have  often 
heard  complain  of  the  police  because  they  do  not 
enforce  the  liquor  law  according  to  his  ideas,  but 
when  it  became  necessary,  as  it  did,  for  them  to 
enforce  a law  which  he  was  violating  by  obstructing 
the  sidewalk  with  his  goods  and  a lot  of  old  cases, 
that  were  a nuisance  to  everyone  who  had  occasion  to 
pass  his  store,  he  began  to  grumble  and  has  kept  it  up 
ever  since.  Such  is  the  inconsistency  of  this  class. 

The  third  class  consists  of  those  persons  who  are 
continually  complaining  about  everything.  It  is 
second  nature  with  them.  Nothing  pleases  them.  If 
you  meet  one  of  these  persons  upon  a fine  day  with 
the  remark  that  it  is  a beautiful  day,  he  will  look  all 
around  the  horizon,  and  after  heaving  a long  and 
painful  sigh,  he  will  answer,  ” It  is  a weather 
breeder,  we  shall  be  sure  to  have  a storm  to  pay  for 
this;  ” and  as  with  the  weather  so  with  everthing  else. 
Inform  him  that  a police  officer  has  done  a very  clever 
piece  of  work  in  his  line  and  he  is  not  willing  to 
allow  the  officer  any  credit  for  it.  He  will  bring  up 
some  other  affair  that  this  or  some  other  officer  failed 
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in.  I am  inclined  to  think  that  this  class  of  people 
are  to  be  pitied  rather  than  blamed.  They  are  so 
constituted  that  nothing  ever  goes  right  with  them. 
I am  not  certain  but  that  it  is  a disease,  and  possibly  in 
time  some  learned  physician  may  be  able  to  discover 
the  particular  microbe  or  bacteria  that  causes  it,  and 
afterward  some  anti-toxine  treatment  for  its  eradica- 
tion; until  then  we  must  patiently  bear  with  them. 

There  is  still  a fourth  class  of  well  meaning  peo- 
ple who  have  no  knowledge  whatever  of  the  police 
department  only  as  some  person  informs  them.  They 
have  but  a very  slight  conception  as  to  what  consti- 
tutes a good  police  force  or  what  is  required  of  it. 
A man  may  make  an  excellent  police  officer  but  be 
wholly  unfit  to  serve  as  deacon  of  a church.  Another 
man  may  make  a very  poor  minister  of  the  gospel  but 
possess  every  qualification  for  a good  life  insurance 
agent.  Now  the  members  of  our  police  force  are 
much  better  fitted  to  handle  billies  than  golden  harps. 
They  all  have  their  faults,  and  in  this  respect  are  not 
very  much  different  from  the  rest  of  mankind.  There 
is  not  a single  member  of  the  force,  from  the  marshal 
down,  that  I would  think  of  recommending  for  super- 
intendent of  a Sunday  school;  in  fact,  I think  either 
one  of  them  would  ruin  the  best  Sunday  school  in  the 
city  in  a very  few  months;  nor  would  I recommend 
the  best  Sunday  school  superintendent  ever  known 
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for  city  marshal,  as  he  would  demoralize  the  whole 
force  as  far  as  its  efficiency  was  concerned.  The  re- 
quirements for  the  two  vocations  are  radically  differ- 
ent. While  it  is  the  Sunday  school  teacher’s  duty  to 
instruct  children  in  the  lessons  of  the  Bible  and  the 
teachings  of  the  golden  rule,  the  police  have  a very 
different  class  to  deal  with  and  are  often  obliged  to 
use  measures  that  might  seem  even  cruel  to  some 
persons. 

When  an  officer  is  arresting  a criminal  he  cannot 
very  well  stop  to  deliver  a dissertation  upon  the  moral 
law,  even  if  he  were  capable  of  doing  so.  If  he 
happens  to  be  struggling  with  some  desperate 
character,  as  is  often  the  case,  who  is  striking, 
kicking  and  biting,  a good  stout  piece  of  locust  is 
much  more  efficacious  as  an  argument  and  the  only 
proper  one  to  use  at  such  a time.  Now,  a real  good, 
kind-hearted  Christian  man  would  not  be  adapted  for 
such  business,  and  could  not  be  prevailed  upon  to 
accept  the  position.  I have  been  pretty  familiar  with 
the  workings  of  the  police  department  of  this  city  for 
the  past  twenty  years  and  I say  without  any  hesita- 
tion that  never  in  all  that  time  has  it  been  in  better  con- 
dition than  today.  While  the  members  are  far  from 
being  saints,  they  are  honest  and  faithful,  and  I be- 
lieve are  men  who  try  to  do  their  duty.  We  should 
not  expect  too  much  of  them,  but  have  a little  of  that 
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charity  which  we  all  need.  Let  us  not  forget  that  a 
police  officer’s  duty  is  often  anything  but  pleasant. 
When  we  are  stowed  away  in  our  warm  beds  these 
cold  nights,  they  are  obliged  to  walk  the  streets  keep- 
ing  guard  over  our  property,  and  possibly  our  lives, 
while  we  sleep,  and  I would  suggest  that  those  who 
have  been  in  the  habit  of  standing  off  at  a distance 
and  condemning  the  whole  force,  take  measures  to 
become  acquainted  with  the  officers  and  then  encour- 
age them  to  do  the  best  they  can. 

GENERAL  REMARKS. 

Under  this  head  I ask  your  consideration  for  a 
few  moments  to  some  of  the  difficulties  that  beset 
those  who  are  elected  to  official  positions  in  the  city 
government,  and  in  so  doing  I shall  speak  largely  of 
myself,  and  from  my  own  experience,  for  I have  had 
a little  experience  in  that  line.  Many  people  think  it 
strange  that  our  best  citizens  as  a rule  will  not 
consent  to  accept  an  office,  but  if  they  will  stop  and 
consider  for  a moment  what  an  official  is  often 
obliged  to  put  up  with  they  will  cease  to  wonder  that 
it  is  so.  When  they  see  those  who  hold  office  abused 
in  the  most  shameful  manner  by  a disreputable  paper, 
their  motives  purposely  and  malignantly  miscon- 
strued, their  acts  misrepresented  in  the  most 
outrageous  manner,  their  public  and  official  state- 
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ments  twisted  around  in  every  conceivable  way 
through  sheer  vindictiveness  and  for, the  purpose  of 
creating  political  capital  for  some  one  else  and 
against  them,  men  who  are  possessed  of  a sensitive 
temperament  naturally  shrink  from  placing  themselves 
in  a position  where  there  would  even  be  a chance  of 
bringing  such  things  upon,  them.  Quite  a number  of 
those  who  have  occupied  the  mayor’s  position  in  this 
city  for  one  year  could  not  be  induced  to  accept  a 
second  term,  and  most  of  them  after  serving  two 
years  had  quite  enough  of  it.  My  predecessor  in 
office,  Mayor  Dodge,  had  a little  of  the  same  experi- 
ence I have  had.  He  was  pretty  roundly  abused  by 
one  of  the  papers  and  it  published  a cartoon  for  the 
purpose  of  bringing  ridicule  upon  him.  Now  I have 
been  obliged  to  stand  a little  more  of  this  abuse  than 
the  others,  for  I am  naturally  aggressive.  I frankly 
confess  that  I have  not  a single  particle  of  the  Christian 
spirit  that  would  lead  me,  if  a man  struck  me  a blow 
on  one  side  of  the  head,  to  turn  the  other  side  for  him 
to  strike.  If  a man  strikes  me  he  is  pretty  certain  to 
receive  a dose  of  the  same  medicine.  Therefore 
whenever  an  attack  has  been  made  upon  me  I have 
returned  it,  but  never  in  a spirit  of  vindictiveness. 

If  I have  at  times  said  things  that  seemed  harsh 
it  was  not  with  any  ill  feeling  or  in  a cowardly 
manner,  for  when  I have  made  charges  against

anyone  they  have  been  made  fairly  and  openly  and 
not  behind  the  back.  Now  my  young  friend  of  the 
News,  and,  by  the  way,  I notice  that  he  objects  to  my 
alluding  to  him  as  a young  man,  says  that  it  is  not  a 
crime  to  be  young.  Most  assuredly  not,  but  I want 
to  say  to  him,  and  I say  it  with  all  kindess,  that  most 
young  men  have  too  much  sense  to  be  continually 
advising  in  a dictatorial  manner,  as  he  does,  those 
who  are  older  and  more  experienced  than  themselves. 
It  does  not  look  well.  If  I should  go  down  into  the 
News  office  and  try  to  teach  him  to  set  type  and  get 
out  a newspaper  I should  simply  be  making  a fool  of 
myself  for  I don’t  know  the  first  thing  about  such 
matters.  Now  I have  had  ten  years’  experience  in 
the  city  government,  (and  I think  no  one  will  call  me 
a dull  scholar,  whatever  else  they  may  think  of  me) 
while  this  young  man  has  had  none,  yet  from  the  very 
first  he  seemed  to  consider  it  his  duty  to  advise  and 
dictate  to  me  just  what  I should  do  and  how  it  should 
be  done,  and  then  was  offended  because  I would  not 
consent  to  beaguided  by  him.  Evidently  he  thinks  it 
very  cunning  to  say  things  against  members  of  the 
city  government,  but  other  people  look  at  it  in  a differ- 
ent light  and  consider  from  whence  it  comes.  It  was 
only  a few  months  ago  he  thought  the  whole  city 
was  wrong  and  informed  them  that  it  was  not  often 
that  a newspaper  (meaning  his  paper)  was  compelled 
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to  hold  an  opinion  different  from  that  held  by  every  one 
else.  It  certainly  was  a little  strange,  but  the  citizens 
of  Newburyport  when  they  want  his  advice  will 
without  doubt  ask  for  it,  until  then  it  would  be  much 
more  becoming  in  him  to  withhold  it.  There  is  an 
old  adage  and  a very  good  one,  that  children  should 
be  seen  and  not  heard,  and  no  matter  how  much  this 
young  man  may  know  about  printing  he  is  but  a child 
in  his  knowledge  of  matters  pertaining  to  city  affairs. 

Now  do  not  imagine  for  a moment  that  I think 
he  is  the  worst  young  man  that  ever  was,  for  I do 
not.  He  is  not  bad  at  heart,  he  means  well,  and  after 
a little  more  age  and  experience  will  be  all  right, 
until  then  he  should  possess  his  soul  in  patience  and 
not  allow  trifling  matters  to  fret  him. 

The  best  man  who  ever  lived  could  not  be  mayor 
of  a city  for  three  years  without  making  some  enemies, 
and  the  nearer  he  tries  to  do  right  the  more  enemies 
he  will  make.  When  first  elected  I found  the  charter 
would  not  allow  the  city  to  have  but  one  mayor  at  a 
time,  and  I then  determined  that  as  the  people  had 
elected  me  to  the  office  I should  be  that  one. 

My  experience  has  taught  me  that  the  mayor 
must  not  only  be  blamed  for  what  he  does  himself, 
but  also  for  many  things  he  is  in  no  wise  responsible 
for,  and  that  being  the  case  I concluded  it  would  be 
much  easier  to  answer  for  mistakes  of  my  own 
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making  rather  than  for  those  others  might  lead  me 
into.  I could  have  had  the  support  of  those  who 
have  so  bitterly  opposed  me,  had  I yielded  to  their 
wishes  and  consented  to  be  run  by  them. 

When  the  wire-pullers  of  my  own  party  came 
to  me,  as  they  did  on  my  first  election,  and  informed 
me  that  it  was  my  duty  as  a Republican  to  work  for 
the  interests  of  that  party,  which  in  this  case  meant 
themselves,  and  almost  demanded  that  I should 
appoint  men  to  positions,  when  I knew  and  they  knew 
the  men  were  wholly  unfit  for  them,  I refused  and 
informed  them  that  I should  recognize  no  party,  that 
my  duty  was  to  the  citizens,  and  when  these  men 
found  they  could  not  use  me  they  had  no  use  for  me, 
and  from  that  time  have  opposed  me,  for  which  I am 
devoutly  thankful  and  I have  certainly  not  needed 
their  assistance. 

If  I had  not  criticised  the  clerk  of  the  court  for 
the  manner  in  which  he  often  treated  the  officers, 
when,  in  the  performance  of  their  duty  they  were 
obliged  to  apply  for  warrants,  and  had  not  accident- 
ally learned  last  spring  that  he  had  for  years  been 
buying  fuel  for  his  private  office  and  charging  the 
same  to  the  city,  which  practice  I considered  it  my 
duty  to  most  decidedly  object  to,  there  would  have 
been  no  opposition  from  that  source.  If  I had  been 
willing  to  assist  the  man  who  thought  he  was  not  get- 
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ting  his  share  of  the  city  work  to  roll  up  large  bills 
against  the  city,  as  in  days  of  yore,  possibly  even  he 
would  have  supported  me,  but  I had  to  choose  be- 
tween such  things  as  these  and  that  of  performing  my 
duty  to  the  city.  I preferred  to  do  my  duty,  and 
naturally  made  enemies  of  these  persons,  and  those 
men  whom  I have  cited  are  among  the  leaders  of  that 
class  who  have  been  clamoring  so  loudly  the  last  two 
years  about  rescuing  the  city,  who  think  the  people 
are  not  intelligent  enough  to  rule,  and  are  fair  sam- 
ples of  those  who  prior  to  the  last  two  city  elections 
have  held  secret  caucuses  in  divers  places  where, 
under  the  cover  of  darkness,  with  their  coat  collars 
turned  up  about  their  faces,  they  would  dodge  in,  one 
by  one,  like  thieves  in  the  night,  to  plot  and  scheme. 

What  cheap  affairs  these  secret  gatherings  of 
theirs  must  have  seemed  to  them  as  they  looked  in 
upon  that  great  mass  caucus  held  in  this  hall,  where 
the  people,  exercising  their  rights  as  freemen,  openly 
deposited  their  ballots.  These  men  whom  I have 
been  describing  are  afraid  of  mass  caucuses.  They 
do  not  like  to  see  the  people  gather  in  large  numbers 
for  the  purpose  of  choosing  their  own  candidates  for 
office.  They  would  much  prefer  to  have  their  little 
ring  or  clique  pick  them  out,  as  they  could  then  use 
them  to  a certain  extent,  but  there  is  only  one  fair 
and  honest  way  to  nominate  candidates  for  office  and 
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that  is  by  the  mass  caucus.  The  nearer  you  come  to 
the  old-fashioned  town  meeting  the  nearer  you  will 
come  to  protecting  the  rights  of  the  people,  and  we 
should  never  allow  this  privilege  to  be  taken  away 
from  us. 

Now,  as  I draw  near  the  end  of  this  address,  I 
wish  to  say  a few  words  regarding  the  style  in  which 
my  inaugural  addresses  and  other  public  documents 
have  been  written.  I suppose  there  are  some  peo- 
ple who  do  not  like  my  way  of  writing*  if  so,  I 
am  very  sorry,  but  they  have  been  written  in  this  way 
for  two  reasons. 

First,  because  I could  not  very  well  help  it  unless 
I had  asked  some  one  else  to  write  them  for  me,  and 
I did  not  care  to  do  that,  so  if  they  have  been  a little 
peculiar  it  is  simply  because  I have  acted  myself  and 
have  not  tried  to  imitate  someone  else. 

My  second  reason  is,  that  in  looking  over,  as  I 
have  during  the  past  three  years,  some  two  hundred 
different  inaugural  addresses,  I found  they  were  very 
much  alike,  running  along  in  the  same  old  ruts,  com- 
posed in  the  main  of  figures  and  statistics  and  gener- 
ally pretty  dry  reading  for  most  people,  as  such 
documents  usually  are,  and  I thought  it  would  not  be 
a bad  idea,  in  writing  up  these  facts  and  figures,  to 
take  some  of  the  dryness  out  of  them  by  putting  in  a 
little  spice  so  the)7  could  be  presented  in  such  a 
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manner  that  people  would  be  interested  enough  to 
read  them. 

If  I have  succeeded  in  doing  this  my  purpose  has 
been  accomplished,  and  those  who  do  not  like  my 
addresses  may  derive  some  comfort  from  the  thought 
that  in  all  probability  no  other  mayor  will  write  any 
just  like  them. 

CONCLUSION. 

And  now,  gentlemen  of  the  city  council,  in 
closing  this  address  let  me  remind  you  and  myself  as 
well  that  we  have  stood  up  today  before  our  fellow- 
citizens  with  our  right  hands  raised  to  heaven  and 
calling  upon  God  to  witness  our  vow.  We  have 
solemnly  promised  to  be  faithful  to  all  the  duties  im- 
posed upon  us  by  our  several  offices.  We  have  now 
fairly  entered  upon  the  performance  of  those  duties. 
They  will  by  no  means  be  trifling  ones  and  we  should 
never  allow  them  to  be  trifled  with.  Our  fellow-cit- 
izens have  confided  to  our  care  their  public  interests, 
and  they  expect  us  to  be  true.  To  betray  a trust  is 
to  do  a mean  thing,  more  than  that,  it  is  a crime.  We 
shall  be  called  upon  during  the  coming  year  to  ex- 
pend over  two  hundred  thousand  dollars  and  it  is  not 
our  money,  but  belongs  to  others.  How  are  we 
going  to  expend  it  ? Not,  I hope,  as  if  it  were  our  own, 
for  we  should  be  more  careful  in  expending  money 
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entrusted  to  our  keeping  than  of  that  which  belongs 
to  us,  I,  for  one,  shall  do  all  in  my  power  to  see  that 
every  dollar  is  expended  wisely  and  that  not  one  dol- 
lar is  expended  above  the  appropriations  allowed  us, 
but  this  cannot  be  accomplished  without  the  assist- 
ance of  each  member  of  the  city  council.  If  we  do 
this,  and  there  is  no  overdraft  at  the  close  of  the  year, 
we  shall  reduce  the  city  debt  $40  000  and  thus  earn 
the  gratitude  of  our  fellow  citizens. 

And  now,  as  a parting  word,  I would  say  to  all 
my  friends  and  fellow  citizens  who  have  so  generously 
supported  me  in  the  past  that  I thank  you  with  all 
my  heart,  and  as  life  is  altogether  too  short  to  devote 
any  part  of  it  in  enmity  to  others,  may  God’s  richest 
blessings  rest  upon  you  all,  friends  and  enemies  alike.

Fellow  citizens,  before  we  leave  this  hall,  it  is 
fitting  that  I should  pay  a tribute  to  one  of  my  pred- 
ecessors, Hon.  George  W.  Jackman,  Jr.,  a man  whom 
the  people  of  this  city  delighted  to  honor  and  who  in 
return  honored  them. 

A descendant  of  the  sturdy  yeomanry  of  the 
country,  the  traits  of  a worthy  ancestry  ever  marked 
a period  in  his  life. 

Eminently  a self-made  man,  casting  his  lot  early 
in  life  in  this  city,  he  became  a part  of  the  history  of 
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this  municipality.  His  history  is  her  history,  and 
while  this  city  council  was  organizing  he,  who  had 
so  frequently  presided  over  the  upper  branch,  was 
being  conveyed  to  his  last  resting  place. 

Once  before  on  the  day  of  the  inauguration  of  a 
city  government  a former  chief  magistrate  of  the  city, 
Hon.  Caleb  Cushing,  was  carried  to 

" That  bourne  from  which  no  traveler  returns,” 

and  Hon.  John  James  Currier,  who  on  that  day  was 
inaugurated  as‘  mayor,  paid  a fitting  and  eloquent 
tribute  to  that  dead  statesman. 

Not  so  eloquently,  but  as  earnestly  I would  pay 
an  honest  tribute  to  one  who  five  times  filled  the 
mayor’s  chair,  and  part  of  that  time  during  the  war  of 
the  rebellion,  and  retired  from  every  official  position 
that  he  held  with  the  commendation  of  the  people. 
Truthfully  it  may  be  said  of  him,  "Well  done,  good 
and  faithful  servant.” 
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
